BANKERS READY TO OBEY PLAN 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 20.—[Special. ]— 
The Democrats of the house conference com- 
mittee on the currency bill met this even- 
ing to discuss the points of difference between 
the senate measure, adopted yesterday, and 
the house bill. At once there developed evi- 
dences that there will be a hard contest over 
several of the most important features. 

Chairman Glass presided at the meeting. 
He, regarded as the framer of the bill offered 
by the administration, was determined the 
house should not accept some of the reserve 


requirements which were placed in the bill 
by the senate. 


Reserve Requirement Peril. 

“The bank reserve requirements of the 
senate bill,” Mr. Glass said, ‘‘ would result in 
calamity. Under the senate amendments the 
total reserves of the banks in cash and ip 
credit with the reserve banks would be less 
than the banks at present hold in cash in 
their vaults. Within a few months, under 
these provisions, we would have a saturnalia 
of expansion—of wild inflation.” 

Mr. Glass also said the senate guarantee 
provision was a '‘ mere pretense.’’ 

* There are things in this bill which would 
bring calamity to this country, and they 
ought not to be allowed to become law,” he 
added. | 2 
—No one would predict when an agreement 
would be reached by the conferees, and Rep- 
resentative Glass said the differences were 
serious and no immediate agreement was 
looked for. 

“ There are serious differences between the 


two houses,”’ Representative Glass said,

Then Mayor 
Harrison gave the railroad officials some 
plain talk and they decided they would re- 
consider their ¢etermination to quit and 
agreed to resume negotiations tomorrow 
morning. 

“TT have seen negotiations of this charac- 
ter as mayor for eleven years,'’ Mr. Harrison 
said, ‘and you are getting a better bargain 
now than you will ever get again, in my opin- 
ion."” 

That brought the roads up with a eharp 
turn, and the dickering will continue, but 
with little hope of successful ending.

House Refuses to Concur. 

When the house met today it promptly re- 
fused to concur in several of the amend- 
ments placed in the bill by the senate and 
sent the whole bill to conference. The house 
previously had voted, 294 to 59, against a 
resolution to accept the bill as it came from 
the senate. 

By a vote of 211 to 561 the Democrats voted 
down instructions offered by Representative 
Mann to substitute the ‘ Hitchcock” bill 
for the Glass measure. 

Party lines weré broken during the roll 
calls. The lineup of the Mlinois delegation 
on the motion to accept the senate bill was: 

For senate bill:

Republicans. 


Instructed on Two Amendments, 

The house conferees entered upon the work 
instructed to accept two senate amendments 
calculated to aid agricultural communities, 
The instructions were adopted by the house 
after an effort to have it concur in all of the 
senate amendments had failed. 

The amendments indorsed by the house 
were those providing that six months’ com- 
mercial paper shall be eligible for rediscount 
at the federal banks instead of three months’ 
paper only, as originally provided by the 
house bill, and giving national banks the 
right to make loans on five year farm mort- 
gages up to one-third of their time deposits. 

On the number of regional banks the house 
members agreed to accept the senate pro- 
vision that no less than eight be created, but 
insisted that the provision be eliminated fix- 
ing the maximum number at twelve. They 
also announced they would insist on the 
house provision that the capital stock of 
each regional bank be fixed at 5 per cent 
of the capital of the national banks in its 
district, instead of at 6 per cent of the capi- 
tal and surplus of the banks as provided in 
the senate bill. 


Insist on Two Members. 

The house members announced their in- 
tention of insisting that the secretary of 
agriculture and the controller of the cur- 
rency be retained as members of the com- 
mittee to organize the new system, and as 
members of the federal reserve board. The 
senate amendment removed them from both. 

Senators Owen, Reed, O'Gorman, Pome- 
rene, Shafroth, and Hollis, Democrats, anc 
Senators Nelson, Bristow, and Crawford, 
Republicans, will represent the senate in the 
conferences. Chairman Glass head the house 
conferees. 


Banks Accept New Plan. 

While the bill is undergoing final changes 
and revision there has developed a prodigious 
rivalry among the banks of the country for 
the honor of heading the list of applications 
for membership in the federal reserve sys- 
tem.

Met at Sanitarium. 

Judge Lindsey and Miss Brevoort met in 
the spring in a sanitarium at Battle Creek, 
Mich., where both were convalescing after 
operations. The art student became imbued 
with the principles of sociology through 
frequent conversations with an English So- 
cialist sojourning at the resort. 

“We met on the lawn one day,” said Judge 
Lindsey when surrounded by reporters and 
photographers at the hotel. “I just was 
recuperating from an operation necessitated 
by the ten years’ fightin Denver. I was weak 
and dizzy. My head felt like it was splitting. 

‘Miss Brevoort put a wet handkerchief 
on my forehead. Wetalked. Sheis radically 
against things as they are. She is a rank 
revolutionist. She is a thinker. After we 
had left the sanitarium we. corresponded. A 
tentative engagement was the fortunate 
result for me. 

‘She came to Chicago three days ago with 
her father to take up a position. She has 
been interested with various artists, as Elsie 
Wolf, the actress, in New York in producing 
artistic interior designs. We decided not to 
prolong the engagement. My friend Walker 
and her stepfather did the rest. And here 
we are. I am the luckiest man in the world.” 


Mrs. Lindsey Keeps Silence, 

Mrs. Lindsey refused to see interviewers 
and photographers at night, pleading indis- 
position. Judge Lindsey said they would re- 
main in Chicago several days before going 
to New York, where he has arranged a con- 
‘ference with Thomas A. Edison with a view 
to arranging film studies by grades as extra 
attractions for public schools. In New York 
Judge Lindsey said he also would confer with 
theatrical managers for a regulative meas- 
ure of legislation regarding the appearance 
of children-on the stage. He does not believe 
in the prohibition of child actors. 

“ We will be at home in Denver after Jan. 
10," said the judge closing the interview. 
“Mra. Lindsey is going back with me to 
renew the fight against crooked politics. 
Our ideas are the same. Hereafter there

SMARTS FROM CRITICISM: QUITS 


Bruce : Harvard Law Professor, 
Resigns as Rezult of Work for 
New Haven Road. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 20.—[Special.}—Bruce 
Wyman, professor of law at the Harvard 
law school, stung by adverse criticiems of 
his acceptance of a retainer from the New 
Haven railroad and his efforts in the rcad’s 


the Shantung Christian university at Tsinan, 
Shantung, and another group of buildings 
for the University of Nanking at Nanking.

The exterior lines 
will follow the general lines of Chinese archi- 
tecture. Modifications will be made, how- 
ever, along American ideas wherever they 
Serve convenience. 


Nineteen Buildings Planned. 

The Shantung Christian university group 
will contain nineteen buildings when the 
present plan is worked out. Nine of these 
buildings will be started at once. These are 
central building, chapel, Y. M. C. A., two 
science halls, and four dormitories. Three 
colleges located in Shantung will be com- 
bined in the new university. It is expected 
the university will open with 600 students. 

Six new buildings will be.started at once, 
under the supervision of Mr. Fellows, for 
the University of Nanking. This institution 
now occupies buildings adjacent to the site 
of the new group, but is said to have out- 
grown them. The old buildings will be used 
by a normal school. 


Labor Cost Low There. 

Mr. Fellows said yesterday the cost of 
conmstructing the new buildings would be 
clore to $750.000, equivalent to twice as much 
in American buildings, because of the low 
cost of labor in China. Native brick and 
tilé, steel, and marble will] be used. Plumb- 
ing and heating material will be purchased in 
the States. 

The firm of Perkins, Fellows & Hamilton 
also has a commission to design buildings for 
a Baptist missionary university at Canton. 


lOWA FARMER “WINS” $5.000; 
PLAYS RACES IN JACKSON PARK. 


Sends Home for $1,400 to Show New 
Found Friends, but Police Get Busy 
and Dream of Wealth Vanishes.

“It is opportune to suggest here that if

Ald. Capitain said. 

The railroads finally decided, however. 
they would give a site for a bridge founda- 
tion if it is necessary so to do. 


Object to Canal Widening. 

The third objection was to giving the city 
@ strip twenty feet wide for the widening 
of Canal street, between Washington and 
The pian is to permit the 
roads to operate tracks under the street. 
The railroad engineers said that was im- 
practicable. 

“ We have hardly enough room now,” Mr. 
Harling pleaded. ‘It would cripple the sta- 
tion so it would be inadequate in fifteen 
years.”’ 

“The roads have several tracks they do 


‘mot now need and won't need for several 
years,” explained John F. Wallace, engineer 
' for the city. 


“ When they need these tracks 
it is probable they wil! not be using steam 
but electricity for motive power. and then 
there will be no objection to using the space 
under the street.” 


Changed Statements Quoted. 
Thomas Rodd, chief engineer for ihe Penn-

of your head house,” Ald. Capitain said. 
“That don’t look like the street is wide 
enough.”

The upshot of the matter was that the 
aldermen considered the argument of the 
roads so weak they decided Canal street 
shall be widened. 


Protest River Straightening. 

Another objection was to the straightening 
of the river. 

“ That is so indefinite we cannot agree te 
it,” Mr. Earling said. “‘ It does not say how 
or when the work is to be done nor how much 
of our property is to be taken.” 

“It does not say the city will pay for the 
land it takes,”’ Mr. Turner added. “ It places 
an obligation upon us to sell, but none upon 
the city to purchase.” 

The railroad officials and their attorneys 
argued it was a matter for the federal gov- 
ernment and that the city could not dip into 
the matter. 

Bion J. Arnold then opened the eyes of the 
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line for the straightening of the river. 

line can be moved east, but not west. If it 
is moved west your property will be cut up 
so that it cannot be used to advantage. If 
you let the federal government do the 
straightening they may want a line farther 
west than we have laid down.” 

‘“‘ Will the city agree to prevent the line 
from going father west if we agree to co- 
operate in the straightening?’ Mr. Turner 
asked. 

‘* Certainly,”’ the mayor said; then the rail- 
roads allowed they would consider the river 
straightening. 


Canal Viaduct Debated. 

On the big viaduct connecting the north 
side with the west side, extending from Lake 
street on Canal to perhaps Chicago avenue, 
considerable discussion was given. 

** We will build a viaduct from Lake street 
to Kinzie street,"” Mr. Turner said. “ We 
will do that and no more.”’ 

“Up to this point practically all the roads 
have given the city has been purely and 
simply for the benefit of the roads,’’ the 
mayor said. ‘‘ Now I think they should do 
something for the city—something big. That 
is my idea. They should build this viaduct 
in additivun to paying compensation. That 
compensation is for actual land which the 
city turns over to the company.”’ 


Compensation Put at $3,776,342. 

The compensation fixed by the compensa- 
tion committee totale $3,776,342, according to 
official announcement. The ordinance as 
now worded provides the roads shall widen 
Canal street at their own expense. If, how- 
ever, an allowance is made for this the com- 
pensation will be decreased about $1,000,000. 

The plan of the railroads was to end a via- 
duct at tinzie street, thirty-ome feet in the 


air, with no means of getting to the ground, 
‘‘unless you jump off,’ as the mayor ex- 
prefsed it. : 

For a viaduct to Chicago avenue the city 
engineer's office estimated the cost at $2,700,- 
000, including a bridge. Fora viaduct toonly 
Kinzie street E. H. Bennett of the Chicago 
plan commission estimated the cost at 
$1,000,000, , 

“To that should be added $450,000 for a 
bridge,’’ said the mayor.

‘If there was anywhere in the United 
States a lingering doubt as to who broke 
up the Republican party that action of these 
gentlemen in Washington this week must 
dispel any such doubt. 

“Whatever else their action amounts to

Committee Usurped Powers. 

“Mr. Taft’s nomination was not only

RAIL RATE SNARL 


Judge McPherson Holds Laws 
Valid and Dismisses In- 
- junction Suits. 


‘THEN SUSPENDS DECREE. 
| 
Subsequent Action Blocks Recov- 


ery Suit Started by Attor- 
ney General, 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 20.—Almost simul- 
taneously with the filing at Jefferson City 
late today of a suit for $2,000,000 against the 
Missouri Pacific railroad by Attorney Gen- 
eral Barker for claimed overcharges made 
by the road while the 2 cent fare and maxi- 
mum freight rate lawe were enjoined, Judge 
Smith McPherson in the federal court here 
made a new order suspending until Jan. 10 
the decrees he had ordered at the morning 
session of the court. 

The order left the-Missouri rate cases to- 
night in a more complex legal tangle than 
ever. Another recourse to the United States 
Supreme court, more litigation, and more 
delay appeared to be in prospect for the 
cases which have been in the courts since 
1906 and in thirteen of which the Supreme 
court upheld the reasonableness of the rates 


in a decision last summer. 


Recovery Suit Follows Decision. 
At the morning session of the court, Judge 
McPherson read from the bench his decision, 


holding that under the mandates of the Su- 


preme court he could do nothing but dis- 
miss the injunction suits without prejudice, 
not reserving, as the railroads had asked, 
jurisdiction to decide the many thousands 
of claims of overcharges, estimated to be in 
excess of $10,000,000, while the laws were 
held up by injunction. The railroad coun- 
sel left the courtroom without making a 
motion or any request for the decree to be 
beld up until they could file motions. 

Immediately upon hearing of Judge Mc- 
Pherson’s decision, Attorney General Barker 
at Jefferson City brought the suit against 
the Missouri Pacific road. 


Roads Ask Amended Decree. 

Later in the afternoon Frank Hagerman, 
attorney for the railroads, presented a new 
motion to the court, asking the judge to 
amend the decrees he had ordered at the 
morning's session by inserting provisions re- 
taining jurisdiction of the claims for over- 
charges. In this motion the railroads asked 
the thing Judge McPherson had held in his 
morning decision he could not put in the man- 
date. 

The railroads asked two clauses to be in- 
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‘The court reserves jurisdiction to settle 
and determine all liability, if any, for alleged 
overcharges after the granting of the in- 
junctive orders herein, or liability, if any, 
upon the injunctive bond herein filed.”’ 

The second clause asked by the railroads 
reads: : 

“The court will hear or hereafter refer to 
a special master, to be hereafter appointed, 
the ascertainment, after due notice, of the 
liability to shippers and passengers for al- 
leged overcharges.” 

In support of the motion the petition said 
the complainants “ offer to prove that there 
are many thousands of alleged claims of said 
character in existence, each running from 
a few cents to a few dollars and held by 
many thousands of persons.”

DR. HOWE & CoO. 
DR. & MRS. CHAMLEE COMPANY. 


The case against these concerns already 
has been made. So.far as Dr. Howe & Co. 
is concerned revocation of the charter will 
be of little effect. That corporation already 
has vacated Chicago. Its offices are empty 
and its “doctors” either have left the city 
or sought employment with other quack con- 


Dr. Wells & Co. and the Chamlee concern 
are, however, still doing business. The revo- 
cation of their charters will put a quietus on 
their pernicious activities.

Co. has a capital stock of $2,500. Its principal 
office is located at 424 State street, its presi- 
dent is H. Olsen, 3850 North Sacramento ave- 
nue, and its secretary is R. L. Williams, 455 
Wrightwood avenue. 

“Tue CHIcaGO TRIBUNE of Nov. 15 justly 


speaks of this institution as one of the worst 


medical institutes in Chicago. Tur TRIB- 
wre of today—Dec. 16—shows that two men 
Were arrested in the offices of said corpora- 
tion for a charge of robbery. 

“Their names are Dr. C. N. Noble and Dr. 
Robert Ridnour, but I have been un- 
able to find them in the list of Chicago physi- 
clans issued by the state ‘board of health in 
August, 1912, and have written to Springfield 
to ascertain definitely whether either Noble 
or Ridnour are licensed, which I very much 
doubt. 

Cites Medical Practice Act. 

“The medical practice act, chapter 91, re- 
vised statutes, section 3, provides that only 
those who are authorized to practice medi- 
cine and surgery in all their branches shall 
call or advertise themselves as physicians 
or doctors. Said act does not provide for 
any corporation being licensed to practice 
medicine, and hence no corporation has the 
right to use the word “ doctor ” in its name, 
especially if there be no licensed doctor whose 
name is used. 

“I understand there is no Dr. Wells who 
is practicing in Illinois who has authorized 
the use of his name in this charter. Be- 
sides, he would have no right to do so, be- 
cause the license of any physician can be 
revoked if he practices in a name other than 
his own.

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“ Therefore, will you please file a petition 
for an information in the nature of a quo 
warranto to annul the charter of Dr. Wells 
& Co.?” : 


Touching on “Old Doc’ Howe. 

Of Dr. Howe & Co., Mr. Alling says: 

“A certificate of incorporation was issued 
to this corporation on April 10, 1907. Its 
capital stock is $3,000. Its president was 
Dr. Francis Raymond Ward and its secre- 
tary W. P. Upton. Its object, as stated in 
the charter, is ‘the manufacture of medi- 
cines and surgical, electrical, and magnetic 
appliances, and to buy, sell, and deal 'n the 
game.’ This charter has been used by said 
corporation to advertise the practice of medi- 
cine. 

“The Dr. Howe named in the charter is 
not a physician licensed to practice in Illi- 
nois and hence the very name of the corpo- 
ration is illegal 

THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE of October 28 and 
November 1 and 9 contains evidence of the 
quackery conducted in the offices of said cor- 


poration. Through its efforts the busin-ss. 
| ceased but in order to insure the public 


against its resumption I request you, by 
authority of the state board of health, to file 
a petition for an information in the nature 
of a quo warranto to annul this charter.’ 


Alling on the Chamlees, 

Mr. Alling’s attack on the Chamlees is as 
follows: 

“The certified let of Illino!s corporations 
for 1913 shows that Dr. and Mrs. Dr. Chamlee 
& Co. is a corporation with capital stock of 
$1,000; that its principal office is at 36 West 
Randolph street, and that the president or 
manager and secretary is 8. B. Chamlee, 1150 
West Adams street, Los Angeles, Cal. 

** Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Chamlee has ever 
been licensed to practice medicine in the 
state of Illinois and therefore his calling 
himself ‘doctor’ in this corporate name is 
directly in violation of chapter 91 of the re- 
vised statutes. 

‘“‘ Mr. Chamlee was sued by the state board 
of health for practicing medicine without 
a license and on Nov. 1, 1911, was fined $100 
in case 329268 in the Municipal court of Chi- 
cago. The judgment was ordered entered by 
Judge Judson F. Going and was satisfied of 
record. . 

‘Mr. Chamlee has used his charter to de- 
lude and defraud the public. Tas CHicaco 
TRIBUNE of Nov. 12 and 13, 1913, contains a 
full exposure of the vicious character of the 
injury which Chamilee has done through this 
iliegal charter.

and free dispensaries? Where are we drift- . 


ing? We are living in a grave crisis, and 
this policy of teaching sex hygiene will cor- 
rupt the heart and befoul the minds and 
virtue of our people.’’

| George M. Reynolds and E. D. 


Yiulbert Recommend Use 
of Reserve System. 


SEE BAR TO  PANICS. 


New Law’s Good Features Will 
Insure Stable Currency: 
They Say. 


Gorge M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental and Commercial bank and E. D 
Hulbert, vice president of the Merchants 
Loan and Trust company, last night said 
they would recommend to stockholders of 
their respective banks that they vote to enter 
the federal reserve bank system provided in 
the currency bill now near its passage. 

Each of these bankers is responsible for the 
introduction of certain modifications in the 
original bill, and each expressed the opinion 
that the new law, when finally passed and 
signed, would operate to prevent a recur- 


rence of financial panics and would assure [ 


more staple money and business conditions 
throughout the country. 


Reynolds Gives Views. 

In stating his position and some of the 
probable important effects of the bill, Mr. 
Reynolds said: 

“ The bill is now so amended that I shall 


recommend to our stockholders that the Con- | 


tinental and Commercial National become 
@ member bank of the federal reserve sys- 
tem. The proposed measure creating the 
system soon will be one of the laws of the 
land, and is of such commanding economic 
importance that I believe I am patriotic 
enough to assist to make the measure a suc- 
cess, trusting that the common interest of 
the people and the banks will bring about 
amendments that later may be deemed nec- 
estary. 

“ While I have talked conciliation, I have 
also fought, as long as it was worth while to 
fight, against the retention in the bill of 
certain objectionable features. I now con- 
ceive it to be an obligation of citizenship to 
gee what can be worked out under the good 
features of the plan. 


Much Depends on Wilson. 

“We retain unimpaired under it our sys- 
tem of clearing houses with their primary 
and regulatory powers, and something must 
be left to the good sense of the American 
banker. If the president shall secure for 
governor of the federal reserve board at 
Washington a man of such unqualified fitness 
for the position as, for example, J. J. Hill, 
who has been mentioned, the president will 
do more by this one act to invite the good 
will of the banks and confidence of the pub- 
lic to promote the success of the plan than 
by any other possible move now remaining 
open to him. 

“It is my belief thet a wise administra- 
tion of the new banking law will render im- 
probable the recurrence of panics of the 
character of 1907 and others that have been 
due to like causes. The bill provides for 
elastic credit and elastic currency, two fun- 
damental desideratums in our present bank- 
ing and currency system, and I believe that 
when the banks as a whole come to figure 
upon the actual effect of the changes in 
reserves they will look upon the bill with 
much more favor than at present. 


‘Fears No Credit Contraction, 
“I am notin sympathy with the often re- 


_ peated prediction that the adoption of this 


bill will force such a contraction of credits 
as to disturb or upset credit conditions. 

“The deposits of the country national 
banks aggregate approximately $3,500,000. 
Of this amount a recent statement to the con- 
troller of the currency showed that $1,200,- 
000,000 consisted of savings and time deposits- 
The bill now provides for a reserve of 12 per 
cent on demand deposits and & per cent on 
time deposits, as against 15 per cent under 
the present system. This would result in re- 
leasing 3 per cent of reserve now required 
on $2,300,000,000 and 10 per cent on $1,200, - 
000,000, which amounts to $189, 000,000. 

“The national banks in the ordinary re- 
serve cities carry about $1,800,000,000 in de- 
posits. The section of the bill reducing the 


required reserve for those banks from 25 per ’ 


cent to 15 per cent will release about $180, - 
000,000. 


Reserve Reduced 9474, 000,000. 

“In central reserve cities the national 
banks carry deposits of $1,500,000,000, and 
the reserve requirement for those banks has 
been reduced from 25 per cent to 18 per cent, 
which will release $105,000,000, making a 
total of $474,000,000 less reserve required of 
the national banks of the United States, as- 
suming that they should all enter the sys- 
tem. 


“This, together with the fact that the 


payments to the subscriptions for stock of the 


federal reserve banks, as well as the trans-. 
fer of reserves of member banks to those in- 
stitutions, will be so gradual and cover such 
a long period of time that, in my opinion, 
the banks will be able to make this transfer 
without being compelled to restrict the lines 
which they have heretofore ex- 


ef credit 
tended to their customers. 


“ Recently I have had many inquiries from 
people who have been fearful as to the effect 
the adoption of this system would have upon 
their investment in bank stocks, and I have 


given the matter careful study. 


“ As to the effect of the operation by this 
bill upon the earning power of banks, I am 
satisfied there will be no impairment in this 
direction, for, as already pointed out, the 
liberation of large sums of money now car- 
ried for reserve purposes will more than off- 
get the contributions which banks will be 
required to make toward the maintenance of 


the regional reserve system. 


“ As for stability, I am frank to say I be- 
lieve it is a great boon to the holders of bank 
stocks, for, in my judgment, the system, if 
properly administered, will effectually ban- 
ish those recurring panics or fears of panics 
which under-our present system, rigid and 
inelastic as it is, has had such a detrimental 
effect upon the market value of bank stocks.” 


Hulbert Sees Good Points.

PROF. LAUGHLIN ON THE BILL. 

The currency bili is the political miracle 
of the age, according to Prof. J. Lawrence 
Laughlin of the University of Chicago, “ be- 
cause not ten of the men in congress who 
voted for the bill understood its fundamental 
principles.”” The wonder of it is, the pfo- 
fessor said, that they incorporated the cor- 
rect economic principle without realizing it 
and though they still believe in a financial 
fallacy. He spoke before the City club. 

** When you look back a year and see the 
situation with regard to the report of the 
monetary commission, it makes you believe 
the day of political miracles has not passed,”’ 
he said. 

“The present banking laws have been on 
the statute books since the civil war, and 
sound currency legislation has been almost 
impossible to get. Since that ‘time the fun- 
damental idea of the currency problem has 
been that it depended upon the quantity of 
money in circulation. 


Organization of Credit Salvation. 

“T am willing to stake my reputation that 

this bill will be good or good for nothing. 
not because of the regulation of note issues 
and the quantity of money in circulation, 
but because of the other thingin this bill. It 
seems to me a miracle that this thing should 
have been incorporated in this bill—namely: 
the organization of credit, 
“No one has talked about this feature 
of the bill, and yet it is ten times as important 
as the regulation of note issues and the 
amount of money in circulation. It is a 
source of marvel to me that 286 men voted 
for this bill in the house when there were 
not ten men in the house who understood its 
fundamental principles. 

“I take my hat off to the man who can 
manage that group of diversified interests 
among the Democrats and yet keep party 
harmony. No man is more responsible for 
that result than the president of the United 
States.” 


Explains Panic of 1907. 

The speaker pointed out that during the 
panic of 1907 there was no lack of medium of 
exchange. The fault, he said, lay in the in- 
complete organization of credit. ‘‘ The de- 
posits and loans on goods,” he said, ‘“‘ forma 
great system of credit under which actual 
exchange medium is unnecessary. 

“The problem of the greatest importance 
is the organizing of credit. This is done by 
the bill through rediscounting of short time 
paper. There is no earthly reason now why 
a business man, in an emergency and with 
good sound wusiness behind him, should ever 
have to go into bankruptcy.” 

What blemishes there are in the bill Prof. 
Laughlin blamed with one exception on 
Bryan. 

“In order to satisfy certain political feel- 
ing a wording has been put into the bill 
which we would wish out,”’ he said. “ Butit 
is the shadow and not the substance.” 

One joker which the speaker said was 
“monetary sabotage” he laid to New York 
bankers’ influence. It is the clause which 
permits banks to count federal reserve notes 
as part of basis for making loans. He Said 
inflation might result because the banks 
then have no incentive to redeem the notes 
in their possession. He urged members of 
the City club to fight that clause in the bill.

Mexican Dictator May 
Forced to Resort to Des- 
perate Methods. 


SOLDIERS ARE DESERTING 


City of Tampico, Center of Great 
Oil Fields, Is Attacked 
by Rebels. 


BULLETIN. 

Mexico City, Dec. 20.—Rebels this 
afternoon attacked Tampico, the cen- 
ter of the oil district, according to of- 
ficial advices. 


Mexico City, Dec. 20.—National impover- 
ishment and an increasing organization 
among scores of rebel bands have reduced 
the provisional government to what appears 
to be a desperate situation, but conservative 
residents of the federal capital profess to 
see in the recent military operations and in 
the continuation of Provisional President 
Huerta to secure money, even though in 
driblets, that the government may not fall 
for many months unless some unexpected 
turn for the worse occurs. 

This was pay day for government em- 
ployés, and in almost all departments there 
was little delay in meeting the pay rolls. 
That the government may not be able to 
float another loan is conceded, but none has 
lost sight of the fact that the country is 
rich and that Gen. Huerta as a last resort 
would not hesitate to take money where he 
can find it. 

Already a drastic measure has been dis- 
cussed by the cabinet—that of the confisca- 
tion of the Property of all individuals who 
are Known to have arrayed themselves 
against the Huerta government. 


Banking Situation Bad, 

The bankihg situation continued bad to- 
day, state bank bills still being unaccepted 
except in limited amounts at the central 
bank. The run on the Bank of London and 
Mexico, though slightly diminished, con- 
tinued throughout the day. 

The committee of bankers which has been 
attempting to solve the financial situation 
has not got beyond the point of making sug- 
gestions, although it is believed Gen. Huerta 
will issue a decree forcing the acceptance of 
the state bank notes, thus enlarging the 
volume of medium exchange in the business 
world. 


Federal Soldiers Desert, 

Maytorena, Sonora, Dec. 20.-—-Deserters 
from the federal garrison at Guaymas, a few 
miles to the south, were arriving today. 
Their number, it was expected, would aggre- 
gate 500. 

Already eleven officers have surrendered. 
Among them was Ma). B. Figueroa, a mem- 
ber of the staff of Gen. Pedro Ojeda, federal 
commander at Guaymas and commander 
of the cavalry stationea at the gulf port. 

Deserters brought news of the disarma- 
ment of the entire Tenth battalion of infantry 
numbering more than 500 men. These were 
disarmed following the discovery of a plot to 
desert in a body tothe insurgent side. This 
is believed to have reduced the federal gar- 
rison by one-half.

T were a mild exaggeration to say that 
the Auditorium theater was twice filled 
to its capacity yesterday for the per- 
formances of the Chicago opere. The 
audience that witnessed the production 
of Goldmark’s “The Cricket on the Hearth ” 
at night left only a few boxes and some seats 
in the back of the balcony vacant. That 
which was assembled for the matinée was 
even larger, for this was to have accom- 
plished the first performance of Giordano’s 
“‘FWedora,”’ and the début with the company 
of Mme.

Many people left the theater when it was 
learned that Mme. Cavalieri was ill and that 
‘“Faust,’’ with Mr. Muratore in the title 
role, had been substituted. Director Cam- 
panini deeply regretted the public's unavoid- 
able disappointment.

Washington, b. C., Dec. 20.—[Special.}— 
The articles on conditions in Mexico, written 
by “Observer "’ for THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
were the subject of a spirited debate in the 
senate today. 

Owing to a misunderstanding as to the 
nationality of the author of the articles, the 
senate temporarily held up their publication 
as @ government document. Tke matter 
was referred to the printing committee, 
which will make a favorable report on Mon- 
cay, and after they have been scanned by 
the chairman of the senate foreign rela~ 
tions committee they will be published. 

Many senators realize the value of the 
articles because of their accurate descrip- 
tion of conditions in the distressed republic. 

Request by Senator Lewis. 

‘The request for the publication of the ar- 
ticles as a public document was made by 
Senator Lewis of Illinois. 

“THE CE’ ,Go TRIBUNE,” he explained, 
“has had a special ambassador in Mexico, 
who has written a series of articles on con- 
ditions in that country, some favorable to 
the contention which we on this side repre- 
sent in supporting the president and some 
unfavorable. 

“I respectfully ask unanimous consent to 
have those articles printed as a public docu- 
ment that they may serve as information 
to senators. The articles are illuminating 
and from an influential paper—eminent in 
America. They are reports of a date some 
within the last thirty days.”’ 


Result of Personal Inquiry. 
The vice president inquired as to whether 
the articles came from Mexico. 
“1 anewer yes,’ replied Lewis, “from a 


person traveling in Mexico for the purpose 
of making observations under directions of a 
great agency of America—a leading Chicago 
newspaper.” 

Upon the request of Mr. Lewis the matter 
was referred to the printing committee.

In other words, President Wilson and At- 
torney General McReynolds do not propose 
to run amuck among big business. They will 
insist that the combinations of capital com- 
ply with every provision of the Sherman law, 
holding the threat of prosecution over their 
heads if they fail to do so. 

Through negotiations, however, it is certain 
that a great deal of litigation will be avoided 
and the country will be saved from the tur- 
moil and delays incident upon the filing of 
suits. 


Sugar Negotiations Still Pending. 

The negotiations with the American Sugar 
Refining company are not yet concluded, and 
will not be until some time early in the new 
year. The Taft administration Sled a civil 

wit for the dissolution of this company in 
November, 1010. The case is now pending in 
the courts. It is learned that the company 
has rid itself of a .erge block of its holdings 
in the beet sugar companies of the west and 
now.controls only about 40 per cent. 

The plan proposed is for the company to 
trustee its stock and eventually to get rid 
of it, as was done in the case of the Southern 
Pacific by the Union Pacific. 

So far as the New England railroad situa- 
tion is concerned, the officials of the New 
Haven have expressed a willingness to meet 
the government's views by separating the 
New Haven from the Boston and Maine. The 
matter is now up to the directors of the com- 
bined system.

Stanley Bill to Be Pushed. 

Nor is this all the president proposes to 
do to restore confidence in business circles. 
Representative Stanley of Kentucky intro- 
duced in the house today a bill which repre- 
sents the views of the president on the trust 
question and which will be pushed by the 
administration. 

The bill forces corporations to disclose 
fully the nature and character of their busi- 
ness, prevents them from doing in other 
States anything they are prohibited from 
doing by the laws of the state creating 
them, and further prohibits such corpora- 
tions to hold the stock of other corporations 
or to permit their stock to be held by them. 

Interlocking directorates between compet. 
ing concerns and common carriers having 
any business relations with them are forbid 
den. The voting for secret ownership of 
stock in such a way as to stifie competition is 
especially interdicted. 

Over capitalization of corporatiors or the 
juggling of their securities by the conver- 
sion of stock into bonds and similar devices 
by which stocks are watered and stockhold- 
ers defrauded will be rendered practically 
impossible under the provisions of the bill. 


Severe Penalties for Violations. 

All of thesé ‘ends are accomplished in a 
simple manner. By the terms of the billa 
corporation is required by iis own charter 
and governing laws expressly io provide that 
it shall not do, nor shall its stockholders do, 
that which shall not be authorized or is pro- 
hibited in the measure, and until such limita- 
tions are incorporated in the organic law of 
the concern, it shall not be permitted to en- 
gage in trade or commerce in any state out- 
side of the one in which it is incorporated. 

Guilt is made personal in the bill, and, 
in addition to punishing the corporation for 
all violations of the act by heavy fines, for- 
feitures or dissolution, the measure further 
provides terms of imprisonment for the 
guilty officers or stockholders whenever 
there is a wilful intent to defraud or create 
a@ monopoly.

PHONE AGREEMENT 2vPULAR.. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
Attorney General McReynolds told friends 
today that scores of the independent tele- 
phone companies in the United States are 
gratified with the agreement the so-called 
telephone trust has made with the depart- 
ment of justice, which will give them the 
use of thousands of miles of trunk lines op- 
erated by the Bell company. 

The department, he said, hardly could have 
expected any court to order the Bell com- 
pany to allow independénts to make use of 
Belle equipment, and there practically was 
no chance that the independents could raise 


sufficient funds if they had the desire, to | 


build competing long distance lines. 

To bring about competition in interstate 
business, it was pointed out, would have re- 
quired. an outlay of millions of dollars and 
probably would have meant loss or a severe 
falling off im the: receipts of the Bell and 
the independents that tried to get long dis- 
tance business. : 


Bell Lines Open to All. 

According to figures laid before the attor- 
ney general by N. C. Kingsbury, vice presi- 
dent of the American Télephone and Tele- 
graph company, who conducted the negotia- 
tions which led to the agreement of last 
night, there are more than 20,000 independent 
telephone companies in the country. The 
Opening of the Bell lines to all these com- 
panies under the simple and inexpensive 
plan, it is declared, will mean that every one 
of these companies has the. right to make 
use of the Bell lines In every part of the 
) union. 

There was talk today at the department 
of justice of action by the Bell company to 
allow subscribers of independent companies 
in cities to talk to Bell subscribers through 
Bell exchanges and Bell lines, but Mr. Mc- 
Reynolds said this was a step that seemed 
to be far in the future. . 


As to Federal Ownership. 

It is known that Mr. McReynolds is strong- 
iy opposed to government ownership. The 
attorney general is said to feel that govern- 
ment ownership is likely to come.,in the 
United States unless there can be a restora. 
tion of free competition in public service. 

Mr. McReynolds believes, however, the 
agreement with the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company is a long step toward a 
return to competition in the telephone and 
telegraph field. In his opinion the Sherman 
Jaw is a sufficiently strong weapon to force 
any monopoly to come to ‘terms, and he is 
convinced that a clear demonstration of its 
powers will do much to allay the growing 
sentiment for government ownership. 

Postmaster General Burleson. it became 
known today, now has before him all data 
collected and put in concrete form respect- 
ing the proposed government acquisition of 
telegraph and telephone lines, but it is under- 
stood that it is not his present purpose to 
submit the findings of hie experts to “on- 
gress unless they are desired.

UNKNOWN TO ALDERMEN, 


Attorney Says Clause Was With- 
held from Consideration of 
Council Committee. 


There will be no absorption of the auto- 
matic telephone system by the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, except on terms satisfac- 
tory to the government. This, it developed 
yesterday, is the substance of a paragraph 
contained in the pending sales -ontract be- 
tween the Chicago Tunmne! company, owners 
of the automatic system, and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, the par- 
ent corporation of the Chicago Telephone 
company. 

The paragraph in the contract involving 
the condition of consent has been withheld 
from the city in the negotiations with the 
city council committee on gas, oil, and elec- 
tric light. As a result of the withhoNMing of 
the secret paragraph the aldermen having 
the question of sale under consideration have 
been Kept in the dark as to the real status of 
the proposed merger. 


Price Must Be Satisfactory. 

Should the attorney general decide the 
proposed sale is not in violation of the 
Sherman law, permission to consummate 
the deal would not be given, it was said, un- 
less the purchase price were satisfactory to 
the department of justice. The pending con- 
tract calls for $6,300,000 as the price to be 
paid by the Chicago Telephone company for 
the automatic system. 

The vital points in the entire issue, ac- 
cording to federal officials, are involved in 
the terms of sale. Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds, it was said, never will permit the 
deal to go through under an excessive pur- 
chase price, as this*would go in as addi- 
tional assets in favor of the Chicago Tele-

Prince of Liars Whose Stories 
Amazed Nation Report- 
ed Drowned. 


ONCE “KILLED” HIMSELF. 


He ‘‘Located’”’ Star of Bethlehem 
and a Meteor Which Slew 
Thousands. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Ad- 
vices have been received from Kelvin, Ariz., 
to the effect that Joe Mulhatton was drowned 
there this week. He had been in an insane 
asylum at Kelvin for a number of years. He 
was 62 years old. 

As Joe once before reported his own death 
it is possible that his “drowning ”’ may 

turn out to be a joke. 

As a unique, ornate and bewildering liar 
he has a reputation extending from Maine 
to Texas, and even extending across the At- 
lantic to England and France, for the news- 
papers of those countries have been sadly 
taken in by the Mulhatton stories. Nominal- 
ly, he was a traveling man, but lying ona 
tremendous scale was his specialty. 


Starts with Terrible Meteor. 

Perhaps the most notable work was the 
story of the meteor, supposed to have fallen 
in Texas. Under his vivid imagination and 
facile pen, this meteor landed in Brown 
county, covered an acre of ground, destroyed 
all the ranches for miles around by reason 
of the sulphurous fumes it gave off, and was 
still sizzling its way into the earth when he 
gave the story to the newspapers. 

That glittering invention sent a trainload 
of newspaper reporters and scientists into 
the mesquite bushes of Texas. They never 
located the meteor, but the railroads and 
boarding houses and ranchers with horses 
and guides to let did a thriving business for 
several weeks. 

What this able liar called his “ great na- 
tional joke "’ caused quite a turmoil in 1876. 
He proposed to remove the bodies of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln to the Centennial exhibi- 
tion, and expose them to view at 50 cents a 
head. With the money that should be thus 
obtained he proposed to complete the Wash- 
ington monument. 


Star of Bethlehem ‘‘Located.” 

At the suggestion of a newspaper man at 
Lexington, Ky., Mulhatten located the Star 
of Bethlehem. Among Mulhatton’s friends 
at the time was John M. Klein, a hardware 
dealer of Richfield, Ky. Mulhatton dubbed 
him “ professor’’ and described him as a

According to Mul- 
hatton’s story it was Prof. Klein who had 
discovered the star. : 

The late Richard A. Proctor, the eminent 
English astronomer, was in the United States 
at this time. Unfortunately for him he didn't 
know about Mulhatton, and he burned with 
zeal to save the American public from the 
paths of acientific error. So he devoted sev- 
eral columns of labored writing to an ¢ex- 
posure of what he termed a humbug. 

He said that there was no such thing and 
never had been any such thing as a Star of 
Bethlehem, and if there was such a star it 
could not have been discovered at Klein's 
observatory, which was quite true, as there 
was no such thing as Klein's observatory. 


O, See the Invisible Moon! 


During the summer of 1888 Mulhetton, with 
the aid of a mythical Prof. J. N. B. Bird- 
whistle of the equally mythical Lawrence- 
burg Academy of Science, discovered an in- 
visible moon, the bulk of which was about 
two and a half times greater than that of 
the visible moon, while its distance from the 
earth was only about 30,000 miles. 

** Its influence on our tides,’’ wrote Mulhat- 
ton, ‘on our atmosphere, our crops, and the 
great storms must be very great, and will in 
a measure account for the cyclones, torna- 
does, and hot and cold waves that sweep over 
the earth. It makes its orbit in a path diag- 
onally between the earth and the sun, in 
such a position, caused by the sun’s powerful 
attraction, as to be invisible except the upper 
edge, as it occasionally skirts our horizon 
during the months of July and August.” 

Then the romancer went on to say that 
Prof. Birdwhistle had telegraphed the dis- 
covery to Prof. Swift of the Rochester ob- 
servatory and Prof. John M. Klein, the noted 
astronomer of Kentucky, and had received 
a reply from the latter stating that he had 
bought instruments to bear upon the western 
horizon at the indicated point, and that he, 
too, had gazed upon the invisible moon, cor- 
roborating Prof. Birdwhistle in every partic- 
ular. The invisible moon careered visibly 
through the newspapers for several days. 


The Golden Calf “Discovered.” 


Mr. Mulhatton then turned his attention to 
things terrestrial and got up a mound sensa- 
tion. in which he told how a golden calf had 
been discovered and tables of stones with in- 
scriptions on them. It was thought that these 
were copies of the original Ten Command- 
ments. 

Mulhatton once concentrated his powerful 
intellect upon the domestic goose, and the 
result was a highly detailed and interesting 
account of a Texas cotton plantation kept in 
order by a flock of trained geese. The geese 
carried under their necks gourds filled with 
water so that each goose could drink out of 
its neighbor's gourd. 

Each goose did the work of two men in 
weeding. The story concluded with the pre- 
diction that “if the farmer’s experiment is 
as successful as he thinks it will be, itisonly 
a question of a few years until the whole cot- 
ton crop of Texas will be weeded out by the 
ordinary goose.”’ This was regarded by many 
newspapers, particularly in the south, as an 
important agricultural departure.

row in all Catholic churches of the archdio- 
cese. It severely arraigns modern home

The letter in part is as follows; 

“In the plan of God's providence the fam- 
| ily is the nursery in which the tender plants 
| given life and nourishment by God’s grace 
| grow up Into mature strength and beauty. 

“The home at Nazareth ts the model for 
every Christian home. To you, Christian 
fathers and mothers, God has intrusted a 
priceless treasure, the product of his creative 
power, a child. 


Points Duty of Parenthood. 

“This treasure upon whom God has lav- 
ished his thought and love, for whom the 
incarnate son of God poured out his precious 
blood, is given to you, but only that you may 
give him back to his Creator trained, devel- 
oped, grown into that stage of spiritual per- 
fection where it may be truly said that Jesus 
Christ has been formed in him, This is the 
true glory of parenthood. 

“The @ducation of the child, which Is its 
training for full and useful life, begins in 
| the home and, until the school age is reached, 
_is entirely what its parents make it. Par- 
| ents are the divinely appointed teachers of 
| their children. Upon them rests the responsi- 
| bility for proper development of the mind 
and the formation of the character of their 
offspring. They cannot shift this heavy re- 
sponsibility to others. : 


Sees Religious Motive Lacking. 

“The absence of the religious motive in 
the system of education generally prevail- 
ing in our country has resulted in the under- 
mining of that respect for authority which 
is a necessary condition for observance of 
the law. Parental authority has been shat- 
tered to a degree that is alarming, until it 
may be said that in a large percentage of 
homes it is not the parents but the children 
who rule, 

“From disregard of parental rule to disre- 
gard of ¢ivil and divine law is a logical step. 
And underneath it all is one of the false 
principles of our times, that the individual is 
supreme, and that what the individual likes 
and wishes is for him the law of conduct. 

“Tf parents are to keep their children 
from being contaminated by false principles 
and corrupted by bad example, they must 
conscientiously watch over the reading, and 
above: all over the associations, of their 
children.”

FURNISHES TWO LARGE DEALS 


One Lease at Montrose and Kedzie 
Discloses Value Raises from $6,750 
to $8,500 to $21,000 in 3 Years. 


The northeast part of the city furnishes 
two transactions during the week with spec- 
tacular value advances. 

One covered the northeast corner of Mon- 
trose and Kedzie avenues, 125x100 feet. Three 
years ago it was purchased by Gustav H. 
Jacobson from the Northwestern Land com- 
pany for $6,750. A year leter he sold it for 
$8,500, taking what seemed like a nice profit. 
It looked so good to him this spring, how- 
ever, that he bought it back for $21,000 and 
last week he leased it to Donian & Co. for 
ninety-nine years at an annual rent of 
2,500, or 5 per cent on $50,000. He also pur- 
chased thirteen other lots three years ago 
for an average price of $700, which he sub- 
sequently sold at an average of $2,200. 

The other transaction covered the proper- 
ty at the southwest corner of Western and 
Devon avenues, 126 feet on the former and 
268 on the latter, which wae sold in August, 
1912, for $4,500. About Nov. 1 of the present 
year it was sold for a reported consideration 
of $12,500. About two weeks later it was 
sold for $15,000, and hae just been sold 
again by Walter L. Dodge to C. A. Tyden, 
a subdivider, at a reported consideration af 
$17,000. 


PLAN FOR 32 STORY BUILDING 
UPSET BY HEIGHT LIMIT ACT. 


Rejection by Council Committee of Or- 
dinance Abolishing 200 Foot’ Rule 
Disappoints Property Holders, 


WARREN AVENUE-Gage E. 


The action of the city council committee 
on buildings in placing on file the proposed 
ordinance wiping out the 200 foot limitation 
on the height of buildings has put a quietus 
on the reported plans for the erection of a 
thirty-two story tower building on the La- 
mont property at the northeast corner of 
Michigan avenue and Randolph street. 
Plans for the building were prepared by 
Architect Howard Shaw and it is said the 
work of actual construction only waited on 
the removal of the present height limitation. 
. The action of the council committee was a 
disappointment to many downtown property 
owners and brokers, the former feeling that 
it is an unjust discrimination against those 
who failed to improve under the old ordi- 
nance permitting a height of 260 feet, while 
brokers feel that it will make the down- 
town field less attractive to.investors and 
slow’ up the market. 

There is come talk of testing the legality 
of the present ordinance. 


REALTY BOARD IN GOOD SHAPE. 


Year’s Reports Show a Gain of 179 
Members, Marking an In- 
crease to 831. 


The reports of President Willoughby and 
the other retiring officers of the Chicago rea! 
estate board at the annual meeting of that 
organization last Wednesday, following the 
annual election, showed it to be in an exceed- 
ingly prosperous condition. There wasa net 
increase of 179 members during the year, 
the present membership being 831. The in- 
vested fund also was increased $3,500, mak- 
ing a present total of $18,251. The total 
receipts for the year were $35,431 and dis- 
bursements $35,231.

Territory Doubled as a Re- 
it of the Balkan Wars the 
Belgrade Government Yearns 
‘for Chance for Development.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Times special cor- 
t at Belgrade writes of the new 
that the cry of all Servians is for 


and quiet. 
puring the two Balkan wars Servia has 
more consistently successful than any 
sther state. The Turks and the Bulgarians 
ere in turn defeated; the recent Albanian 
was suppressed with remarkable ef- 
ness; during the first war the Bulga- 
ans were helped to take Adrianople and as- 
stance was given to the Montenegrins be- 

tore Scutari. 

As the/result of continuous victory Servia 
has almost doubled her territory. What is 
now required is peace and quiet in which to 
develop and assimilate the annexed country. 


Hopes for Macedonia, 

Servians feel perfect confidence that if 
wacedonia is left to them in undisputed pos- 
sasion it will become contentedly Servian 
ip ten or fifteen years. They do not consider 
the Bulgar element to be genuine Bulgars, 
bat “ Bulgarized "’ Macedonians. 3 

an propagandists have simply been 
more active and more successful than their 
vals for the last forty years. The acquisi- 
ton of @ separate Exarch church by Bul- 
garia and the defeat of Servia at Slivnitza in 
1885 raised Bulgarian prestige at the expense 
of Servian. But it should not be forgotten 
that when King Milan marched out to war 


against Bulgaria he was then hailed by the | 


citizens of Belgrade as * king of Servia-and 
Macedonia!" 

Servia has always aspired to restore the 
empire of Dushan; and now that Bulgaria’s 
star has waned Macedonians will readily, it 
is asserted, become good Servian subjects. 


Bulgarian Element Feared. 

‘The chief obstructors of the necessary 
quiet are Bulgarian bands, who made incur- 
dons into Macedonia from the east and from 
Albania, where many Bulgarians took refuge 
during the second war, and where many 
more are Commonly believed to be arriving 
daily from Bulgaria via the Danube and 
Trieste. 

The Servian government makes no con- 
eediment of its intention to treat these Kom- 
itadjis as brigands and to execute them with- 
out trial whenever captured. Macedonia 
must cease to be the happy hunting ground 
. Of organized freebooters. 

Some new roads have already been made, 
and a network of railways will help at once 
fo get‘troops gBickly to disturbed areas and 
te facilitate the commercial development of 
the region. When the new Greek railways 
are built Servia will have access to the Adri- 
atic as well as to the Atgean; the bridge 
over the Danube which is to connect the 
Servian and Roumanian railway systems will 
bring Rumanian commerce into Servian 
channels; and an era of prosperity will dis- 
sipate any regrets of ‘“‘ Bulgarized " or Mos- 
lem Macedonians for lost hopes of Bulgarian 
‘ow Turkish rule. 


Supports the Servian Theory. 
In support of the Servian theory it may be 
noted that, according to Sir Charies Eliot, 
the inhabitants of Nish, which is now thor- 
oughly Servian, called themselves Bulgars 
before 1876 (when the town was still nom- 
pally Turkish); and there is certainly less 
difference between Servians proper and M.ac- 
edonlans than between Sicilians and Pied- 

montese, who form part of united Italy. 
Serb songs and folk lore are common to all 
the Slav inhabitants of Macedonia, and the 
Serb custom of slava prevails there. Yet 
most impartial observers judge them racially 
more akin to Bulgarians than to Servians, 
and in any case the Servian thesis is chal- 


Macedo-Bulgarians maintain their present 


position in Sofia it does not make much dif- | (> uch a humor as had been described to 


ference whether Macedonia becomes pros- 
perous and contented under Servia or not. 
No Bulgarian government can today be in- 
sensible to their influence or ignore their as- 
Pirations. 

A large proportion of the officers in the Bul- 
garian army come from Macedonia; four 
members of the present cabinet were born 
there; and it is an open secret that M. Gues- 
beff was almost terriorized into resignation 
of the premiership in June by the Macedo- 
Man element in Sofia. 


Austro-Hungarian Policy. 

Bulgaria for the present is siricken and 
helpless, and if she were alone in wishing to 
Prevent the present settlement from becom- 
ing final, Servia might count upon being left 
in peace for an indefinite number of years, 
Roumanian and Greek interests being iden- 
Ucal with her own in this respect.

Christmas Cards by Foremost 
English Painters Issued by 
Raphael Tuck & Sons for King 
George and Queen Mary. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—Raphael Tuck & Sons 
have issued a series:of “ Royal Christmas 


cards, by gracious permission.’’ This firm 
has had the honor of producing Christmas 
cards for royalty uninterruptedly for thirty 
years past, and this is the eleventh year in 
succession that permission has been accorded 
to reproduce, for the use of the public, not 
the coming season's designs, for obvious 
reasons, but the cards they last painted for 
the king and queen and the Prince of Wales, 
Queen Alexandra, and the German emperor. 

The king's card, which was painted by Mr. 
Howard Davie, represents the meeting of 
Richard Coeur de Lion and Queen Beren- 
garia with Saladin on what was known as 
“the diamond of the desert.” 

In the foreground are depicted the two mon- 
archs, each mounted on gayly caparisoned 
chargers, advancing to meet each other, fol- 
lowed by their respective hosts of mounted 
knights and troops, the whole set in a scene 
of oriental brilliance. 

The card is produced in four different styles 
and sizes, the largest being an exquisite 
*‘ oilette "’ mounted on art Whatman panel, 
the crown in gold relief, and tied with rich 
sild cord and tassels. 


Card for Queen Mary. 
The queen's card, painted by Mr. John 
Bacon, is a dainty rendering of the first

Underneath is 
printed Nelson's famous message in letters 
of gold, “ England expects that every man 
will do his duty.” 

In the foreground is seen a small boat filled 
with bluejackets, nearer the old warship is 
a submarine, and in the background a num- 
ber of modern battleships and cruisers. 

This card has been pafmted by Mr. Bernard 
Gribble, and bears on the front the words, 
‘A royal greeting.” 


Queen Alexandra’s Card. 

Queen Alexandra's card, which, like the 

king’s, is the work of Mr. Howard Davie, 
shows a figure of a maiden seated, bare 
headed, bare armed, and bare footed, holding 
a violin. There is @ bowl of roses at her 
side. She is looking upward with a rapt 
expression, while overhead are seen dimly a 
group of cherub faces singing. The thought 
is expressed in the words underneath, “Bene- 
dicite, omnia opera.” 
“The kaiser’s card is an animated repre- 
sentation by Mr. Bernard Gribble of the 
Hamburg fleet putting to sea for the pro- 
tection of the Hanseatic states. “ Hope’s 
beacon point the way and blithe success go 
with you’’ is the motto over the greeting. 


HEIR TO MILLIONS JAILED. 


Son of August Thysten, Germen Mine 
Magnate, Sentenced for Libeling 
Director of Firm. 


MUELHEIM-AN-DER-RUHR, Germany, 
Dec. 20.—August Thyssen Jr., son of the 
great mine owner and manufacturer and hei: 
to one of the greatest fortunes in the world. 
was today sentenced to a month in jail for 
libeling the director of his father's firm. 

The elder August Thyssen employs nearly 
20,000 workmen and is the owner of iron 
worke and great stretches of mining prop-

BERLIN TELEPHONE 
CHEAP AND GOOD. 


British Investigator Reports the 
Service Rendered in Germany 
Under Government Ownership 
Satisfactory—Cost Moderate. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The uniform efficiency 
of Germany’s telephone service is described 
in a Berlin dispatch to the Times: 

One good reason for the merits of the Ger- 
man service is that for years it has been 
under central government administration, so 
that the difficulties which attend the gradual 
transference to the state are unknown. 

By a law of 1892 the right to erect and ad- 
minister telephones—outside Bavaria and 
Wiirtemberg, which, under the imperial con- 
stitution, have separaté.gostal administra- 
tions—is, like the control of telegraphs, re- 
served to the imperial postoffice. Hence the 
administration throughout the country is uni- 

form and variations in the service can arise 
only from local structural difficulties—such 
as have put Dresden in complete confusion 
for some time past—and such local peculiari- 
ties as may be due to differences of tempera- 
ment, education, and dialect in the telephone 
girls. 

The regulations governing the whole of the 
administration, including rates of subscrip- 
tion and rights of subscribers, are fixed by 
law. The basis of the system is a local area 
within which subscribers may have as many 
calls as they will in the day time. 


Cost of Service Reasonable. 


They pay either a lump sum graduated | 


from $20 to $45 a year, according to the num 
ber of telephones in the area, or they pay a 
fixed sum of from $15 to $25 a year for in- 
stallation and maintenance of apparatus and 
in addition pay l cent a call, witha minimum 
payment for 400 calls. 

In a town with more than 20,000 telephones 


the maximum payment on the lump sum sys- 


tem would be thus $45, while the ordinary 
subscriber with a moderate number of calls 
would on the average probably pay between 
$35 and $40. Trunk calls cost 5 cents within 
a distance of not more than fifteen miles, and 
the scale is graduated up to 50 cents for a dis- 
tance of more than 600 miles. From thirty to 
sixty ‘miles the fee is 12 cents and from sixty 
to 300 miles the fee !s 25 cents. 

As Bavariaand Wurtemberg have the same 
conditions, the trunk service, which is ex- 
trdmely efficient, is the same throughout 
Germany. Night calls are registered sepa- 
rately and charged at the rate of 5 cents a call. 


Service Prompt and Good. 

My general impression of the German sys- 
tem is that it works extremely smoothly and 
with a minimum of disturbance. With occa- 
sional exceptions one obtains a connectiop 
very rapidly, and it is certainly rare for the 
exchange to give wrong information, such 
as that a free number is engaged or that 
there is “‘ no reply.” | 

Nor is the system worked with excessive 
attention to rules in such matters as dura- 
tion of night calls. In regard to trunk calls, 
for which the payments mentioned above are 
for a call of three minutes, {t is a great ad- 
vantage that, unlese the subscriber has ex- 
pressed a fefinite wish to the contrary, the 
call is not. interrupted by.a shrill announce- 
ment that “ time ig up,’’ but js simply re- 
newed. 

So far as one can judge, the registration 
of calls is excellent, and the bills sent are 
almost always accurate. Needless to say. 
the Prussian subscriber is carefully trained. 
The telephone directory reminds him = in 
large, black lettens not to turn the handle, 
to wait half a minute before making a new 
call, to hang up the receiver after use, and 
to see that the number which he names is 
accurately repeated at the exchange. The 
last point is the most serious, as the con- 
fusion which arises in England between the 
numbers five and nine is probably smal! in 
comparison with the confusion between 
“gwei’’ and ‘‘ drei,’’ or between “ siebzig "’ 
and “ siebzehn.” 


Invent Words for Numbers. 

This last difficulty is to some extent obvi- 
ated by the invention of the words “ sieben- 
zig’’ and “siebenzehn.’” I am the unfor- 
tunate possessor of a number in which 
‘‘gwei’’ occurs twice, and am consequently 
well accustomed to the voices of the friends 
of half a dozen of my nejghhors. While, 
however, wrong calls are pretty frequent, 
there is seldom much delay in getting the 
mistake corrected. 

Complaints are dealt with promptly. No 
statistics of complaints are available, pos- 
sibly because the majority of them are set- 
tled in a subordinate quarter. The telephone 
girls are well paid and have all the advan- 
tages of officials, such as an allowance for 
rent based upon local conditions. 

The trunk system is so good within Ger- 
many that it is seldom necessary to pay 
“urgent " rates. A very useful institution, 
however, is the Voranmeldung system, 
whereby, for an extra fee of 6 cents,’ the 
name of the person to whom one wishes to 
speak is communicated with the number, 
and the trunk operator holds the line until 
he is called to the instrument. If he is 
away, a message is left, and he is put 
through to the caller whenever he returns. 


MASTERPIECE IS MUTILATED. 


Vandals Damage Bartholomy’s Sculp- 
ture “To the Dead” in a Paris 
Cemetery.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—Bartholomy’s master- 
piece of sculpture, “To the Dead,"’ in the 
Pere la Chaise cemetery, recently suffered 
repeated mysterious mutilations and a watch 
is now kept day and night. Considerable 
restoration is necessary and a new form of 
protection has been arranged. The monu- 
ment is protected on the sides by precipitous 
grassy sicpes, but not in front. The au- 
thorities are now putting a sheet of water in 
front which will prevent a too close approach 
while adding to the effect.

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LONDON IS BUSY SHOPPING. 


Queen Mary and Queen Mother 
Alexandra Among the Throngs 
in the West Ends Shops. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The quiet autumn sea- 
son is finished and there will be little so- 
cial activity in London between now and 
Christmas. The charitable events, of which 
there were a large number in the last few 
weeks, concluded on Saturday with the clos- 
ing of the military bazaar. The coming 
week will see many people on their way to 
the Riviera where -the season may be said 
to have begun in earnest. 

This has been a week of shopping. Last 
week appeared to have touched the high 
water mark, but this week has been busier 
than any in many years in the west end 
shopping centers of Bond, Regent, and Ox- 
ford streets. Tradesmen in this section 
say that business is better than ever before. 
People are spending sovereigns this year 
where they spent shillings a year ago. 

In the wholesale foreign and colonial trade 
and the shipping industry the prosperity 
is credited to this spending of money and 
it is generally believed that the expendi- 
ture would have been even greater but for 
the uncertainty as to the political future 
and the land question. 


Flock to Buy Luxuries. 

Every afternoon this week the streets 
mentioned above were blocked with a cease- 
less stream of private automobiles and car- 
riages, with omnibuses and taxicabs sand- 
wiched in a procession which took fifteen 
minutes to get fron? Oxford Circus up to 
Piccadilly. The tradesmen in this quarter 


gauge the prosperity by the purchase of jew-. 


elry, wine, and cigars. The head of a fa- 
mous house of cigar and tobacco dealers 
said on Wednesday that during that day he 
had taken more orders for cigars than he 
had received all of last year up to Christ- 
mas eve, which is always the biggest day 
of the season. 

The head of the biggest firm of jewelers 
in London told a similar story. He said: 
“With more than a week to go we have 
already surpassed last year.’’ An inquiry 
of a noted wine merchant as to the holiday 
business elicited the reply that ‘‘ where peo- 
ple last year bought three or six bottles as 
presents they are now ordering cases.”’ 

The old idea that royal personages do 
not shop in person was weakened last year 
and completely exploded during the present 
season. Certain chosen tradesmen are still 
sending a selection of wares to Buckingham 
palace, the residence of the king and queen, 
and Marlborough house, which is occupied 
by Queen Mother Alexandra, but practically 
every afternoon this week Queen Mary, 
sometimes with the Prince of Wales and the 
Princess Mary and Queen Mother Alexandra 
with her lady in waiting have been shopping 
personally in Bond street and other leading 
thoroughfares. 


Royalty in the Ranks, 
Their carriages or cars have taken their 


place in the ranks of those of other shoppers 
and it has been noticed that when even such 


'motable royal persons as these enter the 


busy shops the other Christmas shoppers 
are either so busy or go tactful that they do 
not take the slightest notice of them. This 
was particularly so in the case of Queen 
Mother Alexandra. 

“ Professional" observers on several aft- 
ernoons’ noticed her mingling with the 
crowds of buyers and evidently enjoying the 
novel sensation of being treated just like 
any other customer. 

King George, Queen Mary, and the mem- 
bers of the royal family will as at present 
arranged go to Sandringham Monday or 
Tuesday, where they will spend an old- 
fashioned. Christmas with their children and 
one or two of their most intimat&friends at 
York cottage. Queen Mother Alexandra 
and the Princess Victoria went to Sandring- 
ham house today.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—There were several] in- 
teresting events in connection with the open- 
ing of Paris’ newest theater, the Edward 
VII,, Saturday night. 

The theater is in the building occupied by 
the Hotel Edward VII., in the Place Edward 
VIL., leading off the Rue Edward VII. 

It was built and is owned and operated by 
Charles Urban, an American, as a home for 
his kinemacolor films. On the opening night 
this bit of Paris, exclusively devoted to the 
memories of Great Britain's popular ruler, 
was draped with the French tricolor and the 
American stars and stripes; nowhere was 
the union jack visible. 

Another informality had to do with the 
equestrian statue of Edward VII., situated 
directly Opposite the theater entrance, for 
which the unveiling and important cere- 
monies had been arranged by the British 
ambassador for the near future.

The theater bids fair to become popular 
in the life of the boulevards.

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SIR WILLIAM OSLER 
TALKS ON CLINICS. 


Famous Regius Professor of Med- 

{eine at Oxford Describes the 
School at Johns Hopkins and 
Tells of Future Problems. 


} 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—Sir William Osler, re- 
gius professor of medicine at Oxford, gave 
an immensely interesting address on “ The 
Medical Clinic—a Retrospect and a Fore- 
cast” before the the Abernethian society at 
St. Bartholomew’s hospital this week. 

Sir William related his personal experi- 
ences as a clinician and showed on a screen 
photographs illustrating the instruction of 
classes of medical students at the Johns 
Hopkins hospital by the examination and 
treatment of patients in the presence of the 
pupils. 

He described the foundation and history of 
the medical clinic of the Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity. They had to organize the hospital 
on. continental lines, and different men were 
placed in charge of different departments. 
He himself took cherge of the medical d- 
partment, 

In connection with the organization he in- 
troduced at the Johns Hopkins university the 
system of clinical clerks and dressers, which 
is regarded here as one of the principal mer- 
its of the English system. 


Adapted from German System. 

They adopted the plan of the physician in 
chief who had full control, and he appointed 
his senior assistant and his second and third 
assistants and a man in charge of the clinical 
laboratory. That was a direct transfer of the 
German system. 

When the medical school opened they took 
those assistants over as part and parcel of 
the school, and they organized the outpa- 
tient department with men who were also 
made teachers in the medical department. 

It was not easy to present the work of 
the clini¢é to the students unless there was 
organization, and so clinical committees were 
appointed—three or four men who made re- 
ports on diseases, 

Connected with the clinic there must be 
laboratories which must be fairly well 
equipped, and equipped sufficiently for the 
students to do their research work. 


Complicated Teaching Deplored. 

Conditions had changed and were chang- 
ing. There was a spirit of unrest and the 
.medical profession was disturbing itself. 
The question which was worrying people in 
the medical schools was whether it was pos- 
sible to graft on to the good old English 
method something similar to that which had 
been found advantageous in the United 
States. 

The teaching of medicine was too compli- 
cated now, and we had got to bring our uni- 
yersity system into the hospital. We had 
got to make medicine and surgery depart- 
mente of the university, each department 
with a head who should manage his own de- 
partment, who would have his own clinic and 
own assistants. 7 

His attitude wae not altogether favorable 
to the whole time clinical professor. He 
would rather that he spent the greater part 
of his time on that work and devoted a limit. 
ed portion of it to his outside work. But that 
was a problem that the next generation had 
to solve.

The root of the affection lies at the top of 
the nose and a grave operation is considered 
absolutely neceseary, although King Alfonso 
never looked better than he does at present. 
The Viennese experts decided that the only 
way is to remove the malignant tissue, and 
the consensus of medical opinion is that the 
| young king will pull through. 


QUOTES RAMPOLLA 
ON THE CHURCH. 


British Journalist Who Was In- 

| timate Friend of Late Cardi- 
-nal Says He Talked of Possi- 
bility of an American Pope. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, | 

PARIS, Dec. 20.—The death of Cardinal 
Rampolla, by removing one of the strongest 
possibilities for the papacy, has excited the 
greatest interest in France, where the differ- 
ences between church and state are becoming 
more and more vital. 

The important question is asked: Whois 
now likely to become “ the strongest cardinal! 
in Rome,’ sharing the hénor perhaps with 
Cardinal Merry dei Val, the papal secretary 
of state. 

J. A. St. Clair Pooley, one of the oldest 
British journalists in Rome and an intimate 
friend of Rampolla, is now in Paris and has 
given the details of an unpublished interview 
he had with the dead prelate a few weeks ago, 
when Rampolla talked freely concerning 
Catholicism in America and the likelihood of 
an American pope, 


Enthusiastic Over the Future. 

** Cardinal Rampolla had been ill two years 
with creeping paralysis, which affected his 
facial organs to a considerable extent on 
the left side, but nobody expected him to die 
so quickly,”’ said Mr. Pooley. “In fact 
there had been much comment that he was 
more than likely to succeed Pius X. in the 
vatican. 

“*T saw him at the end of October. He was 
then quite enthusiastic over the future of 
the church, We talked at great length about 
the American situation and he was very 
enthusiastic about Cardinal O’Cennell. He 
said to me: 

“*If the time comes to have an American 
pope, which perhaps may not be long, I see 
nobody in the American hierarchy who can 
take that position except Cardinal O'Connell. 
He is a strong man and a good Catholic—I 
mean by a good Catholic that he is good to 
all Catholics whether of the so-called Roman 
Catholic church or otherwise. He is most 
popular at the vatican for he has brought 
as Peter’s pence an enormous sum of money 
to Rome—more than any other cardinal; in 
fact, almost more than any state.’ 


O’Connell’s Work Important. 

* Rampolla went on to say that Cardinal 
O’Connell was doing for the church of St. 
Clements in» Rome, of which he is titular 
cardinal, what he (Rampolla) had accom- 
plished for the church of St. Cecilia. He 
specially mentioned Cardinal O'Connell's 
work in restoring the church's basilica. 

‘Rampella had recently been doing a tre- 
mendous amount of work in the restoration 
at St. Peter's and provided half the money 
for the marble decorations, which up to 
now had only been stucco. He also provided 
half the money for repaving the grand aisles. 
He told me that he intended to provide the 
money to regild the papal chair and the 
chairs for the leaders of the law at the head 
of the grand aisle under the main window. 

* Rampolla was Prince del Tindaro of 
Sicily and by far the richest of the car- 
dinals of the curia, his private income 
amounting to $1,000,000 a year. I believea 
large portion of this he left to continue the 
restoration of St. Peter's and provide forthe 
upkeep of the Sicilian church.”

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NATION IN TRIUMPH 
OVER THE ARMY. 


Result of Struggle for Suprem- 
acy Between Civil and Military 
Authorities in Alsace-Lorraine 
Is a Victory for the People.

[BERLIN CORRESPONDENT OF THE TRIBUNB.] 

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—Germany, or such sec- 
tion of it as takes thought of political de- 
velopment, has cause to celebrate the mer- 
riest Christmas in its imperial history. The 
triumph of the nation over the army, which 
is the outstanding result of the tremendous 
struggle for supremacy between the civil and 
military authorities in Alsace-Lorraine, is 
indisputable and indelible. 

It is a memorable milestone in the father- 
land’s long and tedious march toward a peo- 
ple’s government. The pretensions of the 
army caste, its traditional contempt of the 
civilian masses as second class passengers 


on the German ship of state, have received 


a rebuke from which they can never recover. 

The reichstag, invented by Bismarck as - 
a debating society in which malcontent Ger- 
many could let off steam, has risen to the | 
full stature of a national parliament and 
demonstrated that when occasion demands 
it can speak in a commanding tone. 


Kaiser Brought to Terms. 

The kaiser himself has been brought to 
terms. Never since the ‘‘ November storm ™ 
of 1908, when Germany seethed with revolt 
against a Williamized state, has the throne 
of the Hohenzollerns rocked amid such a 
cyclone of embitterment. Men are saying 
that Emperor William has given another - 
“characteristic exhibition of sta/asman- 
ship’ and “intervened on the people's be- 
half”’ to put an end to a situation which 
might easily have drifted into a crisis. 

What the sagacious kaiser actually did 
was to strike a blow for his own existence 
as a semi-autocratic sovereign. Had he not 
moved, and moved quickly, in response to the 
country’s stentorian demands he would have 
provoked a political uprising which could 
have had but one ending—the establishment 
of a régime which would clip the wings of 
autocracy, reaction. and caste rule for all 
time to come. 

That was the vision which must have flitted 
across Imperial William’s mind at Donau- 
Eschingen, in the Black Forest, where he was 
holiday making with his chum, Prince Max 
Egon zu Fiirstenberg, when the country’s 
anger was dinned in his ear. 


Who Will Press the Victory? 

It remains to be seen if the Germans are 
capable of driving home the slashing victory 
they have won for government by the peo- 
ple. Reactionary statesmen who have held 
sway in the fatherland have hitherto suc- 
cessfully speculated on the German's short 
political memory. It has been demonstrated 
time after time that the Teuton, politically, 
is easily satiated, and that he flits to other 
pastimes with gay abandon, after achieving 
an ephemeral success on some controversial 
issue or other. 

There is danger, therefore, that Zabern will 
soon vanish from the nation’s mind, instead 
of being made the goal from which to preas 
forward sleeplessly and ruthlessly to the 
great objective lying far beyond—the estab- 
lishment of parliamentary government on 
the model of Great Britain, where chancellor 
and ministers are responsible directly to the 
people, and subject to their will, instead of 
to the whims of the throne. 

If Germany had a Lioyd-George to take 
command at this hour, popular government 
would be something more than a notion. So- 
cial Democracy is not the organization to 
lead the country out of the autocratic wild- 
erneses. It is still too doctrinaire and too 
iconoclastic to appeal to the broad masses 
indispensable for a crusade which must in- 
clude liberalized monarchists as well. 


Moment Ripe for the Man. 

The moment was never riper for a Man, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, whom I cannot 
describe to Chicago readers in more expres- 
sive terms than to dub him a false-alarm 
statesman, had the chance of a political 
lifetime in this Zabern business. But the 
philosopher-chancellor failed lamentably to 
rise to the occasion. He would, of course, 
have been officially decapitated if he had 
dared to espouse the people's cause too vig- 
orously as against the will of the kaiser and 
the army, but he would have become a na- 
tional idol under circumstances which would 
indubitably have made him the people's 
chancellor when their time comes, as come 
it some day must and will. 

Having furnished Roumania with a king, 
Bulgaria with a czar, and Greece with @ 
queen, Germany is about to supply the new- 
est Balkan state, independent Albania, with 
its first ruler. Prince William zu Wied of 
Potsdam will shortly become “ Prince of 
Albania’. by mandate of the powers, and 
with his German consort, formerly the 
Princess Sophia of Schénburg-Waldenburg, 
will aseend the throne of the turbulent little 
principality early in the new year. The 
friends and relatives of “the Wieds,” as 
they are familiarly known in Berlin society, 
contemplate their venture in volunteering 
to become the rulers of Albania with mixed 
eri otions. 


Ominous Remark of Fuad Pasha. 

An ominous remark, attributed to the 
Egyptian, Fuad Pasha, one of Prince Wil- 
liam’s defeated rivals for the throne—there 
were twenty-four altogether—“ I will be the 
second prince of Albania—and I will stay 
there! ‘’"—is now making the rounds. A good 
many people are inclined to think it pro- 
phetic of the troublous days awaiting Prince 
and Princess William in their new capital, 
Valona. ‘Their home in Potsdam has long 
been the center of a delightful artistic, In- 
tellectual, and musical set, where wealth and 
fashion have vied to make their lives agree- 
able, care free, and happy. People wonder 
if they really went into the thing with their 
eyes open when they decided to abandon all 
this for the uncertainties of existence on @ 
Balkan throne in a semi-uncivilized country. 


A Prince’s Domestic Troubles, 

Official denials, which sometimes mean 
what they say, assure us that there is not the 
shadow of a foundation for circumstantial 
reports of infelicities between Prince Eltel 
Friedrich, second son of the kaiser, and bis 
wife, the former Duchess Sophie Charlotte of 
Oldenburg. It is emphatically and particu- 
larly denied that there is any thought of « 
divorce. 

The kaiser is quoted as having snid: 
“There are no divorces among the Hohen- 
zolierns.” Berlin society has been gossip-— 
ing for years about incompatibility in Prince 
Bitel’s household. He married a prineess 


| four years his seniorhe is now 30 and she 
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834; they have had no children, and are fre- 
quently seen in public apart. 

A few years ago Prince Eitel was the most 
popular of all the kaiser’s six stalwart sons. 
People thought he typified more than any of 
the rest the lovable character of his grand- 
father, the late Emperor Frederick. But, for 
s0me never fully explained reason, Fitel lost 
favor with the country and the crown prince 
mounted to the eminence of the nation’s 
darling. 

Col. Roosevelt's meanderings in South 
America attract considerable attention in 
Germany. and his movements are regularly 
reported. An impression seems to prevail 
that he is charged with a “ semi-official ”’ 
mission to look into things in the Latin re- 
publics on his country’s behalf. 

A German investigator. another “ex” of 
prominence, the former colonial secretary, 
Herr von Lindequist, is also nosing about 
South America with a view to studying the 
present and anticipating the future of 
Deptschtum in those particular foreign parts. 
Von Lindequist has recently been touring 
the ‘‘German colonies” in southern Brazil 
and has been much féted by the half million 
Teutons settled there.

WOMEN IN PLUMBING TRADE. 


English Blue Book Reveals New Occu- 
pation for Citizens of 
Militant Sex.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Has any one ever seen 
a woman plumber? There are not many 
persons who could reply in the affirmative, 
but according to the report of the census of 
England and Wales relating to occupations 
and industries, there are eighty-six women 
who ply the calling of plumber. Of these 
seventy-seven are widows. 

The same blue book, which has just been 
issued, shows that women have succeeded 
in establishing themselves in a number of 
industries where their presence is unex- 
pected. There are seventy women paper 
hangers and white washers, four bricklayers, 
all of them women, but only one woman 
coachman. ' 

Three women appear under the heading of 
“clergymen, priests, and ministers". and 
four are coal heavers. There are 347 carmen 
and wagoners, and 231 women blacksmiths 
and “ strikers.”” Only one woman occupies 
herself with making patent fuel, only three 
women are shipwrights, five women are 
‘tramway carmakers,” and finally, England 
and Wales can boast of fifty-six women car- 
penters and joiners and fourteen women 
masons.

i HOME RULERS 
VICTORY CERTAIN. 


Reasonable Concessions Will Be 
Made to Ulster Whenever the 
Orangemen Are Ready to Be 
Reasonable, Writes O’Connor.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—There mas been a 

slight revival of political activity before all 

the politicians disperse to the quietude of 

Christmas domesticity. The newspapers con- 

tain several reports of meetings of political 


leaders of both sides, some true and some 


: false. As a matter of fact, enough has been 
going on to keep negotiations alive, but it is 
well known that nothing decisive will be even 
approached until January. : 

There is a certain division of opinion among 
home rulers as to the period at which the 
government should allow any decisive point 
to be reached. One section believes that 
time is fighting so much on the side of home 
| rule that the Tories should be allowed to 
' stew in theif own juice until they reach a 
period when the passage of the home rule bill 
into law is seen by even the most partisan 
Orangeman to be inevitable. It is calculated 
that being then compelled to make a choice 
between accepting ministerial terms or re- 
bellion, they will be much less arrogant than 
they are today. 


Some Fear Violent Outbreak. 

Another school of liberal thought, which 
finds a powerful representative in the Man- 
chester Guardian, now the greatest Liberal 
organ of England, insists that if nothing be 
done Before the meeting of the house of 
. commons in February party passion will be 
greatly inflamed and the Orangemen may 
resort to such violent proceedings in parlia- 
ment as to make it difficult for them to return 
to reason later on. 

‘I do not attach any importance to these 
fears, which I think unreal, but this form of 
pressure from their own most stanch sup- 
porters may influence the ministry to hurry 
up negotiations instead of allowing them to 
take the normal and slow course. I take it 
as now inevitable that something must be 
given the Orangemen to save their faces 
and enable them to abandon their present 
wild policy, but it is difficult to say what 
these concessions shou!d be. 

The most objectionable and impracticable 
| suggestion, and the one which Irish Nation- 
alists especially abominate—namely: the ex- 
clusion of Ulster from the Irish parliament 


—I believe may be regarded as dead and 
buried. 


Smith Sponsor of Exclusion. 

It found its only sponsor in F. E. Smith, 
who, though a brilliant debater, is not taken 
seriously. It is believed that Bonar Law was 
strongly warned against the exclusion of 
Ulster by southern Unionists,during his visit 
to Dublin, as a betrayal! of them and his as- 
surances are believed to have made his pro- 
posing any such solution impossible. It has 
also been condemned by Lord Lansdowne, 
Lord St. Aldwyn, and the Times newspaper. 

An agreement that is more possible is the 
withdrawal of Irish control of the postoffice 
and perhaps also of the customs, as incon- 
sistent with the future scheme of federation 
and home rule all round. There may also 
be a modification with regard to the ap- 
pointment of the high court judges by the 
Irish governmem, that being retained in the 
hands of the imperial government for a cer- 
tain number of years. 

Home rule within home rule once more is 
advocated by Sir Edward Grey. It presents 
many difficulties and must be carefully 
thought out before agreed to, but it is cer- 
tainly less objectionable in the opinion of 
most Irish Nationalists than exclusion. It 
is probable that Sir Edward Cargon will hold 
out against any proposal except the perpet- 
ual exclusion of Ulster, and the Irish Nation- 
alists would rather destroy tt:e bill and de- 
stroy the government than submit to any 
such arrangement. But Carson is known to 
be anxious for a settlement -nd it is thought 
he may adopt, officially, an irreconcilable 
position. This would not prevent a gettle- 
ment of the Ulster question on more mod- 
erate lines than he wants. 


Sane Compromise Approved, 

It is pretty certain, too, that the whole force 
of the English Tory party will be given to 
any reasonable arrangement and Carson, de- 
serted by the.English Tories, becomes im- 
potent. Another scheme thrown out is the 
temporary veto by Ulster members in the 
Irish parliament of any legislation applicable 
to Ulster. 

All of these proposals are inspired by a 
desire to prove to Orangemen that they will 
be safeguarded from all possible and impossi- 
ble oppression by an Irish parliament. They 
are unmnecessary, of course, but they will 
answer a double purpose. First, they will 
relieve any anxieties which are genuine and 
will be accepted; or if they be rejected they 
will prove to the English world the utter un- 
reasonableness of the Orangemen and that 
will get for the government the full support 
of Engijish opinion in taking any steps nec- 
essary to preserve law and order in Belfast. 

Thus everything today points to a com- 
paratively peaceful passage of home rule to 
the statute book next year. Settlement is 
in the air and all racial instincts of English- 
men, as well as hatred even of the possibility 
of bloodshed, make the result inevitable. 


Government Lines Are Firm. 

The risk of any breakup of the government 
is past, for, though the feeling against 
Churchill's gigantic increases in navy ex- 
penditure is strong, it is now thought that 
his estimates have been sufficiently reduced 
from his first proposal to enable the cabinet 
to support them and carry them, even though 
there be a small radical revolt. 

Mr. Asquith and Mr. Redmond both can 
eat their Christmas dinners in peace and 
comfort.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Subscriptions are be- 
ing invited to carry out the proposal to com- 
memorate Benjamin Franklin in the church 
of St. Bartholomew the Great, in West 
Smithfield parish, wherein he worked as 8 
printer. 

There are five canopied niches in the wall 
of the lady chapel waiting for figures of fe- 
male saints, and it has been proposed that 
the gift of one or more such figures might 
form a suitable commemoration of Frank- 
lin’s association with the building, a tablet 
suitably inscribed would be set to indicate 
the object of the memorial. 


Franklin Writes of London Work. 

Franklin wrote in his autobiography in the 
year 1725: ‘‘I immediately got engaged at 
Palmer's, at that time a noted printer in 
Bartholomew Close, with whom I continued 
nearly a year. I was employed at Palmer's 
on the second edition of Woolaston’s ‘' Re- 
ligion of Nature.”’ 

On his return to America he wrote that 
there ‘' was no such a trade as letter founder 
in Ameérica,”’ but that he had seen the prac- 
tice of this art at the house of James in 
London. 

It has been proved beyond doubt by means 
of the rate books of the parish of St. Bar- 
tholomew the Great that Samuel Parker, the 
printer, and John James, the letter founder, 


‘carried on their businesses at this time in 


what had been the lady chapel of the Au- 
gustiana monastery of St. Bartholomew, 
which is now the lady chapel of the parish 
church. 


Chapel as Dwelling House. 

After the suppression in 1539 the monastery 
was sold to Sir Rich, who converted the lady 
chapel into a dwelling house with three 
floors. Later it was used asa factory and so 
remained until 1885. 

In the edition of Woolaston's ‘ Religion 
of Nature,” which bears the date of 1726, is 
a small engraving which represents the top 
floor of a factory with compositors’ racks, 
posts of which existed up to 1885. 

On this top floor, therefore, in the lady 
chapel Franklin could, have worked, and the 
fact of T. & J. James occupying part of the 
house would account for Franklin having 
seen the letter founder’s art in London. 


WILL ACQUIT PICTURE THIEF. 


Man Who Stole “Mona Lisa’’ from the 
Louvre Not Likely to Be 
Punished. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

ROMB, Dec. 20.—Vincenzo Perugia, the 
man who stole the “‘ Mona Lisa’’ from the 
Louvre, will be tried at Florence as Italy 
will refuse to extradite him. It is expected 
that he will be acquitted of any crime, as 
the judge who is conducting the preliminary 
examination is at a loss to find a legal basis 
for an indictment. 

Perugia while admitting the theft main- 
tains that his object was to restore the paint- 
ing to Italy and that he did not commit the 
theft for personal gain. He.makes the point 
that he willingly surrendered the picture to 
the Museo Degli Uffizi. He says he asked 
for money, not as the price of the painting, 
but as a reward for having restored the 
**Mona Lisa” to Italy® , : 

In these circumstances Perugia cannot 
be charged with theft which, according to 
the Italian law, presupposes an intention of 
deriving profit from the object stolen. When 
this and other technicalities are considered 
it is believed that the court will have no 
way out of the matter except to acquit 
Perugia, the only punishment possible for 
the man being the couple of months’ im- 
prisonment before his trial. 


Picture Is Taken to Rome. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS CAELEGRAM.] 
ROME, Dec. 20.—Da Vinci’s ‘* Mona Lisa” 

arrived here today from Florence. 

The picture was in charge of Dr. Corrado 
Ricci, director general of the fine arts in 
Rome, who was accompanied by Prof. Gio- 
vanni Poggi, director of museums in Flor- 
ence, and numerous officials. The train on 
which the painting was brought here was 
guarded along its entire route by soldiers 
in the same manner as a train bearing a 
royal personage. 

The ‘‘ Mona Lisa’’ was taken from the sta- 
tion to the ministry of fine arts, whereit was 
inspected by the king of Italy and then con- 
signed to Camille Barrere, French ambassa- 
dor to Italy. 

On Monday he will return it temporarily to 
the Italian government for exhibition here 
for three days. Afterward the picture is to 
be exhibited in Milan before being handed 
over finally to the French authorities to be 
placed in the Louvre in Paris,

EXCITES LONDON. 


Sale of the Covent Garden Prop- 
erty by the Duke of Bedford to 
Mallaby-Deeley, M. P., Puzzles, 
Angers, and Alarms.

[LONDON CORRESPONDENT OF THE TRIBUNB.) 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Extraordinary interest 
continues to be displayed by the British 
press in the sale of the Duke of Bedford’s 
Covent Garden property to Mallaby-Deeley, 
M. P. 

This interest is partly political, inasmuch 
as the duke’s action in disposing of a part 
of his historical estates undoubtedly is as- 


| Lloyd-Georgian finance and radical legisa- 
lation in regard to land owners. 

The interest is also partly social, because 
so large a transaction in urban property 
cannot fajl to be regarded as foreshadowing 
important economic and social changes, es- 
pecially the replacement of the old style, 
hereditary landowning class by ownership 
of state or local authority ofr ‘‘ soulless cor- 
porations.” 


Interwoven with English History. 

But so far as the general public is concerned 
interest chiefly centers in the historical as- 
sociations and romantic traditions connected 
with these nineteen acrés of land lying round 
about Covent Garden and old Drury. These 
twenty-six streets, whose names are house- 
hold words in/English literature, will be for- 
ever associated with picturesque memories 
of the great actors and writers of the seven- 
teenth, eighteenth, and nineteenth centuries. 

A certain amount of human interest natur- 
ally attaches to the personalities of the 
_buyer and seller, and the press busily dis- 
cusses whether the duke was wise to sell 
and Mallaby-Deeley wise to buy, but the 
prevailing sentiments called for by this sen- 
sational sale are, first surprise that a com- 
paratively unknown member of the com- 
munity should, single handed, carry out 
¢uch a momentous purchase, thus lightly 
assuming a burden which even a duke fears 
to bear. 

Secondly, there is a® sentimental regret at 
the change of ownership of property, some 
of which was granted to the first Earl of 
Bedford by Henry VIII. at a time when the 
present market site was a garden attached 
to the abbey convent of Westminster. 


American Corporation Suspected. 

When the news first was announced many 
jumped at the conclusion, from the magni- 
tude of the transaction and the secrecy and 
rapidity of its completion that Mallaby- 
Deeley must De acting on behalf of American 
buyers. Doubtless many good citizens would 
find less cause for surprise had some trans- 
atlantic millionaire bought up these twenty- 
six streets of London, with ak their old 
world, romantic associations, but to them it 
seems absurd that an ordinary Englishman, 
hitherto chiefly distinguished for an elo- 
quent silence in the house of commons, and 
a fondness for golf, should suddenly emerge 
to the public eye as the lawful owner of 
Covent Garden market, the opera house, 
Drury Lane theater, the National Sporting 
club, and Bow street police station. 

The whole affair strikes public imagination 
and arouses public interest to an unusual de- 
gree, not because of the millions involved, 
but because even the man on the street real- 
izes instinctively that the seller sold and the 
buyer bought something more valuable than 
sO many square feet of soil—namely, a price- 
less heritage of memories dear to the heart 
of the British people, built with the laughter 
and tears of bygone days. 


Opinion of the Times. 

The Times, commenting on the transaction, 
sees therein a sign of the general unrest 
prevalent throughout the country as a result 
of the government’s finance act of 1910'and 
its recently announced intentions concerning 
land legislation, and draws attention to the 
fact that the Duke of Bedford is the first 
large land owner to set the example of dis- 
posing of properties likely to be affected by 
such legislation. The Times considers it un- 
likely that he will reinvest the money in Eng- 
land. Possibly he may follow the example 
of the Duke of Sutherland and buy large 
estates in Canada. 

The city generally is inclined to share these 
opinions because of its deep rooted distrust 
of radical finance. At the same time it is 
interesting to note that Mallaby-Deeley, 
though a unonist in politics, considers it un- 
likely that the government’s land schemes 
will depreciate the value of property in Lon- 
don. He /says that no legislation short of 
confiscation can prevent landlord and ten- 
ant from coming to a fair agreement. It is 
safe to predict that both political parties 
will invoke this sensational sale as proof of 
the wisdom and justice of their respective pol- 
icies. 


Page Children on Palace Roof. 


ROME, Dec. 20.—Mrs. Page, the wife of the 
American ambassador, is so fond of her grand- 
children that she cannot bear to be separated 
from them. So she has made arrangements for 
them to come to Rome. It is said that her anxiety 
to have a garden was that they might have fresh 
air and sun. That being impossible, she insisted 
to Prince Del Drago that she would have the use 
of the flat roof of his palace for the little ones. 
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‘HARD TO GET PURE FOOD. 


Health Society of Great Britain 
Proves Difficulty of Providing 
Unadulterated Dinner. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The widespread adver- 
tisement of the Pure Food and Health Society 
of Great Britain ‘for a hotel or restaurant 
to provide the members of the society with a 
Christmas dinner which would stand the 
adulteration’ probes of the expert chemists 
of the society has not produced a single 
offer. The society is now seeking a home in 
which t6 hold the dinner, but no member has 
yet been found who will risk the loss of an 
insuited cook. 

The society named three conditions: 

That the dinner shall not be too costly. 

That it shall not be a fad fruitarian or 
vegetarian affair. 

That the society shall be allowed to con- 
duct analyses with the help of twoanalytica! 
chemists during the progress of the meal. 


Unadulterated Meal Impossible? 

Alfred E. Moore, secretary of the society, 
believes it is utterly impossible for an un- 
adulterated meal of the scope of a Christmas 
dinner to be givenin London. Moreover, he 
issues a challenge for any one to provide a 
day’s food for an ordinary workingman's 
family without three cases of food adultera- 
tion. 

“If the list includes coffee, tea, or cocoa; 
bread, butter, sausage, bacon, milk, beef, 
vegetables, biscuits, jam, honey, and cheese, 
there will be more than three cases of adul- 
teration,’’ he declares. 

He asserts further that it is utterly impos- 
sible to get unadulterated milk in London. 
It may be only a drop of annato to the pint, 
but this is added to give a rich, creamy look 
to separated. milk. 


Many Mineral Adulterations. 

Other adulterations mentioned by Mr. 
Moore are plaster of paris in some kinds of 
flour, salicylic acid in jams, rice that is faced 
withuneatable mineral matter, and boric 
acid in milk, cream, and canned goods. 

The society has issued its clarion call: 
‘Why should people go on alowing them- 
selves to be poisoned?’ Nevertheless, the 
people are apparently going ahead joyously 
preparing to feast according to their means 
on Christmas day, without a thought of the 
adulterations passing their lips. 


ALLISON ARMOUR ENTERTAINS. 


Chicagoan Gives a Delightful Dinner 
at the Royal Automobile Club 
in Berlin.

BERLIN. Dec. 20.—Allison V. Armour 
and Robert K. Cassatt were guests of the 
American luncheon club Wednesday.

WORK FOR THE “WELL-TO-DO.” 


Lord Willoughby de Broke Draws Bill 
for Their Compulsory Mili- 
tary Training.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Lord Willoughby de 
Broke has announced that he intends to in- 
troduce a bill in the house of lords next ses- 
sion for *‘ compulsory military training of 
the well to do.” 

The liability to serve will be confined to 
persons having an income of $2,000 a year, 
public school and university men, and mem- 
bers of the ‘“‘ honorable professions, like. 
diplomacy, the bar, and the stock exchange.”’ 

Service for poor people will be voluntary, 
but the idea is that a good example of pa- 
triotism should be set by persons ‘‘ who are 
always talking about it.’”’ 
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, POLISH COUNTKILLS 
WIFE AND KIN. 


Count Mielzynski, Member of 
German Parliament, Slays His 
Spouse and Nephew When He 
Finds Them Together. 


GHAETZ, Germany, Dec. 20.—Count Mat- 
thias Mielzynski, a: millionaire Polish noble- 
man‘and member of the German imperial 
parliament, shot and killed his wife and his 
nephew early today. 

The count, who is residing near here at 
Castle Dakowymokrz, one of his many coun- 
try seats, heard sounds in the night which 
he thought were caused by thieves. He 
seized a rifle and made a search, «during 
which he found his wife and nephew together 
in. her room. Without a word of warning 
or explanation Count Mielzynski shot both 
dead. 

A women companion of the countess was 
the only witness of the affair. She was also 
seriously wounded by one ofthe bullets. The 
count promptly notified the public prosecu- 
tor of the tragedy. : 

The count is 44 years old. He was married 
in 1896 to Countess Felicia von Potok-Po- 
tocka, who was born in 1875. For some years 
the couple were separated, but reunited a 
short time ago. 

Count Mielgynski has been a member of 
the imperial parliament since 1908. He was 
one of the Polish aristocrats who dined with 
the emperor during the latter's visit here on 
Aug. 27 to de@icate the new city hall and the 
chapel in Pésen castle. The funetion was 
boycotted by the Polish populace as a pro- 
test against the Prussian policy of German- 
ization in the Polish provinces. The count’s 
carriage was stoned and its inmates drenched 
with water while they were on the way to 
the castle.

Domestic Conditions Make Any Partici- 
pation in San Francisco Exposi- 
tion Impossible.

ROME, Dec. 20.-W. P. Andrews, Thomas 
Rees, and Calvin B. Brown, the United 
States commissioners of the Panama-Pacific 
exposition in San Francisco in 1915, have 
arrived in Rome. They will have an inter- 
view with Minister of Commerce Nitti and 
Count Gallina, the Italian exposition com- 
missioner, and will be received in audience 
by the king and possibly by Pope Pius. The 
state department at Washington has in- 
structed Ambassador T. N. Page to facilitate 
the mission of the commissioners. 

Minister of Commerce Nitti said: “‘ The 
relations between Italy and the United States 
have never been so cordial. For reasons 
which are neither political nor financial 
Italy will not be officially represented at the 
exposition in San Francisco. It is probable 
that Italian exhibitors will not be many. Our 
manufacturers are making an effort to in- 
crease the output of their plants and to 
improve them _and on this account they 
cannot spare the money for advertising, to 
which participation in the exposition practi- 
cally amounts. . 

“We have had exhibitions at Rome and 
Turin in the last two years and much money 
was spent in those affairs. Nevertheless 
we still hope that the exhibits at the San 
Francisco exposition will be large enough to 
show the wonderful industrial development 
of this country in recent years.”’

Officers Profit on Own Men. 

One is universally believed to be supplying 
his men with’ beer and tobacco at a handsome 
profit. Of course, such charges must not be 
readily believed, though the absence of a 
commissariat department, which throws 
upon officers the victualizing of theircom- 
mands, gives great opportunities for fraud. 

A high personage told me that he knew of 
one army contractor who has supplied 
$1,000,000 worth of goods, and who always 
makes out two bills, one for the sum which 
he is to receive, the other for a much larger 
amount. The latter is officially receipted; 
the difference goes into somebody's pocket. 
That sort of thing. said my informant, is go- 
ing on all the time. 

Then -again, active generals, like Pefia, a 
dashing cavalry leader and the finest all 
around soldier in the Mexican army, are often 
not allowed to act upon their own initiative.

The standard of de- 
fiance would quickly be unfurled again. Revo- 
lution would succeed revolution, each one 
bleeding the land more white, One looks in 
imagination along the vista of endless short 
triumphs and long drawn out disorders. That 
can only be prevented by a strong and just 
government. If the present régime fails in 
either of those qualities, Mexico can scarcely 
hope to settle its own troubles. They will 
have to be dealt with by some other hand.

_Ernest Henry Wilson’s Book on 
| Western China Discloses to the | 
World Life History of Richest | 
Temperate Flora in Existence.

| LONDON, Dec. 10.—‘* The Flowery King- 
dom” is the title of Ernest Henty Wilson's 

| charming story of a naturalist’s travels in 
western China, just published here. 

If it be the noblest form of human ambi- 

, tion to make this world a better place for 
: those who come after us, Mr. Wilson may 
' well be a proud man. For ail those who take 
pleasure In gardens, for the great company of 
tree and flower worshipers in all the seven 
seas, his name is a household word of biess- 
ing and the resulta of hig labors are joys for- 
, ever. 
Every English garden worthy of the name 
' Owes something of added beauty and fra- 
grance to the labors of this keen naturalist 
and indefatigable explorer of the most in- 
accessible regions of western China; to few 
men ig it given to see their life work crowned 
with such immediate, widespread, and benefi- 
cent success. 

Mr. Wilson's travels in western China be- 
gan (thanks to the enterprise of the Messrs. 
Thomas Velich & Sons, the famous nurse! y- 
men) in the year 1800. Since then he has 
made four separate expeditions, covering in 
all nearly eleven years, in northwestern 
Hupeh, in the “ Red basin’’ of Szechuan, 
and in the wild Chino-Tibetan borderland, 
during which time he collected some 65,000 
specimens of trees, shrubs, and flowers, com- 
prising about 5,000 species, and sent home 
seeds of more than 1,000 plants. 


Results of Four Famous Journeys. 

His first two expeditions were undertaken 
: in the interest of Messrs. Veitch; the two last 
. for the Arnold Arboretum of Harvard uni- 
‘versity. As Mr. Wilson modestly observes 
in his brief preface, the results of these four 
journeys are well known in the horticultural 
and botanical circles of Europe and North 
America. Some of these results have recent- 
ly been made manifest and access.ble by 
' Messrs. Veitch’s published catalogue of 150 
‘‘new, hardy plants from western China,” 
which may be seen growing in the nursery 
at Kingston Hill. 

New species of horticultural merit of the 
following genera are amongst the most noia- 
ble of Mr. Wilson's treasure trove: Aconi- | 
tum, berberis, clematis, conifers, cotoneaster, 
/ crateagus, deutzia, nilum, meconopais, popu- 
lus, prinula, prunus, pyrus, rhododendron, 
rosa, rubus, senecio, spirea, tilia, vibur- 
‘num, vitis. To have given to our gardens 

such new glories as the Deutzia Veitchii and 
‘the Berberis Wilsonz is to have lived to 
/gome purpose, and to have attained to a 
fragrant immortality. 

Mr. Wilson has placed all botanists and 
horticulturists under a further debt of grati- 
tude by the detailed account of his expedi- 
tions, in which he describes, with the enthu- 
siasm of a collector and the precision of a 
scientist, the local habitations; the names, 
| and the life history of the richest temperate 
| flora in the world, the whole work generous- 
ly illustrated with beautiful photographs of 
many remarkable trees and plants in their 
native wilds. 

Dealing with a Vast Subject. 

For purposes of classification, he has di- 
vided the botanical wealth of the regions un- 
der review into altitudinal zones, from the 
belt of cultivation (2,000 feet) up to the snow 
line (17,500 feet), an arrangement admirably 
practical in view of the mountainous nature 
of the country, and one which enables him 
| to deal methodically with his vast subject. 
| How vast it is, how great the fleld which 
still rematns to be explored by naturalists and 
botanists, can only be realized by study of 
Mr. Wilson’s fascinatingly interesting vol- 
umes. As he says: 

The remote mouniain fastnesses of Central and 
western China are simply a botanical paradise, with 
trees, shrubs, and herbs massed together in a con- 
fusion that is bewildering. Competent authori- 
ties estimate the Chinese flora to contain fully 
15,000 species, half of which are peculiar to the 
country. 

Foreigners resident in the densely populated 
and highly cultivated regions of the maritime 
provinces and lower Yang-tzse have often 
questioned China’s right to the title of the 
“Flowery Kingdom.” A significant com- 
mentary on the limitations of our knowledge 
of this vast country lies in the fact that. up 
to the end of the nineteenth century it was 
generally believed that Mr. Robert Fortune's 
researches, on behalf of the Royal Horti- 
cultural seciety (1842-1805) in the northern 
provinces and tea countries of China, had 
exhausted its floral resources, although, in 
his day, the difficulties of travel were so 
great that, as Mr. Wilson says, he had prac- 
tically no opportunity of investigating the 
natural wild flora. 

Halts Within Reach of Wonders. 

In 1879 Mr. Charles Maries, collecting on be- 
half of Messrs. Veitch, got as far as Ichang, 
but, finding the natives unfriendly, proceed- 
ei no further. He, too, concluded that Mr. 
Fortune’s work had left nothing to be dig- 
covered. 


Could he but have gone seme three days’ journey 
north, south, or west [says Mr. Wilson) he would 

ye secured a haul of new plants such as the 
botanical ané horticultural world had never dreamed 
of. By the irony of fate, it was left for two or 
three others to discover and obtain what had bees 
almost within his grasp. 

Mr. Wilson does full justice to the pioneer 
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work accomplished by Mr. Augustine Henry, 
by Mr. Przlwalski, and the Abbés David and 
Delavay, whose botanical collections first 
gave to Europe some knowledge of the vast 
wealth of the flora of the remoter provinces, 
throwing new light on many problems and 
establishing China's title to be the “‘ Flowery 
Kingdom" par excellence. 

One interesting fact, fully established by 
Mr. Wilson's discoveries, is that many plants 
to which Europe has given the specific name 
Japonica, are Chinese in origin and only 
Japanese by cultivation. Similarly the spe- 
cific name Indica has been given, as the re- 
sult of the geographical ignorance prevalent 
a century ago. to many plants—such as the

In his brief summory of the most strirking 
features of plant distribution in China. Mr. 
Wilson mentions, among other problems of 
exceptional interest, the occurrence on 
Mount Omei of a species of Nertera (CN. 
sinensis), a family hitherto known as purely 
insular, and confined to the southern hemi- 
sphere. But the most remarkable fact which 
Mr. Wilson deduces from his own researches 
and from the investigations of the late Dr. 
Asa Gray, is that the Chinese flora is more 
closely allied to that of the Atlantic side 
of the United States than to that of Europe 
or the Asiatic continent generally, the ex- 
planation of which phenomenon he attrib- 
utes to the glaciation of the northern hemi- 
sphere in prehistoric times.

At present, as Mr. Sargent (of the Arnold 
Arboretum at Harvard) observes in his in- 
troduction to Mr. Wilson’s book: 


A comparison of the flora of eastern continental 
Asia with that of eastern North America made at 
this time cannot be entirely conclusive for, al- 
though much hag been done to make known the 
Chinese flora, much is still left undone. and there 
are still vast regions of the celestial empire into 
which no botanist has as yet penetrated. and these 


may be expected to yield new harvests of unknown 
plants. 


Work for Future Naturalists. 


We gather something of the vastness of 
these unexplored regions from the fact that, 
in northwest Hupeh, Mr. Wilson journeyed 
for twenty-two consecutive days, on a route 
hitherto untraveled by any foreigner, 
“through wild. lonely mountain fastnesses, 
suffering much from bad roads, worse ac- 
commodation, and scarcity of food supplies.” 
There is evidently work and to spare for the 
naturalists of the future. 

Mr. Wilson writes not only as the inde- 
fatigable botanical collector, but asa sports- 
man and a close observer of human nature, a 


student of economics, and an admirer of the 


Chinese people, of whom he speaks always 


; with sympathy and often with enthusiasm. 


“With ail their peculiarities, conservatism. 
and faults [he says], the Chinese are a great 
people. Ever changing. yet ever the 
same, China is the link which connects the 
twentieth century with the dawn of civiliza- 
tion epochs before the Christian era. 

To travel leisurely through this vast coun- 
try is an education which leaves an indelible 
impress on all fortunate enough to have had 
the experience.’ Mr. Wilson has certainly 
profited by that education. 


Sport in Western China. 


His four chapters on sport in western 
China (compiled with the assistance of Mr. 
W. R. Zappey, his associate of the third ex- 
pedition), are brief, but full of information. 
That which describes pheasants and game 
birds, fully illustrated, is especially interest- 
ing and a valuable supplement to the work 
of Pére David and Mr. Pratt, in regard to 
the habits, color, variation; and geographical 
range of species and varieties, a subject of 
which no systematic study has yet been 
made. Here, again, there lies a wide field 
for the sportsman-naturalist—did not Capt. 
McNeill bring back the Takin and new va- 
rieties of bear and stag from the Chino- 
Tibetan borderland in 19087? 

In addition to botany and sport Mr. Wilson 
writes of many things new and interesting to 
the general reader, of the history, strange 
customs, and mysterious Pinpa religion of 
the semi-independent Chiarung tribes of the 
Tibetan border; of the two forms of polyan- 
dry prevalent respectively among the 
nomads of the Tibetan uplands and the 
dwellers in the towns and trade marts of the 
border; of the marvelous system of irriga- 
tion inaugurated in Szechuan over 2,000 
years ago. which, despite war, rebellions, and 
wholesale massacres of the population, has 
been kept constantly in repair, and made the 
Chengtu plain the garden of China. 


Where Woman Is a Power. 

Mr. Wilson tells of a journey through what 
once was the ancient kingdom of Pa, where. 
curiously enough, woman is a power, “‘ of 
bearing and manners generally very free’’; 
of opium cultivation and the far-reaching 
effects of the prohibition edicts in Szechuan, 
and of the dire destruction wrought by reck- 
less deforestation in all central, southern, 
and western China, which the author attrib- 
utes chiefly to the charcoal burning industry. 

He gives credit and praise to China's re- 


ligious communities for the preservation of ‘ 


several species of trees, many of which must 
long since have become extinct but for the 
timely intervention of Buddhist and Taoist 
priests.

Good Work of C. J. Holmes.

Future of the Society.

ter is to the academy. Not that the “ ad- 
vanced group” are necessarily better art- 
ists, but they have got to exhibit; and, as 
hitherto the “‘New English ” has furnished 
the means, one must regret the division of 
forces which seems for the time inevitable.

There are times when statesmanship has 
to be attentive to small things, such as the

‘of Mr. Bryan’s trousers the Journal says: 
“They always appear to be much too long, 

,and are so far innocent of the attentions of 
a pressing iron that they resemble a pair of 
tubular concertinas.” 

A statesman exalted above the reproach 
of tubular concertinas might be so indiffer- 
ent to small details as to take the Russian 
ambassador aside under the impression he 
‘was the German ambassador and tell him 
things which were permissible for the Ger- 
man ambassador to know, but awkward 
otherwise. 

We agree with the Journal’s infinitely 
superior opinion on such subjects that Mr. 


- Bryan is not “ an undistinguished dresser, or 


even a bad dresser in the ordinary sense of 

‘the term. He dresses with distinction 
enough, with character enough, and there is 
good reason to believe that he rather prides 
himself on the manner in which he endeav- 
ors to express his personality in the clothes 
be wears.” 

Mr. Bryan is as universal] as a principle 
of brotherly love, as all embracing as a 
wind from the south, as limitless as the 
ether, as beneficent as an April shower, as 
intense as the July sun. As easy to put the 
elements in the pressed and precise lines of 
sartorial perfection as to drape this Roman 
in resemblance to a fashion plate. 

Mr. Bryan must flow, and he does flow, 
coat, thoughts, scarfs, words, and hat. It 
may have kept him from being president, 
but it has made him Bryan. Who knows 
which were nobler? 


WISDOM FROM THE WEST. 

Up to within conjparatively recent years 
the tendency bas been in European countries 
to talk sneeringly df American institutions 
of learning. Our @chools of higher educa- 
tion were looked upon as amateurish, puerile. 
You can get a good dentist from America, 
the sentiment in Europe ran, but don’t look 
to the new world for a great scientist, for 
a sociologist or economist of note. In the 
last half dozen years Germany through the 
inmovation of exchanging professors between 
this country and the fatherland hag learned 
that there is scholarship in the new world, 
even though learning is not bound up here 
with the red tape of pedantry as much as 
it is in Europe. And now England is learn- 
ing the same lesson. : 

Thoughtful people in Great Britain have 
for some time been distressed by “ the poison 

‘of caste” which is strangling that country. 
The words of the philosopher, Bacon, that 
“the learning of the few is despotism, the

And so these reformers in England have | 
cast about in search of a model school sys 
tem for England, a system so democratic 
that it benefits both the individual an4 the 
state. They have found this model sys- 
tem. They have found it, however, not in 
the universities of the fatherland, not in 
the schools of France, Belgium, or even 
Switzerland, but in the school system of the 
middle west in the United States, and more 
especially of our neighboring state—Wis- 
consin. In Wisconsin, British observers 
declare, education has been brought home 
to the people as it has nowhere else in 
the world. The young men graduating 
from the state University of Wisconsin and 
from other universities in the middle west, 
they assert, have furnished a good deal of 
the sinews for reform movements in the 
United States. These young college men 
have been grounded in “ the obligations of 
a good citizen” so thoroughly that not only 
are they good citizens themselves but they 
help make good citizens of their fellows, 
asserts a British writer. 

While it is pleasant to reflect that the 
poison of caste is slowly giving way to the 
spirit of equality in monarchical England, 
it is still pleasanter to know that it is from 
the middle west of the United Stites that 
the wisdom and light of democracy is shed- 
ding its rays across the Atlantic. 


ONE WAY OUT. 

Elsewhere on this page is printed a letter 
from a correspondent asking if the best 
way out of our governmenta! difficulties is 
not the reorganization of the Democratic 
party rather than attempts to rehabilitate 
the Republican party or to merge that with 
the Progressive party.

Some unscrupulous rascals holding public 
office and calling themselves “ Democrats” 
are no more representative of the Demo- 
cratic party than are any other rascals rep- 
resentative of whatever party they may

There is every reason to believe that up- 
right leadership could capture the local con- 
trol of the Democratic party from those who 
now hold it. 

Local Democrats are suffering from the 
bad condition of our government as much 
as other citizens. They are also suffering 
from the ill fame that the local politicians 
are bringing upon the Democratic party, 
an ill fame which eventually will reflect upon 
the national Democratic party.

The last achievement of the gas clique 
was the passage of the public utilities bill 
at the behest of the public service corpora- 
tions. 

The latest accomplishment of the voting 
machine clique was the purchase of the vot- 
ing machines. 

The gas clique might be called the na- 
tional faction, because its present activity 
in destroying the sanitary district power 
plant is an object of importance to the pub- 
lic service corporations the nation over. 

The voting machine clique in their turn are 
hawking subway franchises far and ide. 

Both of these cliques are drunk with power 
and wild with greed. Neither is content 
with its present share of plunder. Each is 
going to fight the other for the ultimate 
spoils. 

With these two factions dividing the pur- 
chasable vote, it would be an easy mat- 
ter for even an improvised organization of 
honest Democrats to obtain control of their 
party. , 

Such a control would open up avenues 
for many an honorable career. The banner, 
of honest government has been led as often 
by Democrats ag by Republicans. We re- 
member Joseph Folk of Missouri and Wood- 
row Wilson of New Jersey. We have now 
before us the inspiring example of New- 
ton L. Baker of Cleveland. 

There are just as good Democrats in Chi- 
cago as any of these and Chicago Demo- 
‘erats are just as capable of bringing their 
honest men to the front as are St. Louis 
or Cleveland Democrats. 

Nonpartisanship in local elections is the 
proper form of government, and nonparti- 
sauship we must ultimately have.

LIVES AND DOLLARS. 

In spite of the agitation for fire safety 
which followed the Triangle and other fac- 
tory holocausts in the east, loft buildings, 
where factories are housed ten and twelre 
stories above ground, are as unsafe as 
ever, asserts an engineering expert in New 
York. The campaigns for safety in fac- 
tories produced no results, he says, be- 
cause they concerned themselves with car- 
ing the symptoms rather than reaching 
down to the roots of the disease. 

The root of the trouble with loft 
buildings, this expert thinks, lies in their 
construction. The crusaders against fac- 
tory fires have ignored this basic fact, 
however, and have concentrated their ef- 
forts on palliative measures, such as the 
introduction of fire drills and automatic 


rance of its enactment. 


sprinklers. Fire drills and fire extinguish | 
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ing appliances are of service in a minor 
blaze, he concedes. But when fire breaks 
out in a shirtwaist factory, for instance, 
where inflammable material is literally 
heaped from ceiling to floor, these pallia- 
tives are of no avail. The thing to do in 
such cases is to empty the floor of all oc- 
cupants in two or three minutes. But this 
is impossible, because of the way in which 
the building is constructed. 

In nearly all loft buildings, says he, the 
stairways permit only two persons to 
walk side by side. With a thousand work- 
ers rushing for the stairway from half a 
dozen floors simultaneously, panic and 
wholesale death are unavoidable. 

The remedy lies either in reducing the 
population of each floor to about one-sixth 
of what it is at present, or else provide 
quick and safe egress. This latter is the 
most logical course, as rents in these loft 
buildings are too high to permit wholesale 
wasting of space. 

The way to provide adequate egress, 
according to the expert, is to bisect the 
building from cellar to roof with a fire 
wall, as the stage in the theater is di- 
vided off by an asbestos wall from the 
auditorium. This fire wall is to have auto- 
matic fire doors on each floor. When fire 
breaks out in one half of the building the 
workers could be rushed through these 
automatic doors in the fire wall to the 
other half and the doors slammed in 
the face of the fire. When thus cut off 
from the blaze, no matter how fast the fire 
might be making headway toward destroy- 
ing even the fire wall, the workers would 
still have time enough to run out of the 
building. Buildings divided in two by a 
fire wall would, of course, have to have a 
separate stairway for each half of the 
building. 

It is a complicated plan and perhaps 
revolutionary from the building stand- 
point, but it is one that must be given 
consideration if lives are to be placed 
above dollars. 


THE CURRENCY BILL. 

The passage by the senate of the Owen: 
Glass currency measure is virtua) assur- 
The bill now goes 
to conference, but without likelihood of 
important or, at any rate, radical amend- 
ment. In fact, it has behind it the irresist- 


ible force of a thoroughly disciplined if not 


altogether accordant Democratic majority 
in both chambers and of an executive under 
whose masterful influence its fortunes have 
been guided. 

Politically, the passage of this measure, 
lit that of the tariff revision act, is a strik- 
ing example of Mr. Wilson’s coercive leader- 
ship. It is true that conditions have favored 
him, but after making the heaviest reason- 
able discount, the fact remains that before 
his first year of office is over he has forced 
a reduction of the tariff and the long over- 
due reform of our outrageous currency sys- 
tem. 

What the benefits of these achievements 
may prove to be, it must be left for the 
future to reveal, but the auguries are favor- 
able, and the president may well be gratified 
over his success. 

The currency bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Glass in the house and Senator 
Owen in the senate has undergone as drastic 
and detailed criticism as any measure needs. 
There is no doubt that in its first form it 
called for such criticism. There are many 
men of knowledge and experience who de- 
clare that in its present and virtually final 


‘form it contains serious and even dangerous 


defects. Most conspicuous among these dis- 
senters is the distinguished senator from 
New York, Mr. Root, who fears that enough 
checks have not been provided explicitly in 
the law to prevent inflation. 

Yet even conceding Mr. Root to bé right, 
this danger is by no means imminent, and is 
made the more remote by his weighty warn- 
ing. The immediate effect of enactment 
should be the application of a most opportune 
tonic, a decided relief from a painful strin- 
gency, and the beginning, at least, of a resto- 
ration of confidence in the business world. 

That experience of the operation of the 
new system will develop defects goes with- 
out saying. Some of these defecta may 
prove to be serious ones. But the consen- 
sus of opinion among supporters and op- 
ponents of the bill is that it insures a distinct 
improvement over the vicious system it dis- 
places and substantially will improve the 
conditions under which the business of the 
country is carriedon. Amendments, better- 
ments, will be made as experience indicates, 
The prospect is encoufaging, not dishearten- 
ing. 

What is to be hoped, andindeed expected, 
ig that the banks, national and state, and 
trust companies will feel justified in coming 
promptly into the new system, and that all 
will cotperate in a broad and public spirited 
way to nake it subserve effectively the com- 
mon welfare. 

What will help now to bring this about 
more than anything else is the appointment 
of a federal reserve board of conspicuous 
fitness in character, experience, and nation- 
wide repute.

REDUCING AND FATTENING. 


e@~ UGARS and starches the chemist 

groups under the head of carbohy- 

» drates. When the animal body burns 

carbohydrates energy is produced. 

Grease and fats the chemist groups 
under the head of hydrocarbons. As the 
word hydrocarbon is liable to be confused 
with carbohydrate by the readers of this ar- 
ticle I shall use the term fat instead. When 
the animal body burns fat heat is produced. 

Albumins, whether from meat, milk, or 
vegetables, the chemist terms protein or pro- 
teids. When proteids are burned the ele- 
ments produced go to repair tissue. The salt 
and similar substances in foods the chemist 
terms salts. When these are absorbed and 
go into the tissues themselves, they are 
used to repair tissue. 

~o- 

Any one reading the above would get the 
idea that the different kinds of food are 
pigeonholed to stay—that carbohydrates can 
make energy only; fats heat only, and pro- 
teids repair material only. The fact is that 
a good deal of interchange is possible. When 
one needs energy and cannot get carbohy- 
drates, fats and proteids can help out; when 
one needs heat and grease cannot be had, 
the other groups help out, and when one is 
doing things that ordinarily call for proteid 
and enough proteid cannot be had, by eating 
plenty of starch and sugar the proteids of 
the body can be spared. 

Arctic explorers have found that they can 
prevent their muscles from being burnt out 
by feeding their life fires plenty of sugar. — 

With this foundation, my readers will be 
able to understand what follows.

The greatest authority on diet for disease 
is Prof. Von Noorden of Vienna. 

Are you fat? Do you want to reduce? 
Then read what the great: Austrian says 
about it. He tells us that we must get 
rid of the idea of something for nothing. 
The only way to have a cure is to earn it. 

When a-man buys one of those get-thin- 
quick-Wallingford obesity cures, he wants 
to cheat the game. He ends by cheating 
himself. The Wallingfords in the obesity 
business know that the suckers want to 
cheat, and they see to it that they cheat 
themselves, while Wallingford acts as re- 
ceiving teller. 

Von Noorden says: “It was formerly 
thought that certain foodstuffs were espe- 
cially bad for the corpulent, or the reverse. 
We now know this is not true. The amount 
of fat gained or lost by the body depends 
ultimately on the ratio between its require- 
ments in calories and the actual supply.” 

—o- 

I should have explained the term—calories 
—earlier. It means heat units. Itisa meas- 
ure of the heat producing power of the food. 
As a measure of the energy producing value 
it is fairly good. As a measure of the repair- 
ing value of food it is only moderately good. 
Where we are limited to one way of measur- 
ing the value of a food, the calorie is the 
measure employed. . 


~~ 

You will note that in the above quotation 
Von Noorden tells us that the way to reduce 
is to reduce the fuel value of the food taken 
below the requirements of the person reduc- 
ing; in other words, to force him to supply 
the deficiency by burning up his own fat. 

The natural way to proceed is to reduce 
equally the three groups. Von Noorden tells 
us that does not work. The appetite is 
satisfied by bulk of food, not by quality. The’ 
dieting man must not get too hungry. Fur- 
thermore, if his food is not bulky he will be- 
come constipated, 

The object should be to make the heaviest 
cuts in those foods presenting the most nour- 
ishment in the least bulk. He therefore 
excludes cream, butter, fat meat, and all 
other forms of grease. 

Those of us who eat the tender meats made 
from fat, high grade pointed beef, get a good 
deal of fat inthe lean. His diet list allows 
about four ounces (a quarter of a pound) 
of protein (lean meat, for instance) a day, 
and about eight ounces (half a pourfd) of 
starches and sugars. 


Bread is more re¥ponsible for obesity than 
any single article of diet. The reason is that 
bread does not usually figure in the count. 
if one eats at a restaurant the rule is that 
bread is not charged. If one recounts what 
he eats at home he tells his story in terms 
of meat and vegetables. Bread is what the 
New Orleans man calls lagniappe—thrown 
in without charge.

dieting program he discovers what a heavy 
bread eater he has been.

Von Noorden is of the opinion that rapid 
cures of obesity can be free from danger 
if the food bulk is kept up and the blood 
pressure is adjusted by drinking water. On 
the subject of refraining from water as a 
cure, he says: 

“ The amount of water is entirely without 
influence on the process of fat reduction.” 

Water should be used to fight the disturb- 
ances of circulation. When the man feels 
exceedingly faint and “gone,” he needs a 
drink of water to increase the volume of 
blood. 

Generally speaking, Von Noorden is in 
favor of slow reduction and against rapid 
reductics. 

—~o— 

To sum it all up, the way to reduce is to 
eat less food than your system requires; not 
somebody else’s system; your system. In 
reducing the food, it is advisable to eat 
bulky food of low food value within limits. 
The group of foods to be most cut are the 
fats. 


~~ 

There are many people who think they 
want to get fat. Some of them want to get 
fat, and some only think so. If a person is 
of a consumptive family, or has consump- 
tion, or has been cured of consumption, he 
had better get fat and stay fat. All othets 
are better off as they are. 

There is a large group of thin-as-a-rail, 
highly nervous people who are most anxious 
to get fat. They sometimes go to great 
trouble to get fat. Usually they have an 
idea that if they get fat they will be less 
nervous. 

It is the other way round. When they 
quit worrying, move out into smoother 
waters, get less nervous, they begin to fat- 
ten. But there is no use lecturing; there are 
large numbers of thin people who want to 


get fat. 


~~ 

Von Noorden tells us that in his clinic 
they are able to fatten patients on an aver- 
age of four pounds a week. This is better 
than they average in the consumption sani- 


ria. 
This is the Von Noorden way. They are 
geidom able to give more than four ounces 
of proteid a day. If they try to give more, it 
brings on indigestion, which defeats the 
object. The carbohydrates are raised as 
much as is possible, but-it is seldom possible 
to give more than ten ounces a day. Four 
ousces of proteid and ten ounces of carbo- 
hydrate give 1,400 calories. 3 , 
To this diet he then adds as much fat as 
patient will stand, usually gets ap 


to ten ounces. This gives 2,700 calories a 
day. Two thousand seven hundred calories 
digested and absorbed by a man not doing 
manual labor will put on fat.

In order to get a person to take that much 
food value in a day good cooking is required. 
By good cooking is meant skillful covering 
up of tastes and odors and development of 
new tastes and odors. Also an ability to 
take milk, bread, meat and eggs, butter, 
cream, and oils, and twist them first this way 
and then that way. , 

—— 

Von Noorden warns us that when we fat- 
ten a man we do not gain much for him. 
“ We are only increasing the amount of fat 
in the body. . Of course, proteins are well 
stored in the body, but even under the most 
favorable circumstances their amount is 
very small compared to the increase in fats. 
Moreover, it is very questionable whether 
the nitrogenous substances which are re- 
tained during overfeeding really produce an 
increase in the living protoplasm.” 


= 

DIABETES—In diabetes sugar is present 
in the urine. The kidneys put it there, but in 
doing so they only did their duty. They put 
sugar in the urine to get it out of the blood. 
The essential condition in diabetes is exces- 
sive sugar in the blood. There is always 
sugar in the blood, The work of the body re- 
quires it. In diabetes the amount is much 
beyond the requirements, and the kidneys 
eliminate the excess. The sugar is in the 
blood because the liver put it there. 

Now we are getting back to the most im- 
portant causative factor in most cases of 
diabetes. An excessive activity of the sugar 
forming function of the liver ig a chief feat- 
ure in diabetes. The most important excit- 
nut of the sugar forming function of the liver 
is the carbohydrates of the food. Note that 
the starch and sugar eaten do not pass direct- 
ly into the sugar of the blood. They stimu- 
late the liver to make sugar, using, however, 
elements that they furnish. They are first 
torn down and then built up. 

~~. 

The first step, then, in treating diabetes 
is to cut down the starches and sugars—to 
cut out bread, potatoes, sugar, and sweets 
of all sorts; to use those diabetic flours that 
contain 20 per cent or Jess of starch, and not 
to eat bread from those except that the 
starch bas been well cooked, cooked as is the 
crust of the bread. 

To keep this up for months is as far as 
many people need to go. But it cannot be 
kept up indefinitely. The man with diabetes 
burns up tissue much more rapidly than does 
the well man. Absolutely at rest, he burns 
up more tissue than a healthy man digging 
ditches twelve hours a day. American in- 
vestigators have proved those points. 

This waste must be provided for, Natur- 
ally, we say increase the fat and the pro- 
teid, Give the man enough butter, cream, 
olive oil, cotton seed oil, butterine, lard, and 
fat meat to compensate, which is good ad- 
vice up to a certain point. The stomach will 
ouly stand for a certain amount of fat. 

Naturally, also, we say give the man an 
excess of jean meat, gluten flour, and other 


* forms of proteid. But there a danger lies. 


The experimenters have found that pro- 

teids stimulate sugar production by the liver. 

Rubner tells us that in healthy people this 

action is slight, but in diabetics it is great. 
oe 

Von Noorden tells us that we must give 
proteins, but they must not wholly replace 
the carbohydrates. They must not be given 
in excess. He says that proteins of eggs and 
vegetables are better for diabetics than those 
of meat and milk. | 

He furthermore says that mixed meals 
should not be eaten. Where one is eating 
carboliydrates and proteids he should eat the 
carbohydrates at one meal and the proteidy 
at another, and more than two hours should 
intervene between the meals. 

However, fats cannot carry all the load. 
The stomach will not stand it. His advice 
ig to give as much fat as the stomach will 
stand and then to divide the balance of the 
requirement between starches and proteids. 

After the first period of nearly complete 
carbohydrate starvation has been gone 
through with, Von Noorden allows his pa- 
tients to increase the amount of starch and 
sugar taken and to decrease the amount of 
proteid. He thinks the meals and flours 
from oats are the best forms of starch. Next 
in order he places banana flour, 

He thinks when the amount of meat and 
other proteid is kept extremely low the pa-

DISEASES OF THE KIDNEY—By this 
name Von Noorden designates the different 
kinds of Bright’s disease. In them the kid- 
neys are crippled. Thecrippled organs must 
be spared as much as possible, “The more 
protein is broken down in the body the more 
will the kidneys be tired out with work 
The fact that medical practice has fora long 
time insisted on the value of a minimum in-

In the event that you have a written lease your 
rights are determined by its provisions. In the 
event that you have no written lease the agree- 
ment which was made with the agent at the time 
you moved in is binding. Ordinarily failure to 
supply heat is not a ground to break the leasé, 
although it may be a ground on which to recover 
damages. We advise you to insist that the prem- 
ises be kept in a comfortable condition, telling the 
agent that you will hold the owner for damages 
in the event that a reasonable amount of heat 
is not supplied.

There is no doubt that if 
the relations of the United States with Japan 
were sO much smoother during the last ad- 
ministration than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the present century, it was be- 
cause President Taft knew: and was per- 
sonaily known by the late Tenno, and by 
the leading statesmen at Tokio, who were 
convinced of his loyal determination to main- 
tain the friendliest relations with Dai Nip- 


pon. 

Unfortunately, there are well nigh insup- 
erable obstacles in the way of the realiza- 
tion of the project attributed to President 
Poincaré. International comity requires that 
a visit in state by the chief magistrate of 
France should be returned by the executive 
of the United States in an equally ceremoni- 
ous fashion. Before such visits are paid the 
ruler and government of the country to be 
thua visited are quietly sounded about the 
prospects of a return visit, andifthereplyis 
pot satisfactory the project is abandoned. 


Poincare Making the Rounds. 

President Poincaré, although only elected 
in January last, has already been to London 
and to Madrid and will in due course pro- 
ceed to St. Petersburg, the three Scandi- 
navian capitals, to Rome, Brussels, and The 
Hague, in accordance with the precedents 
set by his predecessors at the palace of the 
Elysée. 

Both the kaiser and Edward VII., as soon 
as ever they succeeded to their respective 
thrones, proceeded to pay a round of visits 
to their fellow sovereigns, King Edward com- 
mencing the series with a stay in Paris, but 

Mglecting Berlin. Indeed, it was his failure 
to pay this compliment to the kaiser, in the 
latter's capital, that contributed In no small 
degree to the development of unfriendliness 
between Germany and Great Britain. 

So great was the resentment in Germany at 
what was regarded as an affront, both to the 
emperor and to the empire, that in January 
of 1910 the relations between the two coun- 
tries had assumed such a critical character 
that the late king found himself virtually 
compelled to proceed without further delay 
in state to Berlin with Queen Alexandra in 
the hope of allaying Teuton resentment. Cli- 
matic conditions at the time were abomina- 
ble. The king’s medical aavisers protested 
against the trip, declaring that, from the 
point of view of his health, he could not visit 
Berlin at a worse season of the year, and 
urged him to delay the journey until the 
spring or summer. The situation, however, 
was considered as too fraught with peril. 
Edward VII. went to Berlin, where the 
weather was positively cruel throughout his 
Stay, and there completed the wreck of his 
health, developing the maladies which his 
subsequent sojourn in the south of France 
failed to alieviate, and which brought about 
bis death some weeks later. 


No Constitutional Objection, 

There is nothing in the constitution of the 
United States which would prevent Presi- 
dent Wilson from absenting himself from 
this country to pay state visits abroad, and 
the popular impression to the effect that the 
Chief magistrate is debarred from leaving 
American soil under the penalty of the for- 
feiture of his office is without foundation. 
It was dispelled in a. measure by the action 
of Presidents Roosevelt and Taft in sailing 
‘for the Isthmus of Darien and visiting the 
republic of Panama and its chief magistrate. 

In olden times the question of distance and 


the length of a voyage, extending over a 4 


period. of perhaps thirty days all the time 
beyond reach, might have been regarded as 
‘€8 obstacle to an American president cross- 
ing the Atlantic. Somaakes such hindrances 
ho longer exist. With ocean greyhounds 
Making the trip in four days and remaining 
every hour of the time in communication with 
land by means of wireless telegraphy, the 
QUestion of distance has ceased to play any 
tle in the matter. 

The considerations that. militate against 
& Visit in state by President Wilson to Paris 
are of a different nature. The inauguration 
Of a system of interchange of official visits 
between the executives of France and of this 
‘tOuntry would involve its extension to other 
European nations and even to the republics 
ef South America. After going to Paris the 
chief magistrate of the United States could 
Mot discourage visits to America by other 
foreign rulers on the ground that he could 
Bot return the compliment. 


Would Start a Procession.

Opposition in Congress Sure, 

It is certain that there would be consid- 
erable opposition in congress to the voting 
of any large sums of money to be spent by 
the president of the United States in the 
interchange of visits with foreign potentates, 
and that representatives of rural districts in 
particular would endear themselves to their 
constituencies by their fierce denunciation of 
the squandering of good American dollars 
upon the effete monarchies of the old world, 
in language, too, calculated to give offense 
abroad, and to undo any possible amount of 
good accomplished by the visit. 

Something of the kind occurred after the 
memorable visit of Prince Henry of Prussia 
to America, eleven years ago. Indeed, short- 
ly afterwards, a confidential communication 
was issued from the state department to the 
American embassies and legations in mon- 
archical countries, directing them ta quietly 
discourage, as much as possible, the visits 
of European royalties to the United States, 
on the ground that the federal government 
found it difficult to assure their safety from 
harm and indignity; and that such visits 
entailed heavy expenditure, legislative pro- 
vision for which was difficult to secure with- 
out opposition calculated to humiliate both 
the guest and the nation. 

It was not, however, to much the ques- 
tion of money as that of safety which caused 
the issue of this communication. For, al- 
though Prince Henry’s stay here was so 
brief, there was a constant conflict of au- 
thority between the federal secret service 
men and the police officials of the sovereign 
states and of the cities of America which he 
visited. So great was the confusion that 
the prince's various protectors on severa! 
occasions arrested one another. 


GERMAN -PAPERS IN COMBINE. 


Three Powerful Firms Said to Control 
Most of the Live Daily Pub- 
lica tions. 

BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The sale of the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, the oldest newspaper in 
Berlin, known affectionately to German 
readers as “ Auntie Voss,’’ to the Ullstein 
syndicate calls attention to the development 
of newspaper trusts in Germany, which in 
Berlin, for example, have gathered most of 
the live and paying publications into three 
big groups. 

The Ulistein company, or rather family is 
one of the most vigorous of these. [t now 
publishes five dailies in Berlin, including the 
Vossische, the Morgenpost, and the Zeitung- 
am-Mittag (or Noon Gazette), and eight 
weekly and other publications, covering such 
fields as sport, fashions, and the illustrated 
weekly for family circulation. 

The Lokal Anzeiger, owned by the August 
Scherl company, forms the nucleus of in- 
other group of papers, consisting of three 
dailies in Berlin, one in Hamburg, and about 
ten weekly and other publications. 

Rudolph Mosse, owner of the Berlin Tage- 
blatt, has two other dailies and several week- 
ly publications. The three firms are united 
in a community of interest by a joint con- 
tract, pledging them to assist each other in 
case of strikes, etc., and to start no new 
rival papers. 

In addition, the owner of the Tageblatt 
is, or was, the second largest stockholder 
in the August Scherl company. It is report- 
ed, however, that the entire Scherl property 
has been acquired by a group of conservative 
capitalists, who propose to use its publica- 
tions for vigorous propaganda in the inter- 
ests of the Conservative party. 

The Ulisteins, it is understood, will con- 
tinue the Vossische Zeitung along the lines 
that have always given it its distinctive char- 
acter, but they hope to develop it as a busi- 
ness undertaking. This venerable journa!l— 
| it is 204 years old—has had to make a harJ 
struggle against the more modern type uf 
newspapers that have lately become popular 
at Berlin. For more than a century the

Principal Character Is Bluecher 
and Famous Composer Hopes 
to Come to New York for the 
Premiere in That City.

BERLIN, Dec. 20.—Prof. Humperdinck 


premiere of his latest work, ‘‘ Die Market- 
enderin.’’ The negotiations regarding the 
Gate of the New York production have not 
yet been terminated. The opera was to have 
its Berlin premiere on Dec. 31, but it has 
been postponed until January for altera- 
tions and additions to the score. 

Prof. Humperdinck said today: “ My new 
work is, strictly speaking, notan opera.

“The principal character is Bluecher, 
‘Marshal Vorwaerts,’ a speaking part. Two 
acts show Bluecher’s crossing of the Rhinein 
18138. The story is the capture of a vivan- 
diere by the Germans on suspicion of being 
a French spy.” 4 


“Parsifal” in Many Cities, 

The minds of the entire theatrical and 
operatic world of Germany are centered on 
the forthcoming productions of “‘ Parsifal.’’ 
More than forty opera hous_s owned by the 
state or municipalities in Germany, with 
teh in Austria, not'to mention Paris, Madrid, 
London, and other cities, are daily rehears- 
ing for the production in the first week of 
January. It is estimated that there will be 
more than 100 productions of the opera in 
the month of January. 

‘‘Parsifal’’ will be produced on New 
Year's day at the Deutches opera at Char- 
lottenburg, which is now the leading opera 
house of Berlin. This will be the first per- 
formance in Germany outside of Beireuth. 
The house is already sold out for the first 
four performances. The sale was opened 
last month and the opera house has 8,200 
seats, 


Brilliant Audience Assured. 

The kaiser and perhaps the whole royal 
family and most of the court officials and 
members of the diplomatic corps will attend 
the opening performance. There is much 
speculation as to whether or not the empress 
will consent to go. She has never seen 
‘ Parsifal,” having refused to attend a per- 
formance at Beireuth. Her objection is 
based on a belief that the staging of ‘‘ The 
Lord's supper” is not.in accord with re- 
ligious principles and is sacrilegious. It is 
reported, that the kaiser has succeeded in 
overcomihg this objection on the part of his 
spouse. ra 

Among the American singers who will ap- 
pear in the opera in German cities are Elea- 
nor Painter, who will appear at the Char- 
lottenburg house; Maude Fay, at Munich; 
Francis MacLennan and Florence Haston at 
Hamburg. | 

It is estimated that with the expiration of 
the copyright on Wagner's works Siegfried 
Wagner and his mother will lose $150,000 a 
year in royalties and the sale of the score 
books. The Paris opera paid 12 per cent of 
the box office receipts, London 10 per cent, 
and Vienna, Berlin, and other cities a some- 
what smeller amount.

But no matter what coat be chosen, whether 
for ski-ing or for lugeing, or skating or curl- 
ing, it is well from the esthetic point of view 
to wear with it a skirt of exactly the same 
color. This season has produced more than 
one material which, being smooth of sur- 
face and thick in texture, seems to possess 
the snowproof quality claimed for it. And 
as it is woven in many shades of color as 
well as in shepherd’s plaid, and other checks 
in which black and white predominate, it 
should not be difficult to find one to har- 
monize with the coat. 

Well cut knickerbockers are made in the 
same material. Some of these are fitted with 
pockets, for it is suggested that, being so 
perfectly neat, they may be worn without a 
skirt. There seems, however, to be no ne- 
cessity for doffing feminine attire except 
for the few who are sufficiently expert to at- 
tempt really difficult excursions.

Must Risk Getting Wet. 

A sportswoman will find that two of these 
skirts are essential, constant change of ap- 
parel being a feature of the life which is 
lived for winter sport. Scarcely a day 
passes but one dress must be set aside to 
dry. The skater alone is more or less 
exempt from this troublesome detail; and 
even she will find that there are times in 
which she must risk getting wet in a snow- 
storm or forego her sport altogether. 

Nor is she limited in the choice of her 
dress, as are those who spend their time 
on the skis, the luge, or the bobsieigh. She 
may also wear pretty boots. But she who 
runs in skis must be shod in such a manner 
as to wound her vanity. For it is a neces- 
sity that her boots be very wide in the sole 
and two sizes bigger than any she has hith- 
erto worn. 

The width is necessary, because otherwise 
they will not fit in the binders of the skis, 
and the large size is important, so that she 
may wear two pairs of stockings inside them.

Director of Leipzig Zoological Gar- 
dens Reports a Sure Cure for 


Mosquitoes. 


BERLIN, Dee. 20.—The most effective 
method of exterminating mosquitoes, says Dr. 
Gebbing, director of the Leipzig zodlogical 
garden, is to keep wild ducks on the ponds 
where they breed. These birds feed eagerly 
upon all insect life in the larv# state, and 
where there are plenty of ducks very few of 
the larve reach the glories of mosquitohood, 
even in the most stagnant pools. 

Dr. Gebbing gives numerous cases to sub- 
stantiate this claim. Count von Williamo- 
witz und Mdllendorf, chairman of the Ger- 
man Society for the Protection of Bird Life, 
says that his estates were infested with mos- 
quitoes till some years ago he stocked his 
ponds with thousands of. wild ducks. Dr. 
Heinroth, one of the keepers of the Berlin 
zoblogical garden, a specialist on the habits 
of ducks, points out that there has been a 
great diminution of the mosquito pest in the 
Thiergarten, Berlin’s large wooded park, 
since wild duck were introduced some years 
ago on its lakes and stagnant water courses. 
Dr. Gebbing has had equal success with his 
own experiments at Leipsic. ’

Indicate That There Must Have Been 
Forests at the South Pole 
Ages Ago, 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—Probably the most in-

ON EXHIBITION. 


Delightful Collection of Early 
English Earthenware Put on 
View by the Burlington Club 
to Delight London Collectors. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—Although it may be 
questioned whether early English earthen- 
ware can be classed under those fine arts to 
which the Burlington club devotes itself, its 
Gecorative quality, as seen in the exhibi- 
tion of the club just opened, is undeniable, to 
Say nothing of its historical interest. 

The visitor on entering the gallery will be 
struck, to use an artist’s word, by the ” ef- 
fect ’’ of the show, and especially by that of 
the large cases ‘‘B”’ and “C,” filled as they 
are with fine specimens of “ slip’ ware—the 
ware that is often grouped under the name 
of Thomas Toft, the best and probably the 
earliest of the Staffordshire potters, who 
made it in Charles II.’s time. : 

The pieces here collected, nearly 150 in 
number, make a brilliant ensemble of yellow 
and brownish red, while the monochromes 
of the earlier ware and the dainty colors of 
the so-called “ delft’ and of the enameled 
“salt glaze"’ which crowd the other cases 
&0 to form a very agreeable picture. This 
is completed by some nice pieces of genuine 
English seventeenth century furniture, and 


by_a number of framed examples of needle- 
work of the same period. 


Charm of the Private Gallery. 


Of course there is a quantity «° delft at 
the British and Victoria and Albert mu- 
seums; but, as everybody knows, it is one 
thing to see objects in a vast museum and 
quite another to study them at one’s leisure 
in a comfortable little private gallery. Here 
one is not distracted, and here a commit- 
tee of experts, clever ag well as learned, 
have chosen the objects for their interest to 
us and their mutual relations to one an- 
other. 

The classification is perfect and the cata- 
logue—one could not give higher praise— 
does not fall below the highest standard 
set by the club in past years. It is writ- 
ten by Mr. R. L. Hobson of the British 
museum, and by Dr. J. W. L. Glaisher, per- 
haps the chief living connoisseur and col- 
lector of our old earthenware, and many 
collectors, old and young, will be grateful 
to these experts for their historical and 
technical explanations. 

In their hands all difficulties as to stone- 
ware and delft, slipware, and salt glaze, dis- 
appear at once, and we are even able to un- 
derstand something of the personalities of 
Dwight, the Elers family, and the early 
Wedgwoods, a generation or two before the 
great Josiah. 


Rare Pieces by Dwight. 

Dwight had to bring several chancery suits 
to protect his interests, and this litigation 
had at least the advantage of telling poster- 
ity a good deal about the man and hisart. In 
his case the word is not misplaced, for the 
“‘ Jupiter’ here shown—one of his very rare 
pieces—is the work of & real artist, a man of 
imagination and of high technical ability.

Dwight, moreover, was of pure English de- 
scent, whereas many of the other famous 
early potters, such as the brother Elera, were 
foreign.

It is curious that many of the finest pieces, 
though generally called delft, have an Italian 
character, and some, such as the oval discs, 
numbered 18 and 31 in case D, are imitated 
from Palissy, Little is known yet about this 
Particular class of work, but research is 
busy, and more may soon be learned. | 


From Priories and Abbeys. 

The two ends of the collection, chronolog- 
ically speaking, are case A and case G, con- 
taining respectively the medieval ware and 
the salt-glaze ware of the latter half of 
the seventeenth century. The former has 
for the most part been found in excava- 
tions; some of the best pieces, lent by the 
Society of Antiquaries, come from Old 
Sarum, and where they seem to have been 
buried since the Dissolution. | 

For the most part these old pieces, like 
much of the later work, are ‘‘ quaint, home- 
ly, and unsophisticated,’ having been, & 
Mr. Hobson tells us, ‘“‘ made for the kitchen 
and the cellar.” Still, the thirteenth cen- 
tury jars and bowls have often a certain 
nobility of form; while the tiles of which 
Captain Lindsay has lent many interesting 
specimens—are often full of the spirit of 
the Gothic architecture, into the service of 
which they entered. 

There is, of course, no common ground be- 
tween the severe if unlearned art of these 
church tiles and the art of the ordinary 
middle class parlor and kitchen for which 
the men of five centuries later made their 
puzzle jugs and their tea services. Of these 
latter all that can be said is that they are 
“a purely native product, a rustic craft,’ 
and that they fit in well with all that we 
know of Fielding and Smollett. 

They are amusing, and not unworthy of the 
study which has been ungrudgingly given 
to them by men like Sir Arthur Church, Dr. 
Glaisher, and Col. Lyons, who have been go 
active in forming this exhibition. 


IS TRYING TO MAKE DIAMONDS. 


Prof. Lummer of Breslau, Famous Ger- 
man Scientist, May. Be Near - 
to Success. 


BERLIN, Dec. 20.—Has Prof. Otto Lum 
mer of Breslau opened the way for the 
manufacture of genuine diamonds, diamonds 
made exactly as they were made by nature 
through the cooling and crystallization of 
molten carbon? It is yet too early to ex- 
press an opinion as to the possibilities of his 
discovery of a process of rendering coal 
fluid, but scientists admit that one of these 
possibilities is the production of diamonds. 
If coal can be melted,’ modern science should 
be able to make it cool and crystallize under 
high pressure, and that is precisely how dia- 
monds were formed. 3 | 

Prof, Lummer, who is.director of the 
physical institute ofthe University of Bres- 
lau, is well known to the American scientific 
world. In 1898 he went to Chicago as dele- 
gate of the German empire to the Interna- 
tional Blectrical congress, and in 1907 deliv- 
ered a series of lectures before Columbia uni- 
versity. His researches have for years dealt 
with problems of lighting and light rays. 
He has long believed that carbon could be 
melted, provided a sufficiently high tempera- 
ture, which he estimated at 4,000 degrees 
centigrade, could be attained. Carbon, how- 
ever, turns directly into vapor at such high 
temperature, passing through the inter- 
mediate fluid stage if air with its oxygen 
is present, Prof. Lummer inclosed a large 
arc lamp in a glass container and exhausted 
the air. Then using a powerful electric cure 
rent he was able to render the carbon so 
fluid that drops formed at tie ends of the 
rbon ncils. ® 
Pee peo san now plans to conduct 
further experiments, in which the carbon 
shall be subjected to high-tension currents 
under a pressure of some 300 atmospheres,

Elaborate Survey Urging That 


France Should Establish Great | 


Center of Maritime Commerce. 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—Ciaude Casimir-Perier, 
husband of Mme. Simone, the actress, has 
just published two volumes in support of 
the argument that Brest should be the center 
of the maritime commerce of the old and 
new worids, He est:mates that the total ex- 
pense of such transformation would be $529,- 
000,000. 

Most of this expense would be incurred in 
establishing sufficient means of access to 
Brest, $210,C00,000 for railroads, $230,000,000 
for canals, $30,000,000 to Brest itself for im- 
provements in the port, and $50,000,000 for 
the construction of three steamships for 
the service Btween the port and New York, 
each of 50,000 tons, and four steamers of 
25,000 tons each for other transatlantic 
services. 

M. Casimir-Perier considers this outlay 
as being wel! within the resources of France, 
which has spent in the last eighty years 
$800,000,000 for the development of ports and 


canals, $1,800,000,000 for roads, and $4,000,- 
000,000 for railways, while France has not 
yet a first class port, a homogeneous system 


of canals, or a perfect system of railroads. 


Collapse of Temple of Music, 


Gabriel Astruc has published this week an 
article in which he attempts to explain the 
collapse of his Temple of Music, after four 
months of active existence. After saying 
that he had devoted t®n years’ labor to the 
foundation of the house. M. Astruc esti-’ 
mates the number of music lovers in Paris. 
He says the Lamoreux concerts have 1,200 
followers, the Colonna, 2,500, the Conserva- 
toire 800, and the other houses about 1,000. 
Adding 4,000 matinéegoers, who frequent the 
Opera Comique, the Gaite, and the Lyrique, 
he finds there are not more than 10,000 lovers 


of music for a population of 8,500,000. 


M. Astruc next blames the press for 
grudging space to music and preferring to de- 
vote columns to sensational crimes. aie says 
the newspapers prefer to report myvisic hall 
performances rather than devote space to 


reports of true musical events. 


He finds the real cause, however, for the 
decline in interest in music in the fact that 
every one dances the tango from half-past € 
in the evening to 8, dining at 9 or 10, then 
indulging in bridge or moving pictures, and 


going to bed at midnight. 
Knock for Western Canada. 


M. Peyerimhoff, secretary of the United 
French collieries, recently paid a visit to 
western Canada. He questions if existing 
conditions in that country are likely to at- 
tract sufficient immigration to give it its true 
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value. He says that taking into account 
the risk of a possible diminution in European 


immigration and the low birth rate of the 
Anglo-Saxon elements the true economic 
remedy would be the opening of the country 
to Asiatics. He recognizes the impossibil- 
ity of this remedy being applied owing to 
the resolution of Canadians to keep the coun- 
try for white persons. He thinks the open- 
ing of the Panama canal will aid in a solu- 
tion of the problem by allowing cheap, direct

PREVENTS “SLAM” 


Connolly’s Decision Stops 
Athletics Winning World 
Title in Four Games. 


MADE IN SECOND SESSION. 


Sanborn Becomes Reminiscent 
Over Work of the Indi- 
cator Handlers. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

Tom Connolly stood between the Philadel- 
phia Athletics and a world’s record in the sec- 
ond week of last October. Tomdidn't know it 
st the time, nor did anybody else, but subse- 
quent events proved it. The veteran umpire 
was compelled to give a decision at the plate 
in favor of the Giants in the second game of 
the world’s series, and the Mackmen always 
will contend it robbed them of that game. 
Even New York rooters admitted it was aw- 
fully close, and some of them went so far as 
to say it could have been given the other way 
and they would not have kicked. 

This decision wiped out what would have 
been the winning run for Philadelphia in the 
last half of the ninth inning of the game, 
which New York won in teninnings. That 
was the only game, don’t you know, which 
the Giants won in the latest world’s combat, 
and without it McGraw’s men would have 
been forced to surrender in four consecutive 
games played on four consecutive days. 


Chance at a World’s Record. 

No world’s series ever bas been erminated 
in four games. The nearest to it was the 
triumph of the Cubs over Detroit in 1907, 
when the first game ended in a draw and 
Chicago won the next four, winding up in 
five days. The White Sox trimmed the Cubs 
in four days in the fall of 1911, but it has not 
been accomplished in a world’s contest. 

Although Tom Connolly did not know a 
world’s record hung on that decision he did 
know the game depended on it, and at that 
time it was no cinch that the world s cham- 
pionship did not hang on that one verdict. 

No more forceful evidence of the honesty 
of baseball can be produced than the action 
of Connolly under such circumstances. It 
was fortunate an American league umpire 
had to make that decision, for if it had been 
made by Kiem or Rigler there probably 
would have been an eternal suspicion that 
the verdict was influenced by the umpire’s 

affiliation with the National league. Sucha 
suspicion would have been as unjust as the 
claim of the Giants in a later game that Con- 
nolly deliberately gave the Athletics the ben- 
efit of the doubt in a close decision at second 
base. 
“Crisis of Second Game. 

The second game of that series was the 
memorable battle between Mathewson and 
Plank which resulted in a runless draw at 
the end of nine innings and which Matty 
himself won with his own bat in the tenth 
inning. The all important verdict came in 
the last half of the ninth, when only a single 
tally was necessary to end the game. 

Strunk's single and Barry's safe bunt, on 
which Doyle made a wild throw to first, lo- 
cated Athletics on third and second with 
nobody out. Lapp could only rap a bounder 
to Wiltse, who was subbing at first base. 
The pitcher-baseman made a good play of it 
and shot the ball home to stop Strunk. who 
was tearing for the plate. The throw wasa 
bit high and Strunk made a great slide for 
the pan. He passed the plate before McLean 
could pull down the ball and tag him. Con- 
nolly waved Strunk out. If he had called 
him safe the game would have been over. 


Decision Is Correct. 

The writer happenca to be where he had an 
unobstructed view of that play, and this is 
what happened: Strunk threw himself into 
the diamond as he slid, reaching for the plate 
with his right foot and doubling his left leg 
under him. McLean stood with his left. >ot 
between Strunk and the plate, and blocked 
off the runner’s foot. As McLean came down 
with the ball his hands went under Strunk's 
right leg and raised it clear from the ground 
by more than a foot. Consequently, unless 
Strunk performed-the miracle of touching 
the plate with his left foot, which was doubled 
under him, he did not touch it at all, in spite 
of the fact his body slid inside of and past 
the plate before he was touched. Connolly, 
right on top of the play, undoubtedly saw 
exactly what happened—the writer has not 
had an opportunity to ask him—and could not 


give the decision any other way with a clear ' 


conscience. We shall always insist the deci- 
sion was correct. 


Conditions Reversed Next Day. 

On the following day Connolly was call'ng 
the base decisions at the Polo grounds and 
had another close one in the ninth inning. 
This was given against the Giants. Shafer 
was on first base, with one out. Murray hit 
a grounder to Barry, who fumbied it, recov- 
ered, and tossed the ball to Collins on second 
base, with Shafer tearing for that bag. Con- 
nolly called the runner out, and Shafer ex-~- 
hibited considerable peevishness. The score 
was 8 to 2, in Philadelphia's favor, at the 
time. After the next man went out, ending 
the game, Fletcher rowed about the Shacer 
decision and used so much language that the 
national commission fined him $100 for it. 
The incident is an illustration of the short 
memories of ball players. Fietcher forgot all 
about the verdict Connolly had given the day 
before, permitting New York to win a game, 
and roasted him for a decision which cut no 
figure at all.

is forced to put up with all sorts of inferior 
hotel accommodations, besides exhibiting as 
a rule on diamonds ‘that are like unto the 
proverbial cornfields. 

In spite of these handicaps he usually 
shows up in a condition fit to give battle to 
the best in the iand. It is the hanest opinion 
of many baseball men that if the negro had 


| the financial resources of his white brother 


he would far outclass the latter. 

Mechanically there is nothing which ap- 
plies to the great white players of the coun- 
try the colored player has not added to his 
répertoire. The negro has practiced, stud- 
ied, and developed to such an extent that he 
has been given credit for adding many noted 
improvements to certain styles in vogue at 
present. 


Pitchers in Limelight. 

I believe our pitchers have brought more 
renown to our race than the players at any 
other position. The pitcher is the most im- 
portant personage upon a bali club. All at- 
tention is centered upon him, and the deport- 
ment of his associates, to a great extent, de- 
pends materially upon his actions. If he is 
in the proper concition and is going good, 
it has a bearing upon the men behind him, 
which means much in the way of success, 
Rut if the reverse be true it invariably has 
al bad effect on his teammates, and often re- 
gults in the rout of the club. 

Following close behind our pitchers come 
our catehers. The man behind the bat is 
looked upon as being responsible for the great 
effectiveness of the pitcher to a certain ex- 
tent. We have catchers who, were they 
white. could name their own salaries. Itis 
the opinion of many that the advance of 
the pitcher is fast making catching a lost art. 


‘ This is alarmingly trué, not only among col- 


dred players, but also jin the big leagues. I 
doubt if there are six topnotch catchers in 
the whole country Among those few we 
have mén who can safely be classed with th 
best. Our best representative playerg are 
shining in positions Which are considered 
most difficult in baseball. 


Stars in Every Position. 

We have players who are good basemen 
and outfielders. We also have afew whoare 
great batsmen, but how they would stand if 
working regularly against the best pitching 
is a question. Al this is backed up by proofs. 
For instance, thousands and thousands of 
readers of THE TRIBUNE have never known 
that the greatest stars of the big leagues have 
been pitted against sOme of the crack col- 
ored players and have been found wanting. 

I have seen Petway, our catcher, turn back 
the great Eddie Collins of the Athletics, and 
on several occasions Collins was chased out 
between second and first. I have seen Pet- 
Way stand on his ear the great Georgian, Ty 
Cobb, when Ty was trying to pilfer bases, 
and so successfully that the daily papers 
eee 


were headed ‘‘Petway Has Ty Cobb’s 
Goat.’’ I have seen our players defeat the 
New York Giants, New York Americans, 
Philadelphia Nationals, and Brooklyn Na- 
tionals. While four of our players were in 
the regular lineup of the Cuban club that 
team humbled the Athletics, champions of 
the worfd, who had just defeated the Cubs. 


The Cubans won eight out of twelve games 


With Bender, Plank, and Coombs pitching for 
the Macks. The papers said that Lloyd, 
shortstop, was. even superior to Barry and 
that there was no comparison between Thom- 
as or Lapp and Petway. 


Home Run Off Joss. 

Once, with the score 2 to 0 in favor of Addie 
Joss, now deceased, and with three men on 
bases and two out, I saw Lloyd hit the long- 
est home run ever seen in Cuba, winning the 
game, Only this fall, before the worid's 
series between the Giants and Athletics, Wal- 
ter Johnson, voted as the greatest and most 
valuable pitcher in the American league, 
lost a shutout duel to Wickware, one of the 
colored cracks. These facts alone justify 
me in saying the negro has been quite suc- 


cessful as a ball player. 


Thousands of big league patrons have never 
seen colored players play nor read anything 
about them. Last winter we were playing 
in the California Winter league, in which 
were such stars as Chief Meyers, Shafer, and 
Snodgrass of the New York Giants; Hop Mey- 
ers, Boston Nationals; Schultz of the Phila- 
delphia Nationals; Carisch and Olson of 
Cleveland, Daley of the Athletics, Ellis of 
the St. Louis Nationals, Leverenz and Ham- 
ilton of the St. Louis Americans, and the 
others at least class AA men. Playing ona 
60-40 winner and loser basis, we found them 
easy picking and easily won the pennant. 
We defeated Coast league clubs, Northwest- 
ern league clubs, and Union association 
clubs, in each instance the champion team of 
each league. We lost only thirteen out of 
104 games. 


Negro League Needed. 

These facts show to what extent negro 
players have succeeded. And we have no 
managers or high priced men to train and 
teach us the finer points of the game. Upon 
such acknowledged proof no one could doubt 
the great possibilities of the colored player 
were conditions for him the same as for his 
white brother. 

In my opinion the time has come when the 
formation of colored leagues should receive 
consideration. In fact, I regard it as abso- 
lutely necessary. We have been inthe game 
a score of years and we are no closer related 
to our white neighbor than when we started. 
In fact, we are farther apart. He Is going 
ahead, forming leagues in every little ham- 
let and village, and the forming of leagues 
produces a barrier which we cannot sur- 
mount, try as we will, unless we come to 
understand the meaning of organized base- 
ball. 

What we need fs proper financial backing 
and encouragement, then we could form an 
eight club circuit, superior in playing 
etrength to either the American association, 
International league, or Pacific Coast league.

—FROM BALL PLAYER TO GOVERNOR TO LEAGUE PRESIDENT. 


ent Baseball Organization Was Member of Anson’s Chicago White Stockings and Made World Tour of 1888-89. 
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> @OHN KINLEY TENER, governor of 
| Pennsylvania, 1911 to 1915, salary 
$10,000 per annum. | 
John Kinley Tener, president of the 
National League of Professional 
Baseball clubs, 1914 to 1918, salary not of- 
frially announced, but reported to be $10,- 
00 for the first year, while serving out term 
as governor, and $20,000 per annum for the 
three years thereafter. 

Former baseball players have become 
mayors, sheriffs, senators, congressmen, 
and governors, with the honors becoming 
more common as the class of men partici- 
pating actively in the national pastime ad- 
yances, but the election of Gov. Tener of 
Pennsylvania to the presidency of the Na- 
tional league is the first notable instance 
where baseball has reached forth and re- 
called to its service a man who had risen 
to eminent heights in the business and po- 
litical world. :

gecond largest state in the union in popu- 
lation orf president of the National Base- 
hall league? 

John Tener, once a pitcher on Anson’s old 
Chicago White Stockings, deliberately 
chose to waive his right to seek reélection 


as governor to become head of the bicker- 
ing, quarreling magnates of the National 
league, which has become a byword in the 
baseball world because of its treatment of 
its executive officer. 

But it was just because of these bicker- 
ings and quarrels that Tener—pronounced 
like a §10 note—was prevailed upon to 
accept the position. Apparently some 
of the wiser heads in the senior base- 
ball organization realized that their 
cavalier treatment of presidents and 
summary discharge of men against 
whom no charges of serious import 
could hold water, was hurting the Na- 
tional league; that the American league, 
with the forceful and efficient B. B. John- 
son as its absolute ruler, was getting the 
upper hand in prestige and results. 

So John Tener, honored by the highest 
elective office within the gift of Penn- 
sylvania voters, was asked to lay aside his 
political ambitions, to take up the burden. 
And the surprise of it all is that Tener 
accepted. True, he compelled a change in 
the league constitution, lengthening the 
term of office from one year to four years, 
obviating the necessity of log rolling for 
reappointment each fall. He also exacted 
other promises, the value and sincerity of 
which wiil be tested when he tries to rule 
the National league rather than act as 
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a high priced secretary which many seit-

Furthermore, every 
member of the family was good enough to 
get some of the money when started, and 
at least four of the half dozen appeared by 
their performances to be probabie members 
of the 2:10 list whenever they landed on a 
mile track and conditions were favorable for 
a display of their best speed. 

It is uncommon for even a mare of extreme 
age and fecundity to have as many as six 
of her produce in the 2:30 trotting list, and ina 
most instances of the sort some of the rec- 
ords have been attained by trials against 
- time.

that sired a champion trotter, Jay Eye See, 
2:10, and other producers. . 

Here is what the six trotters from Kavala 
did this year: Acheen took part in 9 races 
of 31 heats, Baring took part in 7 races of 22 
heats, Bistan in 9 races of 29 heats, Battle in 
10 races of 41 heats, Bangor in 4 races of 14 
heats, and Boma in 6 races of 12 heats, their 
aggregate winnings amounting to $15,610. 

The Allen farm at Pittsfield, Mass., where 
these horses were bred and sold, has at my 
request prepared a brief summary of the 
work done on the turf in 1913 by animals from 
that establishment as follows: Seventy-five 


' horses bred there and sold and 32 of their de- 


scendants in the first generation have taken 
part in 474 races of 1,583 heats in 34 states 
and have won $52,179 in purses. Fifty-one 
of these horses were by Bingara or from his 
sons and daughters. 

Last year the racing sensation of the coun- 
try was Baden, son of Bingara, which took 
a record of 2:05%4 and won $35,775 in purses, 
a record equaled by no other horses under 
like circumstances. This year there was no 
Baden among the Bingara racing squadron, 
and when the sum he won in 1912 is deducted 
from the 1913 winnings of the family there is 
left $26,647, showing that generally the horses 
from the farm have won more in 1913 than in 
1912. 

Bingaras Earn Over $100U,0UN, 

In the last three seasons the Bingaras 
have won $101,784, and as the head of the 
family is only 12 years old, the showing not 
only is remarkable, but presages that the 


_strain will breed on. 


The leading sires of 2:30 or better trotters 
for the season of 1913, the figures for which 
are complete, are Walnut Halland Peter the 
Great, the former being credited with twen- 
ty-two new ones and his rival with twenty. 
Seven of the twenty-two by Walnut Hall 
took records under 2:20 and five by Peter 
the Great did likewise. 

On that bald statement Walnut Hall looks 
to be the best, but such is not the case. Age 
cuts an important figure in estimating the 
get of a trotting sire, and the records show 
that seven of the twenty new ones credited 
to Peter the Great were 2 year olds, while 
Walnut Hall had but four of thatage. The 
only fair way to compare two sires in rela- 
tion to a particular year is to take all of 
the get of each that made new standards 
records or reduced previous records of 2:30 
or better. 


‘ Walnut Halls Better Average. 

Under this test it is found that Walnut 
Hall had out thirty-one trotters in 1913 and 
Peter the Great twenty-eight, making them 
about even on that score. The average rec- 
ord of the Walnut Halls was 2:19.95, while 
that of “the Peters’’ was 2:20.26, again 
bringing them close together. Among “ the 
Peters" were the fastest 2 year old in the 
world, Peter Volo, 2:04; the fastest 2 year 
old filly of 1913, Lady Wanetka, 2:10 (timed 
officially in 2:05%, the heat in which Peter 
Volo made his record), and Judson Girl, a 
long ways the best 4 year old trotter of the 
campaign. 2 

Walnut Hall had nothing to compare with 
these great young trotters, his best 2 year 
old being Flora Hall, 2:19%. On the other 
hand Peter the Great had nothing like a first 
class 3 year old out this year, the fastest 
being Marguerite Prima, 2:14%, while Wal- 
nu. Hall had two good ones in Sweet Spirit, 
2:00%, and Black Jim, 2:13%, both winning 
high class races.

was one of a family of ten children. Short- 
ly after the death of his father, the family 
emigrated to the United States and settled 
in Pittsburgh. There young Tener at- 
tended the public and high schools, finally 
accepting a clerical position with Oliver 
Brothers & Phillips, and later with the 
Chartiers Valley Glass company and the 
Chartiers & McKee Gas company. 

Fond of outdoor sports, Tener hailed with 
delight the order of his physician that he 
quit his first clerical position because of 
a threatened breakdown in health and se- 
cure outdoor employment. Part of this 
employment was as pitcher at $5 per game 
on Saturday afternoons for Pittsburgh 
baseball nines. 

—~o- 


In 1885 Tener, who weighed 200 pounds 
and stood 6 feet 3 inches, secured his first 
professional engagement with the Pitts- 
burgh club. He was released in midseason 


and joined Baltimore, later gravitating at 
his own ‘request to the Haverhill, Mass., 
team, where he finished the season. 

In the fall of 1885 Tener again secured 
employment in Pittsburgh and the next 
spring was back on the lots playing base- 
ballon Saturdays. This program continued 
for nearly two years. Meantime Capt. An- 
son had heard of the tall, well built 
youngster, and strolled into a park in Pitts- 
burgh where Tener was working on the 
mound. Anson made an offer and Tener 
was signed to join the Chicago White 
Stockings in the spring of 1888. The team 
of that year consisted of Baldwin, another 
Pittsburgh boy, Tener, Krock, and Van 
Haltren, pitchers; Daly, Flint, Farrell, and 
Darling, catchers; Anson, Pfeffer, William- 
gon, and Burns, infielders, and Sullivan, 
Ryan, Pettit, and Duffy, outfielders. Ad 
Gumbert, also of Pittsburgh, was givena 
trial the same season. 

Tener never made a name in baseball 
history as great as that of some of his 
contemporaries, possibly because he re- 
mained in the game only a few years. His 
great asset was control and brainwork, 
with a good variety of offerings. For a 
big man he was remarkably fast in field- 
ing his position. On the field, and off for 
that matter, he was good natured and gen- 
tlemanly, and it is related by the players 
of that time that he never quarreled with 
the umpires. 


— 

When the Chicagos and All-Americas 
made a tour of the world in the fall and 
winter of 1888-89, Tener was a member of 
the party, and with Baldwin pitched for the 


Chicagos in the famous game played fg 
Egypt “under the shadow of the pyra- 
mids," to which the tourists journeyed by 
Camels and donkeys from Cairo. On this 
globe trip Tener acted as bookkeeper and 
treasurer. 

Tener was with Chicago in 1889, and in 
1890 played on the Pittsburgh Brotherhood 
team. 

When Tener decided to quit professional 
baseball he accepted a position with the 
First National bank of Charleroi, Pa., near 
Pittsburgh, He became cashier and finally 
president, buying stock in the.bank with all 
his available savings. He gradually became 
more and more prominent in the financial 
life of the city, and was interested in street 
railway and other public utility enterprises. 

-—~—»>- 

After declining political honors for years, 
Tener conserted to run for congress on the 
Republican ticket in 1907. He carried Char- 
leroi by a vote of 866 to 87, and the district 
by 10,000. This first taste of official life 
was followed by his election as governor 
of Pennsylvania on Nov. 8, 1910. He took 
office on Jan. 17. 1911. The term is four 
years. 

Gov. Tener also has been prominent in 
the fraternal Order of Elks. He was grand 
treasurer for several terms and also served 
as grand exalted ruler. 

Whether the new president of the Na- 
tional league ever will regret his renounce- 
ment of politics is forthe futuretotell. Ble 
entered his new position backed by ‘the 
unanimous vote of the eight clubs. How 
long they will remain unanimous also is for 

the future.

Athletic prospects at Northwestern ‘uni- | 
versity promise to take on a rosier hue dur- . 


ing the winter and spring and Purple rooters 
hope to forget the results of the football sea- 
gon in the realization of success in basket- 
ball and track. 

Coach Omer believes he has a bunch of 
point winners who will place in the confer- 
ence meet March 21. But because of a scar- 
city of second string men Omer is dubjous 
about winning his dual mects with Purdue, 
Indiana, and Chicago. Purple rooters, how- 
ever, are looking forward to these contests 
with keen interest, remembering the success 
of Omer’s men last year. 

Northwestern will be without the services 
of “Twist” Thorsen this year and Kraft, 
winner of the conference two mile last sea- 
son at Minneapolis, will uphold the prestige 
of the Purple in the distance events, aided 
by Traxler, Cunningham, Ward, Ferris, 
Smith, and Rogers. Traxler was a member 
of the relay team which last year won the 
four mile championship at Drake and set a 
new western intercollegiate record. Rogers 
has a mark of 4:28 in the mile, but it is 
doubtful if he will be able to get into condi- 
tion to run before the latter part of the sea- 
aon. 


Schneeberger Promising Sprinter. 


In the dashes Hotchkin, Thayer, and 
Schneeberger will represent the Purple. 
Hotchkin and Thayer are fair indoor sprint- 
ers, while Schneeberger looks like a comer 
in the century and 220 yard dash. The big 
fellow—he weighs 195 pounds—never has had 
his speed tested except on the football field, 
where he easily led the squad in the “ wind 
sprints.” “ Schnees’’ never saw a football 
suit or a track costume until he went to 
college, but because of his weight and speed 
he promises to develop into a star athlete. 
Now he is giving attention to the shotput, 
and Omer believes that within a season he 
will equal Fletcher's record of 45 feet. He 
tossed the iron ball 39 feet his first day 
out. — 

James, Maury, Hill, and Cerringer have 
shown sufficient class so Omer is not worry- 
ing about the high jump. James broke the 


Symnasium record last week in a depart- | 


ment meet, clearing the bar at 5 feet 9% 
inches. Maury has equaled this mark in 
practice. 

The Purple will show weakest in the pole 
vault, as none of the candidates has reached 
@ height that is likely to insure a point in 
a dual meet. False, Nichols, Campbell, and 
Warrick are training for the event. 

Maury and Warrick are both first class 
broad jumpers with marks of over 21 feet. 


Osborn looks a Point Winner. 

Capt. Osborn will take care of the middle 
distance events, and Purpie adherents are 
counting him a sure point winner in the 
indoor conference. He won the half mile 
last year in 2:00 4-5, clipping several séc- 
onds from the conference indoor record 
established by Davenport. In the Olympic 
tryouts in 1911, Osborn was defeated by 
Davenport in the 800 meter race. Osborn’s 
time for the 800 was caught at 1:56 2-5. He 
has improved since then. The little captain 
is a winner in the quarter mile, having a 
mark under :50, but the 880 is his best 
event. 

Other promising candidates in the quarter 
and half are Hotchkin, Kelly, Thayer, 
Evans, and Tedrick. Kelly was a member 
of the championship team of Evanston acad- 
emy and ran in the relay events. He hasa 
record of 2:01 in the half mile. Outdoors 
the Purple will be weak in the hurdies.

It was a special “ 
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Dancing, Not Eats, the Present Lunch Order. 


OW do you spend yourlunch hour? If 
you spend it as a large number of 
Chicago people do you eat a bit, then 
dance—or perhaps you don’t stop to 
eat. Today many girls, boys, and even 

old men are dancing for at least part of their. 
lunch hour. Some of them are using ell of 
this period for that purpose. 

The dancing bug is abroad in the depart- 
ment store. Ia one of them dancing starts 
at 11 a. m. and continues throughout the 
lunch period. This store hasa specially con- 
structed dancing floor near the employés’ res- 
taurant and here the piano or phonograph 
plays continually until 2:30. 

At the plano is one of the girls who, the 
store’s “‘ adviser’ has learned, is musically 
inclined. This girl is given her lunches free 
on condition that as soon as she is through 
her mea! she will play the piano for the danc- 
ers and continue to play !t during the re- 
mainder of her lunch period. As there are 
several girls with whom this agreement is 
made the plano is kept pretty busy during 
the whole twoandahalfhours. One of thess. 
girls some time ago showed such exceptional 
talent as a player that she was given a. 
scholarship in a musical college. 

In this department store ball room not 
all of the dancers are young girls. Many of 
the older girls that are approaching or have 
passed the old maid stage hop around as 
lively as anyofthem. The young men work- 
ers also dance—and this is encouraged by 
the “ adviser.” 

Here is a bit of strategy—for the adviser 


found that as soon as the boys started to 
dance those who previously were inclined to 
be somewhat negligent in the selection and 
care of their clothes improved vastly. Of 
course all of the better class of stores in the 
loop insist that their male workers shall look 
peat and clean, but there is a difference be- 
tween merely passing the required point and 
being interested in your eppearance. 

Not only do the young men employés take 
more care with their clothes and the way 
their hair is brushed but they soon gain a 
certain amount of polish. 

At times in this one store there are as many 
as eighty-five couples dancing at once, and 
most of them have had their luncheon before 
starting this strenuous exercise. 

Entertainments by professionals occasion- 
ally are given at this store fo that the non- 
dancers also have a good time during the 
noon hour. 

The telephone girls also are Gance mad, 
although they have no men to dance with. 


In the rest room of the telephone company’s 


building ia a piano,.and as soon as the lunch 
hour..is announced—the girls go in relays— 
the ones who are free make a rush for the 
rest room—where there is no rest. There 
they skip about all during the lunch hour. 
Many of them eat nothing at all, for they 
cannot stop dancing long enough. 

The company provides what one of the girls 
declares ie an excellemt lunch, and thie is 
given to the “ helloers”’ free, so that their 
refraining from eating is not a matter of 
saving money. 


When the hour is over—or rather three- 
quarters of an hour—the boss girl has vir- 


tually to drag the dancers back to work. As 


the lunch periods come at different times for - 
the different squads of girls, the poor piano '

Until the company was forced to prohibit 
“uw many of the girls who were on the 4 
e’clock shift—that is, the ones who worked 
until 4 o'clock in the afternoon-—were in the 
habit of staying in the rest room and dancing, 
in place of going home. Sometimes these 
girle—who go to work about 7 or 8 in the 
morning—danced until after midnight.

May Bar from the Polls. 


However, should the antis consider this 
an insufficient reason for the enfranchise- 
ment of women, there are other arguments 
of a more practical and convincing nature, 
perhaps, furnished by women's entrance into 
Chicago's politica. First came the startling 
announcement from County Judge Owens 
that women are to serve as clerks and judges 
at the polling places at the aldermanic pri- 
mary and election next spring. Then came 
the atill more interesting decision from Judge 
Owens and Election Commissioner Czarnecki 
the election authorities will try to prevent 
women inmates of dives from registering and 
voting. Likewise they will undertake to 
bar from the polls the men who are dive- 
keepers and habitués. Another overworked

anti-suffrage argument refuted, 

It is not likely that many of these un- 
fortunate women will appear at the polling 
piaces on registration day if there is the 
possibility that they will afterwards be sent 
Suspect notices and be forced to show why 
their names should not be stricken from the 
lista. 

Back of this decision to curtail the voting 
strength of the levee were the protests of the 


suffrage leaders who object to the nullifica- 


tion of their vote by levee dwellers. The 
Chicago Political Equality league is cred- 
ited with having started the agitation 
against giving the voting privilege to dive 
frequenters. Mrs. Harriette Tayior Tread- 
well, the president of the league, is sald to 
have argued that this class is no more en- 
titled to the franchise than the hobos who 
fill up the cheap lodging houses in the river 
wards just prior to election, 

Practically all of the suffrage organize- 
tions in the city will give their support to the 
board of election commissioners, and many 
of their members are ready to act as watch- 
ers at the polling places. The names of 
three or four hundred women willing to act 
in this capacity from the Chicago Political 
Equality league, the Woman's Party of Cook 
County, and the Woman's City club have 
already been given the commissioners, 

If this decision is enforced, as Judge Owens 
and Commissioner Czarneck! are determined

Better Polling Place an Uplift. 

If the granting of the ballot to Illinois 
women does not immediately result in any 
other good, the improvement in the polling 
places may be recorded as a distinct step 
toward a moral uplift in politics. To get 
polling stands established in places of dig- 
nity is considered by suffragists one of the 
first important steps in elevating politics. | 
Not so many years ago voting was donein | 
saloons or buildings adjoining them. The 
women who worked when they had the pref- 
erential vote in Chicago on the subject of 
woman's suffrage were much concerned to 
see where men cast their vote and the in- 
different attitude of mind in which they go 
there to perform this duty to their country. 
Many of these women: made a mental note 
of these conditions, and promised themselves 
that when they should have a voice in city 
government they would not be forced to at- 
tend such places. 

At that time the barber shop, where men 
in shirt sleeves stood in line discussing the 
prize fight with men reclining in barber 
chairs, waiting for the gentle ministrations | 
of the barber, were listed among the more | 
dignified of the places. Sometimes the back | 
of a poolroom served as a polling place, 
and men hurriedly marked their ballot in 
order to get down to the more important 
matter of a game of pool. When the for- 
eigner was introduced to such voting con- 
ditions his conception of patriotism could 
not have been heightened thereby. The 
man of education and culture was naturally 
repelled from fulfilling his duty to the na- 
tion by the ugly setting for the performance 
of this duty; he often decided to avoid the 
matter entirely simply on account of it

No Smoking Allowed. 


Not only will every public schoolhouse 
available be put into use asa polling place, 
but the police stations, fire engine houses, 
social centers, and church assembly rooms 
will be utilized as well. 

Health Commissioner Young and Chief of 
Police Gleason will be appealed to by the 
board of election commissioners to advise 
the police officers to enforce the anti-spitting 
ordinance at all voting stands. Back of this 
request are the appeals of the suffragista of 
Chicago. There will be, however, no attempt 
to keep the men from smoking while they are 
casting their ballots. Commissioner Czar- 
necki ha@ been asked by a number of women 
to forbid this privilege that has been accord- 
ed that sex In practicaly every public place, 
but he maintains that it is not within the 
commission’s right to interfere with smok- 
ing or chewing. Since hearing of the fignt 
being made against their precious weed 
some men, evidentlys humorously inclined. 
have suggested that if they are to be de- 
prived of this privilege the women should 
make an equal sacrifice and refrain from at- 
tending the voting places reeking with strong 
perfume.

The changing of the conditions under which 
the women of Chicago will take their first 
step in practical municipal politics will result 
inevitably tn the raising of the moral tone 
of politics and in the larger attendance and 
deeper interest of both men and women. .

MH Sermon for Today. 


“THE VOICE IN THE WILDERNESS.” 
BY THE REV. WILLIAM RABER, San Francisco, Cal. 
(Who Will Speak at the Sunday Evening Club Tonight.) 


HERE are the prophets ? They are 
found neither among the preachers 
nor the statesmen. Politicians pro- 
duce none—neither do the reform- 
ers. The age waits for the prophetic 

voice, not the fortune teller, but the revealer, 
the interpreter of the times. There is scarce- 
ly a prophet in all Europe today. Whose is 
the voice heard 100 miles from any capital of 
, Europe, unless we except that of Lioyd- 
George, the Welsh trumpet of London? 
“Whose is the voice heard from New York to 
San Francisco? In the Balkan war, with 
its bloodshed and military prowess, there 
was no Amos coming up to Bethel speaking 
in the market place, no Elijah standing be- 
fore Ahab. In all the tumult of voices in 
America today there is no outstandjng figure 
calling the nation to righteousness. This 
does not mean that men are not talking 
about righteousness, but shows lack of au- 
thority. Tolstoy was the last great European 
prophet, Kipling of imperial Britain. Gen. 
Booth, with his fiery message, his red shirt, 
and bass drum, was a voice in the wilder- 
ness of the cities. Now and then one hears 
in the pulpit a note resembling the Hebrew 
preachers, as, for example, Dr. Parkhurst 
of New York and R. J. Campbell of London. 
The time is ripe for the leader, for the spon- 
taneous bubbling over of the soul’s fire cast 
up fiom the deep volcano of the public con- 
science. The evolution of the Chinese repub- 
lic disclosed a coterie of young, optimistic 
statesmen who suggest the old prophetic 
fire. { 

The passions which produce these august 


figures are optimism, sincerity, honesty, 


spiritual insight, and courage. Perhaps we 
are looking too anxiously for the so-called big 
man, when we should all try to be prophets, 
since whoever speaks the truth and sees‘the 
facts of lifé, whoever understands the law 
of God and tries to do it is a prophet. He 
may be in the pulpit or the market place, in 
the legislature or following the flocks across 
the fields. If he know the need of the times, 
and speak with the authority of a truth tell- 
er, he is classed with the prophets. 

Cariyle has distinguished between the 
priest and, the prophet—the priest interpret-

Finny, Moody, Beecher, Brooks. 
each in his way interpreted the nature of Gog 
to man, each interpretation being a special 
appeal to the conscience of the people.

passioned tribute to the dead and appealing 
to the living, stands in a unique light which 
reveals him as a great world voice pleading

and all are idealists who see the unseen and 
live in the invisible. 
great prophets, but the men who live ahead 
of their times and go forth blazing the way 
for humanity have been for the most part 
idealists and seers reinforced with a superb 
courage to tell people the truth about them- 
selves,and about God. 

These are our true statesmen who need not 
hold office to exercise the gifts of statesman- 
ship. ‘They need have a conscience which will 
like a spring bubbling up 
through the sands, flows forth irresistibly

[The chin can be reduced by using strips of rubber 
adhesive plaster, such as is ordinarily used for surgical 
purposes to raise the mass of flesh and hold it tn posi- 
tion. Or the chin may be bandaged either by means 
of a strip of cotton or the ordinary rubber bandage. 
These should be applied firmly, and it is better to re- 
tain them in place by means of a strip passing around 
the back of the hair and meeting the bandage where 
it passes over the ear. This strip can be retained in 
Place by means of safety pins. These contrivances 
may be worn at night, but they are uncomfortable 
and it is much better to reduce the chin by means of 
massage and exercise. 


In the case of a double chin prevention !s much 
easier than to cure. Tight collars always make ugly 
rolls of fat under the chin and they should be reli- 
giously avoided, 


Another double chin habit that women are guilty of, 
often through ignorance of the fact that their beauty 
is being marred through it, is that of resting the entire 
weight of their heads upon the little under-chin, throw- 
ing the flesh forward until by habit it forms a doyble 
chin that is hard to get rid of. Go to your mirror at 
the first opportunity and place your head in the posi- 
tion you do when reading and look at the effect. You 
will never read in that position again, I am sure.

Skin Shows Lack of Care. 


Learn to hold your chin up gracefully and easily. A 
well proportioned neck is a thing of great beauty. It 
should not be too short, but should be well propor- 
It should not be too fat or 
too thin. The skin of the throat, neck, and chest shows 
more quickly than any other part of the body the lack 


of care. The pores of the neck become coarse, pimples 
appear, and the neck is reddened. This is due oft- 
times to lack of careful bathing. Tight collars are 
extremely bad for the skin of the neck as well as for 
the chin. 


If the neck is short the exercise for reducing the 
flesh of the chin will also tend to lengthen the neck 
a little. If it does not actually do that it is good for 
the muscles and the distribution of the fat. If the 
neck ig too fat massage will reduce the flesh. It will 
remove the little mass of fat that Many Women accu- 
mulate at the nape of the neck, 


It is not difficult to massage your own neck. Place 
the fingers of one hand opposite to those of the other 
so that spread out they meet in the middle, and then 
in a movement in Which the finger tips describe small 
circles go carefully over the entire surface front and 
back, 


Upon the ribs is a thick layer of muscles which are 
attached along the length of the breastbone on each 
side. If these muscles are thin and flabby the neck 
will be described accurately by the word scrawny. Of 
course, this flabby condition ofthe muscles is con- 
cealed when the layer of fat always found to some ex: 
tent under the skin is sufficiently thick Exercises 
such as extending wide the arms or bringing the el- 
bows backward, trying to meet them in the middle of 
the back, and the use of dumbbells will develop these 
underlying muscles and greatly improve the neck. In- 
crease the circulation by massage, which helps the 
condition of the thin neck as well as that which hag 
too great a deposit of fat.

Drown sugar, half a cup each of molasses 
and cream, four tablespoons of butter and 
half a cake of unsweetened chocolate. Lét 
them heat slowly, watching that they do not 
scorch before the ingredients are blended 
and melted, and stew steadily until the candy 
becomes brittle when a little of it is dropped 
into cold water. Add two teaspoons of 
vanilla after you have taken the saucepan 
from the fire, turn into a shallow greased 
pan, and cut into squares with a buttered 
knife as soon as the candy is partly cool, 


MAPLE CARMELS. 

Crush coarsely two pounds of maple sugar, 
put it over the fire with a quart of rich milk— 
if it is part cream, so much the better— and 
cook steadily. You must be on the alert to 
see that the milk does not scorch before it 
boils. When the candy has reached the 
point where it hardens when dropped into 
cold water, turn into greased pans and as it 
cools cut into squares with a_ buttered 
knife. 


Youns people usually delight in making 
ay, and I confess to a good deal’ of en- 
ment in it myself. My memories go back 
ig the “ candy stews,’’ the ‘‘ candy pulls” of 
the old Domnion, but they are far behind the 
ames now. In this day and generation the 
pweets are Of a character unknown to us 
ip those earlier periods, more elaborate, per- 
haps, yet toothsome and dainty. 

J supply below a recipe for the candy of 
my girlhood and the directions for com- 
pounding more up to date dainties are, I be- 

po less trustworthy and excellent, 

When either variety of candy is wrapped in 
waxed paper and packed into one of the 

boxes which may be found at the 
poliday season it makes an attractive and 
goceptable present to put in the Christmas 
mocking. 

OLD FASHIONED MOLASSES CANDY. 

Mix a quart of New Orleans molasses, a 
gp of brown sugar, and a half cup of vine- 
gar, put over the fire and cook steadily until 
a little of it hardens when dropped into a 
cup of cold water. Stir in then a tablespoon 
#@ butter and a teaspoon of baking soda dis- 
slved in cold water; when they are well 
mixed in pour the sirup into buttered plat- 
ters or tins in shallow sheets that it may 
gol more quickly. As soon as it can be 
handied begin to pull it, taking only a small 
plece at a time in the tips of the buttered 
fingers. Work as quickly as possible and 
remember that the longer the candy is pulled 
the whiter it gets. If you choose you may 
praid the strips together after they are 
pulled or you can twist it in sticks or cut it 
into short lengths. If you like the flavor of 
jemon in molasses candy, add enough of the 
juice to give the taste you wish. 


CHOCOLATE CARAMELS, 
Put together in a saucepan two cups of 


' 


NUT CARAMELS. 

Heat together over a slow fire two cups of 
granulated sugar and a quarter cup each of 
butter and molasses and when these are 
melted and well mixed put in a half cup of 
cream. Stir until the mixture is blended 
and begins to bubble, but not after the boil 
is really under way. When the candy shows 
signs of hardening if dropped into iced water, 
take from the stove and beat until the mix- 
ture becomes creamy, stir a cup of chopped 
nut kernels into it, turn into a greased pan, 
and cut into squares as you would other 
caramels. 

COCOANUT BALLS. 


Put into a saucepan three cups of granu- 
lated sugar, add two cups of cold water, and 
boil until the sugar spins a thread from the 
tip of a fork dipped into it. Into this sirup 
stir a good sized cocoanut, grated—the pre- 
pared dry cocoanut does not answer the 
purpose quite as well—take the saucepan 
at once from the fire and turn the contents 
into a bowl or set the saucepan where the 
candy will chill quickly. When cool enough 
to handle make into balls with the fingers, 
roll these in powdered sugar, and wrap in 
waxed paper. 

DIVINITY FUDGE. 

Stir together a cup of water and one of 
maple sirup, two cups of granulated sugar, 
and a tablespoon of vinegar, put over the 
fire and cook until a little of the candy 
hardens in cold water. While this is cook- 
ing have boiling in another saucepan a cup

of granulated sugar and @ naif cup of cold 
water. Do not stir. When the sugar has 
cooked to the stagé that it spins a thread 
from the tip of a fork dipped into it, remove 
from the fire and beat into it the stiffly 
whipped whites of two eggs. The first 
preparation should have been taken from 
the fire when it has begun to harden in coli 
water, flavored with vanilla to taste, and 
the mixture with the egg now be beaten into 
it and whipped hard. When the combina- 
tion begins to stiffen add two cups of chopped 
nut Kernels, pour into greased pans, and cut 
into squares 
SEA FOAM FUDGE. 

Cook three cups of light brown sugar, a 
cup of cole water, and a tablespoon of vine- 
gar together, heating slowly and not stir- 
ring after it begins to boil. When a little 
of it dropped into cold water makes a hard 
ball take it from the fire and pour it at once 
on the stiffly whipped whites of two eggs, 
beating hard until it begins to stiffen. Fla- 
vor with vanilla or any other flavoring you 
like. If you wish you may put a third ofa 
cake of unsweetened chocolate, grated, with 
it when it began to cook, or add nuts to it 
when it is done. Pour into a greased pan 
and cut in squares as you would other fudge, 

MEXICAN KISSES. 

Cook together two e¢ups of light. brown 
sugar, a half cup of cream, and butter the 
size of an egg until a little of it forms a soft 
ball in cold water. Just before taking from 
the fire add a teaspoon of vanilla and stir in 
a cup of the chopped kernels of Engiish 
walnuts or pecans, beat all together until 
the mixture begins to look creamy, and turn 
into greased pans before it becomes top 
hard to pour. While still warm ¢ut into 
squares with a knife. 


POPCORN BALLS. 

Put a cup each of brown sugar and of 
molasses and a tablespoon of vinegar into 
@ saucepan, heat slowly, cook for twenty 
minutes, and add two tablespoons of buit- 
ter. When the mixture has boiled after 
this until a little dropped in cold water is 
brittle between the fingers turn into it 
enough popcorn to make a mixture as stiff 
as can be stirred. Set to one side or pour 
into a dish and when it is cool enough to 
touch form it into balls with the buttered 
hands, rolling the balls in freshly popped 
corn until this coats them thoroughly. 
Wrap each ball in waxed paper and keep 
in a cool place.

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It’s the Furbelows That Cost; Some Are Easily Made at Home. 


By JANE BARTON. 


EVER does one realize more painfully 

that it is “the little things which 

cost” than when going to buy the 

dainty furbe!ows and extra trimmings 

for dresses and biouses. I shall tell 
you how gome of these furbelows can be 
evolved at home with small cost of time or 
money. 

A smart tie, for instance, that gives an 
“air” to the simemst blouse with a V cut 
neck, “ap be made »om four inches of black 
satin cut across the width of thirty-six inch 
satin. Cut into two strips, one seventeen 
inches, the other fifteen, turn in each strip 
@ quarter of an inch on each side, finish the 
ends in a point and stitch on the wrong side 
in a seam, turn and blind stitch the ends. 
Finish the longer strip with two small eyes 
across the squared end and the shorter with 
loops. | 

The tie crosses at the point of the V with 
the two ends falling over an accordion plait- 
ed jabot six inches deep. This may be made 
from the plaited frills that can be bought by 
the yard. Nine inches will beenough. Gath-

@r.the top into a two inch band of white silk 
and bind it down.

B. R. G.: There are numerous patterns for 
brassieres,. One that opens in front fits more 
snugly across the corset top at the back.

Stitch all 
ground save one end and run.a separate line 
of stitching through the middle. This makes 
two casings ar2 the bones can easily be re- 
moved for laundering.

If you 
spread the first and second fingers of your 
left hand quite far apart and stretch the 
work over it, holding it tight with thumb and 
‘third finger you can keep the materia! taut 
‘and even. Be sure not to take the stitches 
unevenly. In working initials set the needle 
in under the edge of the padding and bring 
it out still slight!y under the opposite edge. 
This gives a nicely rounded look.

TROUBLED: I have said before but will 
giadiy repeat that crinkly crépes and other 
soft, slippery materials can be cut out better 
if the parts are basted to stiff tissue paper 
first. You have not ehough silk to makea 
blouse, but it should make an attractive 
girdie or waistcoat front. Another use for 
the quarter of a yard would be to make 
turned back shaped cuffs for your ecru 
lace blouse and a shaped piece for the front. 
Cut this like a wide U, but draw the lower 
part into an angle with straight edge. The 
tops should be about an inch and a quarter 
wide cut ina diagonal line and widen to three 
inches at the shaped bottom. Turn back a 
narrow edge over a net lining. Tack to the 
blouse so the frills come about the center of 
the shaped piece. Let the bottom hang loose 
over the girdle. The tops are several inches 
above the bust line.

KATHRYN: A “gilet’ may be either 
what we call a gu:mpe or chemusette, or the 
waistcoat shaped fronts are also calied by 
this name.

away with the extremely low cut appear- 
ance of the neck when worn with a coat. 
Cut a shawl collar three inches deep at mid- 
dle of back, finished, and narrowing to a 
point on each side .in front. The length 
differs with the size of your neck and how 
low you wish to wear your blouse. The 
new shape fits high to the back of the neck 
and closes just at the base of the throat in 
front with a button and loop. It must be 
cut wide enough to roll over. The bottom 
is sewed into a narrow band. 


If you cannot get a pattern—which should 
be easy—experiment with paper until you 
get the right depth and roll to fit your neck. 

Cut the body of the collar double and sew 
in a narrow seam on the wrong side, turn, 
baste the edges evenly, then baste to a 
large piece of paper. Make a bias strip of 
a colored material folded to form a band 
or double fold a half inch deep. This means 
cutting the bias strip two inches wide and 
folding it over so each edge is even, then 
fold in these edges until the desired depth. 

Baste the bias band on the paper follow- 
ing the shape of the collar and about three- 
eighths inch away. Join the band to the 
collar with a simple fagoting stitch done in 
white or colored cotton. This stitch is ex- 
tremely simple. Start the thread under the 
fold edge—which faces the collar proper— 
and cross from left to right, taking a small 
stitch in the edge of the collar. Recross 
to the band and take another small stitch 
and return to the collar. The needle in 
crossing passes each time under the thread 
of the preceding stitch, thus giving the 
threads a twist at the edge of the material. 

Now cut away the paper and you have a 
pretty open work border connecting the two 


»gections of the collar. 


Make two tabs seven inches long, three 
and a half inches wide at the base, and two 
and a half at the top. Cut four pieces like 
this and join them right side to right side, 
sewing on a narrow seam and turning to 
make two tabs. Baste these to paper as you 
did the collar and shape the banding around 
them in the same way, following down one 
side, across the bottom, and up the other 
side to the top. The corners will have to be 
neatly mitered before the fagoting is done. 

Sew the tabs under the fronts of the collar 
so the front edges just meet at the point 
and the rest of the top is sloped to fit evenly 


around the collar band. Sew one to each 
side so the joining can be controlled by a 
single fastening of the collar.

Developing the Set. 


If desired cuffs can be made in the same 
way, making the solid part three inches 
deep, finished, and long enough to just meet 
around the bottom of the sleeve when the 
banding has been fagoted on. This length 
depends upon whether the sleeve is three- 
quarters or wrist length. 


There are various ways to develop such a 
set. It ean be of white striped or figured 
dimity with a border of colored lawn, or 
somewhat heavier, the body of the set can 
be of pink, green, lavender, or blue linen 
with the border of white linen or of a figured 
madras, or the set can be of white wash silk, 
both border and inner part with the fagot- 
ing in heavy colored buttonhole silk, or a 
twisted embroidery silk. 

A variation that is dainty but harder to 
launder can have the main part of the set 
of handkerchief linen or mull and the border 
of a color in self-materials. Instead of mak- 
ing this of the folded strip cut two inch 
wide bias pieces and join them with a half 
inch ruffle of the color between the edges. 
Hem and gather the ruffle—it should be bias 
strip, also an inch wide—and set it gath- 
ered edge up between the two bias strips 
which are faced right side to right side—if 
the material has a right and wrong. Sew 
in a narrow seam on the-machine, turn the

Run 
a gathering thread through it far enough 
from the top edge to form the top frill and 
run a second gathering thread nearly the 
width of the fur from the firstone. Arrange 
the gathers on a piece of white satin ribbon 
aud cover the lines of sewing with the fur 
band.

Golden Muffins. 

This recipe is for a family of five and will 
make two dozen muffins, one dozen light bis- 
cult, and three large loaves of bread. 

In a four quart jar pour two quarts of warm 
water, add thereto one large tablespoon each 
of butter and lard, one tablespoonful of 
salt and two tablespoonfuls of sugar; mix 
thoroughly unti) butter and lard are dis- 
solved, then add about eight large teacupfuls 
of sifted flour, or enough to make a aiff bat- 
ter, and stir vigorously for one minute; then 
add three well beaten eggs to this and stir 
again. Lastly, one cake of yeast, which has 
first been dissolved in two tablespoonfuls of 
lukewarm water. Stir but little after eggs 
and yeast are in. Cover jar with a plate and 
place in a warm corner, free from drafts, over 
night. 

n the morning grease a large pan and put 
in two dozen well greased muffin rings; drop 
a large tablespoonful of this batter in each 
ring. Do not stir the batter in the morning. 
After muffins are on the way, add six cups of 
flour to the batter and mix and knead it for 
fifteen minutes, then place dough in warm 
sheltered place to rise; when light enough, 
which probably will be in about two hours, 
make into light biscuitgand three loaves of 
bread, and let rise again. 

Always light the oven ten minutes before 
bread or biscuit of this kind is placed therein, 
then lower gas half way for five minutes 
more, then turn off one burner and cook 
thirty-five minutes longer. This makes de- 
li¢ious light biscuit and bread, as well as 
muffins.

If not sufficiently 
done the cake will sweat and fall, but if set 
on the bottom of the tin the weight of cake 
would make it settle.

HE great American out of doors has not been de- 
prived by civilization of all of its picturesque char- 
acters. The real Indian was forced to turn over

all the more keen since *he cab'e brought the 
news that with his fame has also come blind- 
ness. The eyes which for seventy-five years 
noted every happening, no matter how minute, 
in the insect world are n« almost entirely 
overhong with a deep night to which there is 
no morning. 

Henri Fabre, whose life has bee: called a 
“poem of energy,” is a scientist For the last 
seventy-five years he has been studying insects. 
He has written twenty books about insects— 
spiders, flies, weevils, beetles, wasps, grass- 
hoppers, moths, ants, bees, scorpions, and a 
host of others. An entire book devoted to the 
life of but one insect has just been translated 
into English under the title “ The wife of the 
Spider.” 

There were scientists who have written 
about insects, who have written about many 
other natural and physical phenomena, and 
who have attained a considerable degree of 
fame. But fame, world wide an¢ universal, 
according to those competent to judge and to 
predict, ig the portion of only one man—Jean 
Henri Fabre, who only a few years ago was 
unknown except to a handful of men.

Surrounds Subject with Romance. 
The achievement of Febre lies in writing on 
scientific subjects with the pen of a poet; of 
seeing phenomena in the animal and insect 
world with the eyes of romance. There were 
many men who were studying insects con- 
temporaneously with Fabre, bu they studied 
the insect after they killed it in the dissecting 
room. They studied it dead. Fabre studied 
the insect as a living thing. He studied the 
social life of insects much the same as the 
sociologist studies the social life of man. 
And he wrote what he saw in a language so 
poetic, so romantic, that critics ai today at 
& loss whether to class Fabre as a *cientist or 
as a poet. 

The scientific volumes of Fabre are free 
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from the “ barbarous terminology ” used by the 
other scientists. He uses simple language. 
A child can read his books and understand 
them. The grownup person who seeks for 
light, interesting reading can pick up Fabre’s 
“Life of the Spider” and enjoy science, 
poetry, and romance in one. Fabre is the only 
scientist who could, for instance, observe and 
deseribe the marriage of a green grasshopper 
or of acores of other little insects. 

Because Fabre did not resort to “ barbarous 
terminology,” because he avoided being 6b- 
serre, his contemporaries, the scientists who 
bristle with academic honors and + tles, slight- 
ed him. They considered hir a dabbler, whose 
writings had no scientific value. They did 
not, of course, believe their own words. They 
knew better. Darwin had long age recognize | 
Fabre. Pasteur visited hir in his humble 
laboratory. Victor Hugo and the poet Ros- 
tand were his stanch admirers. It was Victor 
Hugo who named him the Homer of insects. 
Rostand called him the Virgil of insects. John 
Stuart Mill, the great Englis philosopher, 
was a life long friend anc admirer of Fabre. 
In spite of all these, the universities of France 
and the scientific bodies of that country ac- 
corded him no standing.

Wanted Bread More than Fame. 

Fabre was stung by this neglect, not becanse 
he was fame hungry, but because he was bread 
hungry. He had a large family to support, 
and the meager salary which he received as a 


teacher at the College of Avignon was barely 


sufficient to keep the wolf from the door. For 
instruments of study and research, for micro- 
scopes and such, he had no means. But if 
Fabre was neglected "bv the scholars of ‘hie 
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time, he has pleaded his cwn.cause eloquently, 
and with his plea pilloried the dead methods 
of the scientists who disdained to take note of 
his work. In his. book entitled “ Chapters 
from My Life” Fabre says: 

“Friends have reproached me . . . with 
my style, which has not the solemnity. nay, 
better, the dryness, of the schools. They fear 
lest a page that is read without fatigue should 
not always be the expression of the truth. 
Were I to take their word for it, we are pro- 
found only on condition of being obscure. . . 
- You rip the animal up and study it, and 
I study it alive. I make my observations 
under the blue sky to the song cf the Cicadas. 
You subject cell and protoplasm to chemical 
teats; I study instinct in its loftiest mani- 
festations. You pry into death: I pry into 
life. I write above all for the young. I want 
to make them love the natural history which 
You make them hate; an” that is why, while 
keeping strictly to the ‘omain of truth, I 
avoid your scientific prose which too often, 
alas! seems borrowed from some Iroquois 
idiom.” 

But it is the personality of Fabre that is 
most interesting. 

Maurice Macterlinck, the great poet and 
dramatist, rejoices that fame has at last come 
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to the great poet scientist while he is’ atill 
alive, even thongh old and feeble and blind, 
instead of searching for him among corpses 
which has been the fate of many other great 
men. “Fame is often forgetful,” says Maeter- 
linck in an essay *on Fabre, “ negligent, be- 
hindhand, or unjust: and the crowd is almost 
ignorant of the name of J. H. Fabre, who is 
one of the most profound and inventive 
scholars, and also one of the purest writers, 
and, I was going to add, one of the finest 
poets of the century that is just past.” 
Maeterlinck hails Fabre as the revealer of 
this new world of insects. He describes the 


marriage customs among insects which Fabre 
was the first to observe and to tell the world 
about. It is his studies of the social life of 
the insects, a thing the other scientists would 
not dream of investigating, that make Fabre’s 
claim to universal fame, Maeterlinck asserts. 
a 
Fabre’s Life Poem of Energy. 

The life of Fabre was justly called a poem 
of energy. The great scientist now destined 
to share universal fame and popularity as was 
shared only by one man in recent times— 
Count Tolstoi—was born in 1823, the son of 
a peasant. He obtained an education by the 
merest accident and at the age of 19 or there- 
abouts became a teacher. Long before. that 
time he had evinced great interest in the study 
of insects. H[e married in 1844. His income 
from teaching barely was enough to keep him 
and his wife. When children eame he had to 
look for other revenues. He stiidied, passed 
several examinations, and finally was ap- 
pointed assistant professor at the College of 
Avignon. He spent at that ¢ollege about 
twenty-five years. During that ‘time he pub- 
lished several monographs about his favorite 
subject. The trials and hardships he. over- 
came alone enti@e him to fame. 

Had he been less absorbed in his work Fabre 
would have given heed to the advice of friends, 
who urged him to look more after his appear- 
ance and his social habits. Sut Fabre was 
too abserbed in his work to listen to such 
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member of the Legion of Honor and was in- 
troduced to the Emperor Napoleon III. The 
king talked with Fabre for some’ time. He 
liked the provincial professor well. But Fabre 
did not enjoy his visiting with royalty in the 
least. Tle looked upon the courtiers who flut- 
tered about the emperor with the same in- 
quisitive and critical eyes with which he stud- 
ied such phenomena among insects, The min- 
ister of education noted the behavior of the 
savant. He saw that the man was too ab- 
sorbed in his work to be of any use at court 
where etiquette was the first demand. 
*% * 
Greatest Now Pay Homage. 

Fabre returned to his calling as a teacher, 
which became more difficult as years went on. 
IIe struggled along in poverty and want. He 
was evicted from his home on one occasion be- 


cause the people in the town where he lived 
thought he was a heretic. He would have 
been left homeless in the street had it not 
been for John Stuart Mill’s prompt assistance. 
The philosopher, who was then a member of 
parliament, sent him post haste 3,000 franes. 

3ut Fabre, the peasant, scientist, and poet, 
has been discovered. On the 3d of April, 1910, 
a festival was held in his honor. And the sur- 
prised townspeople of Henrj Fabre, who had 
become accustomed to consider the old man 
whom they often saw lying in the field for 
hours studying some insect, an eceentric, have 
suddenly become aware that they were har- 
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advice. He wore clothes that were always 
years behind date. He dodged all social func- 
tions of the college. This made him unpopular 
and hindered his advancement. 


Once fortune seemed to have smiled his way. 


Victor Duruy, the minster of publie instruc- 
tion in France, visited bim and, keen student 
that he was, perceived the creatness of the 
man and scholar. The simple, democratic 
school. teacher who had not shaken. off his 
peasant habits appealed to the minister. A 
brilliant idea came to him. This was just the 
man he thought to educate the emperor’s son. 
So he literally forced Fabre to go with him 
to Paris. There the scientist was made a 


boring one of the world’s greatest men in 
their midst. The greatest men of science in 
France, as well as literateurs and poets, jour- 
neyed to the far off village to pay homage to 
the Homer of insects. 

Since that day Fabre’s books began to be 


read all over France for the poetry and Jitera- 


ture that they contain besides the scientific in- 
formation they give. His works are now be- 


ing translated in all languages. And if the 
health of the great nonagenarian keeps up 
the town of Serignan, where he lives, might 
become as famous a pilgrimage spot as Yasna-

This particular waltz is not especially adapted to the 
ballroom, but with a few exceptions all the steps can 
be done well any place. 

If aty of the dancers have occasion to do @ dance 
for charity, a pastime which has become popular lately, 
this is really a good dance, if I did make it up myself. 
On the stage we start the dance at the top of the stairs 
leading into our scenic ballroom. But as I don’t expect 
any one to carry their stairs with them, we will omit 
that part of it and start like this: The dancers face 
each other, arms outstretched full length and holding 
hands. 

Not wanting to advertise that great musician, Victor 
Herbert, and at tne same time sell our music, IT may 
say that “The Lady of the Slipper Waltz” is the best 
to‘learn this dance with. However, “ any little walts 
that’s a nice little waltz” will do very well.

Not Just a Plain W alk. 


After assuming the first position the dancers walk 
four steps slowly, the man going backwards, starting 
With right, and the girl walking forward, starting with 
left. The girl must be a little bit to one side of the 
man, so taat she will not kick Prince Charming as she 
Walks, This walk is not just a plain walk, for the 
dancers must bend their knees a& they do it and lift 
their feet well off the floor, pointing the toes as they do 
‘0. After the four steps the man stops and turns, fac- 


ing the same way the girl is facing, then gracefully, 


but not roughly, swings the girl across in front of him. 


In this Way, retaining his hold upon her right hand,: 


and counting one, two, three, four, he stands still, and 
she walks four steps around him, like this: Left, right, 
left, right, turning as she does the steps, so that at the 


stops in it, and you must sometimes miss a beat. The 
girl is now in dancing position, and is still holding her 
partner’s left hand in her right. Now she does a low 
curtsey, counting one, two, three to the down and one, 
two, three to go up again. The man meanwhile just 
makes a graceful bow from tne waist, and retaining 
her hand helps her up again. The curtsey is done by 
placing the right leg back of the left and bending the 
left knee. The lower the girl curtseys the better. And 
as the curtsey in itself is quite a feat and reqyires 
much strength of limb, I would advise the girl's prac- 
ticing it before taking any young man on tu play 
Prince Charming to her Cinderella. It is embarrassing 
to get down and not be able to get up again without the 
aid of a derrick. I know, for I’ve been there. After 
the rise from the curtsey the man’s arm goes about 
the girl’s waist, as in any dance, and asit does some- 
times outsidé of dancing.

The Back Bend. 

Now the real dance begins, those steps beinz sort of 
apn introduction. Now the man steps forward on his 
left foot and swings his right leg forward as far as 
he can out front towards his left. The girl steps down 
on her right and swings her left leg around behind her 
to her right. Count one, two, three on this swing. The 
man steps down on his right and swings his left over as 
far to the right as possible, and the girl steps back on 
her left and swings ber right leg out behind her as 
much towards the left as possible. 

This amounts to two big swings, one each way, count- 
ing one, two, three for each swing. Come right back 
to regular dancing position. And now comes the back 
bend, which I do not advise if yow have auything im- 
portant to do for a week ahead. In ¢ase you have not, 
here it is, the back bend, The man’s arm remains 
around her waist, and she. placing her left foot well 
forward and her right well behind her, bends baek from

good brace and keep the girl from bumping her fair 
head on the hardwood floor. (We have done fhat, also.) 

If you don’t want to do the back bend, which, aside 
from giving you a pain in the back, is apt to prove dis- 
astrous if your hair is not tied on, here is a substitute 
that is just as pretty and not so dangerous: After the 
two ewings the man stands still and holds his hand well 
alicve the girl’s head, while she takes the middle finger 
vu’ said ‘nand and does a pirouette, which is a dressy 
name for a complete turn around, and easier to do if 
you get on one foot, the right preferred, and allow the 
man to turn you, taking care that the left toe is pointed 
grucefully as you do it. I say take the finger, because 
that will allow vour hand to turn around it, whereas 
if you take the whole hand you can’t turn it over with- 
out some simple little mistake like breaking Prince 
Charming’s wrist, a small item, except that we want 
him to go on with the dance. The turn brings the man 
right back in position, as does the back bend, if she 
chooses it, and then they repeat the swing step once 
each way, and then again the pirouette or back bend.

Looks Difficult, But Isn't. 


Now the dancers come back to their regular position 
and Boston four beats. Then the man lets go of the 
sylphlike waist, and still holding her right hand in his 
left, swings her half way around, so that her back is 
to him. Then, placing his arm again around her waist, 
they walk three steps forward—sort of side by side, as 
it were, witn the right feet. On step three the girl 
places her left foot well behind her, and bending the 
knee, goes straight back, with her body stiff and just 
ax if she were fainting. This step is really not diffi- 
cult, although I know it looks so. The man bends for- 
ward on his left knee slightly, which enables ‘nim to 
hold her and bend over her, and at the same time the 
hent knee gives him the strength to get her up again. 
1 may say that any lady weighing over 140 had better 
uo try tnis step, for the average Prince Charming would 
just have to let her lie. The minute the girl is down 
she comes right up again, for if you hesitate you will

Don't think from my description that this step is 
dangerous, for it is not. I would tell you if it were. 
I warned you about the back bend because it took me 
a long time to learn it, and I did not want you to think 
it could be done in a day.

It is pretty, and the girl can look so 
graceful in it. Now, having been down twice, the young 
lady may consider herself up for tne rest of the dance. 
They are still in the same position, with her back to 
him, and in this position they go into the step, the regu- 
lar old Spanish Boston step.

Ends with Whirl and Bow. 


With the girl in front of the mah, his right arm 
about her waist, her right hand on his at her waist, 
and his left hand holding hers, they both step forward 
on their right feet, throw the left out in front, balance 
forward on it, as it hits the ground. Throw the right 
out a little behind them, bring right down on the floor 
again and draw left back to it with the old fashioned 
Spanish slide, woich means just drawing the foot and 
the body back together in a Spanish movement. Do that 
once; then, retaining the same position, Boston four 
beats, and repeat the step. The seeond time after the 
Spanish slide the man takes his arm from the girl’s waist 
and holding her left in his right passes it from his 
left hand to his right, turning her at the same time, so 
that she is facing him. 
position again they Boston four beats, then go into the 
first step of two big swings to the right and left. And 
after that, instead of the curtsey ending one, two, three 
to go down, and one, two, three to come up, the girl 
does a pirouette to the count of three and 4 curtsey to 
the count of three; and that curtsey is the finish of the 
dance, the man making his same bow.

th:s dance Perfectly the first time you try it. Per- 
sopally, | have been known to put on a dance with only 
tw rehearsals, but it is not my idea of a good time. I 
really like about a week in which to learn a faney 
dance, for you must know a dance mentally before you 
can execute it well physically. I hope that if rou 
don’t want to do all of this dance vou will try doing 
some of the steps to a plain waltz, because they ate my 
own steps, and I rather like to think of some of rou 
dancing my steps. 

After all, I have not said anything about falling hair: 
but with all the dancing the world is doing now, I think 
falling insteps would be much more to our polit. How- 
ever, I will spare you that for the moment, and if vou 
still live after the Cinderella waltz. 1 will tell fou 
something about home made grace next Sunday. 
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[IIS is not a moral story. It cannot 
possibly be chosen as a model for use 
in Sunday schools when measured up 
by the rules laid down in ethical society 
discourses, baccalaureate sermons, and other 
platitudinous pronouncements. But apply 
the calipers humanity uses to get the straight 
line of heart interest from the roundabout 
stories of Damon and Pythias or David and 
Jonathan, and this true tale presents a prob- 
lem. It tosses a monkey wrench, as it were, 
into the delicate, intricate machinery that 
grinds so busily in universities and steeple 
browed culture clubs, turning out maps and 
guide books to direct the modern pilgrim safe- 
ly on his progress through business life 
towards the city of Success. 
Edward Talford was cashier of the First,

hard work and well directed influence. He 
was unmarried, happy, and buoyant with the

ment though it may be, it is not all play. The forest 
ranger must know his arithmetic well. He must see that 
the growth of timber is not injured by injudicious cutting. 
He must select the trees to be cut and he must be able 
to scale the timber at the mill, to see that cutting in 
excess of contract is not being done. And always—al- 
ways, night and day, there is a thing for which he must 
be waiting, watching, ready. 

The forest is being swept by the fire monster! [ts 
tongue of flame lashes to a height of 100 feet above the 
treetops—200 feet above the ground. Its hot breath 
climbs until the quiet of the autumn day is lapped into a 
roaring wind. Its appetite is whetted by resin and tur- 
pentine and its forked tongues flash out to span rivers 
and even lakes. 

If the scene could be contemplated calmly there would 
be something grand and fascinating in the terrible spec- 
tacle. The flames dash from treetop to treetop as beacon 
lights flashing along a distant shore. The fires climb 
giant firs with the rapidity of a lightning flash. Cinders 
descend in great showers and sparks shoot from the blaz- 
ing forest like rockets. The flames rush through the 
woods with the roar of artillery and the fury of a wild 
thing. Otherwise the woods seem strangely silent, as if 
deserted by all animal life. And it is well, for. nothing 
could have lived in that pathway of flames. Here and 
there a belated settler dashes out of the smoke and the 
blaze into the road and joins in the flight toward safety, 
but as a rule every one has gone long before. Evety- 
thing has been turned over to the flames to do with as 
they please. . 

On, on the fire fiend rushes at a speed of ten miles an 
hour, maintained and unabated for days at a time. And 
then—as far as the eye can see everything is burned. 
Not a scrap of green is left in the w: te. The ground is 
covered with ashes, in places six inches deep. A lumber 
camp is located by a sidetrack and the trucks of a train 
that was burned. Not even the ashes of the lumber piles 
remain—the wind was so strong that they were blown 
away.

Wreaked Havoc Over Miles. 

Those acquainted with the history of the great woods 
are familiar with the tragedies caused by the fire monster 
in the period before the fire fighting brigades maintained 
by the government became what they are today. 


One of the earliest forest fires was the great Miramichi 


fire of 1825. It began its great destruction about 1 
o’clock in the afternoon of an October day at a piace 
about sixty miles above the’ town of Newcastle on the 
Miramichi river in New Brunswick. Before 10 o’clock 
at night it was twenty miles below Newcastle. In nine 
hours it had destroyed a belt of forest eighty miles long 
and twenty-five miles wide. Over more than 2,500,000 
acres every living thing was killed. Even the fish were 
afterwards found dead in heaps on the river banks. One 
hundred and sixty persons perished and nearly 1,000 head 
of stock. The loss was estimated at $300,000, not includ- 
ing the value of the timber. 

The Peshtigo fire of October, 1871, was still more se- 
vere than the Miramichi. It covered an area of more 
than 2,000 square miles in Wisconsin and involved a loss 
in timber and other property of many millions of dollars. 
Between 1,200 and 1,500 persons perished, including half 
of the population of Peshtigo, at that time a town of 
2,000 inhabitants. 

Another most destructive fire sindtai near Hinckley, 
Minn., Sept. 1, 1894, when the loss of life and property 
was heavy. Hinckley and six other towns were destroyed, 
and except for the heroic conduct of locomotive engineers 
and other railroad men the loss of life would have been 
much greater. | 

In .1908 the forest fires nade 12,0C0 persons homeless 


‘in Minnesota and Wisconsin, destroyed four towns, and 


caused a loss of $3,750,000. After the monster had gone 
its way the town of Chisholm, Minn., particularly, pre- 
sented a scene of ruin and desolation. Blackened and 
smoking piles of charred wood, little heaps of gray ashes, 
scorched gaunt skeletons of brick and mortar, all canopied 
with a dense pall of smoke, comprised what was one of 
the most flourishing towns on the great Mesaba range.

The fire monster that once had such free reign over — 


the forests holds as its own secret the details of hundreds 
of instances where human beings caught in its mad sweep 
failed in their flight for safety. But each big disaster 


has had its known train of suffering to stir the govern- | 


ment into more strenuous effort to smother the demon. 
During the big northern Minnesota fire rescuing par- 
ties -brought into Warroad the bodies of seventy-five per- 
sons killed in the fires which were burning over the sur- 
rounding country, and they reported that they saw scores 
of bodies but were unable to recover them. Several fam- 


ilies were known to have plunged directly into the deep 
woods with the approach of the blaze, with the result 
that they were cut off without a chance to escape. ‘Two 
thousand fugitives escaped from Beaudette in a long 
train of boxcars. The mob of men, women, and children 
waited for the train while their homes were in flames. 
The track over which they escaped ran through the forest 
fire for miles and they were forced to cross many burning 
bridges. 

At the time of the Michigan fire in 1908 a 10 year old 
boy came into Millersburg carrying in his pocket hand- 
kerchief a little pile of ashes—all that remained of the 
incinerated body of his little sister. 

When fire swept the north fork of Lewis river in Cow- 
litz county, Washington, in September, 1902, a party of 
nine pleasure seekers had been camping at the foot of 
Mount St. Helens. They were drivix: ahead of the fiery 
storm in an attempt to reach the open prairie, when they 
suddenly found the road barred by the fallen timber. 
There was no escape for them and all perished together. 
When found by a relief party the nine charred corpses 
lay close together near the irons—all that remained of 
the wagon. The horses had managed to get only a few 
steps from the wagon when they, too, became victims. 

On the occasion of this same fire one settler, when 

leaving home in the murning, told his wife that should the 

flames come near she was to take the children and seek 

refuge in the green timber. She followed his advice, but 

the flames devoured the green timber with fierce rapidity. 
x 


How They Start. 

How do all these fires get started? The causes are 
many, but practically all can be classified as preventable. 
The usual causes in the order of their frequency are: 
Railroad engines; lightning; careless campers, fishermen, 
and hunters: settlers burning brush to clear land for cul- 
tivation; logging engines and sawmills; malicious incen- 
diaries. . 

The railroad’s right of way is usually from 100 to 200 


feet wide. In many places within the national forests: 


the brush and débria has never been properly cleared up 
on the right of way after the large timber has been re- 
moved, and dry punk logs end débris form the most in- 
flammable kind of material for ignition by a spark from 
the engine. Despite the improvement both im engines and 
spark arresters the railroads still hold first place as 4 
cause for forest fires. 


The second cause of fires, and the only cne which can 
be classified as nonpreventable, is lightning. During dry 
seasons many electrical storms occur over mountain re- 
gions and set numerous small fires when lightning strikes 
a tree and starts a fire in the débris and humus on the 
ground below. If the storm is accompanied by rain there 
is, of course, little or no danger; ut it is more usual for 
these mountain electrical storms to be unaccompanied »y 
rain. 

Unfortunately many of the campers either are careless 
or are ignorart of the proper handling of campfires. The 
carelessness takes the form of leaving the fires unextin- 
guished or in throwing about cigar r cigaret stumps or 
knocking out pipes. ‘The usual Turkish cigar t is a slow 
fuse that burns continuous'y to the end. The ignorance 
is shown in the failure to keep campfires small and in 
not building them in fairly open spaces and away from 
punk logs and débris. 

Many fires unquestionably have incendiary origin. Va- 
rious motives prompt this act, which is as hard to explain 
or to anticipate as any other wanton violation of law. In 
addition there are many fires which occur from miscel- 
laneous causes—the burning wad from a shotgun car- 
tridge, the concentration of the .un’s rays through a glass 
bottle.

Pillar of Smoke a Cry of Alarm. 

Whatever be its cause, the faintest pillar of smoke in 
the sky is the cry of alarm that calls the United States 
forest rangers of the national forests into action. And 
the role of the forest fighter is quite different from 
that of the city fireman. There is no clanging bell, uo 
spectacular rush through. busy streets. No applause 
comes to his ears. He has gone into the valley to re 
plenish his supply of cold water from the spring. As he 
climbs slowly up the steep side of the mountain towards 
his “lookout ” the piné needles crackle under his heavy 
boots like little firecrackers in the dry, still air, shim- 
mering with waves of heat. Arriving at the top, he mops 
his wet forehead and gives one swift, ‘sweeping look 
around the horizon that marks the limits of the 30,000 
acres of pine forest he is watching. 

As his gaze has almost completed the circle he stops, 
one hand raised and pointed toward the northeast. A 
small black cloud seems to speck the heavens, and in- 
stantly he brings his field glass to bear upon the speck.

His first impressions are confirmed. A forest fire has 
started on the southern slope of the second range of moun- 
tains to the northeast. He watches it, motionless, for 
ten seconds. He gets his range finder to locate the flame 
more definitely than his vision, trained to accurate meas- 
urement of space and location though it is, could do.

Fighting the Flames. | 

The forest becomes a scene of battle! Just such an 
emergency has been prepared for. Every sawmill or rail- 
road force, every permanent cow camp, every logging op- 
eration or other business going on in the woods has beén 
earefully listed. There are records which show how 
many men are available at Jones’ camp, how soon they 
ean get on the ground, how much provisions are kept on 
hand there. Notification by telephone is made to the va- 
rious camps.

The conflagration has broken out at too remote 
a place to permit of the use of water or chemicals. In 
spite of the brave fight it is gaining headway. 

Light trenches are dug ahead of the enemy in its direct 
line of march and the fight is made doggedly over these 


trenches. But the timber has been exceedingly dry, the | 


wind gains strength, and the fire climbs the giant fits te 
the tops. Now the foe begins to move along the tops of 
the trees. It is a “crown fire”—the sort in which the 
greatest danger lies. It moves with a new rapidity be- 
cause of the air that fans it. It begins to jump great 
distances. Sparks are thrown for miles. 

The forest ranger issues a new order to his crew. A 
point is selected some distance ahead of the fire and a 
trench is dug; the trees are cut for a space twenty feet 
wide. Then a back fire is set near enough to the advan- 
cing fire for the back draft to bring the two together and 
cause them to burn out. 

It may take days before the fire is overcome. Then it 
will be just the luck of the tired, blistered ranger if an- 
other blaze breaks out in another part of the reserve.

The present season has been the worst 
in seventeen years from the standpoint 
of receipts. 

The trouble has been that the American 
business man in general, and the theat- 
rical manager in particular, has mistaken 
good times for brains. r 3 

Until last year the easiest thing In the 
world to organize in any small town was 
a corporation to bulld a theater. 

Big successes that used to run from six 
to seven years are now fortunate if they 
can get two full seasons. 

There never has been a theatrical star 
or a theatrical manager clever enough to 
fool the public. 

The theaters have overantictpated the 
populations In the large cities of this 
country at least twenty years. 

The cost of “ The Little Café” exceeds 
by 200 per cent that of “ The Rogers 
Brothers in Harvard ” of ten years ago. 

The manager capable of producing his 
own plays has at least 100 per cent ad- 
‘vantage over the manager who depends 
upon his employés. 

We are going to get down very shortly 
to the sane proposition of having only 
such a number of theaters as can be sup- 
plied with first class attractions. 

The first nighter ts one of the woret 
pests that ever afflicted the American 
stage. 

The vocabulary of the New York first 
nighter consists of two words—" rotten ” 
and “ great.” 

The “movies” attract audiences be-

I 
called that day and fortunately was informed 
that I could appear that evening owing to 
the illness of Miss Marie Lloyd, who was 
the Hippodrome’s headliner for that week. 
I went on in the spot which during the first 
part of the week was filled by Miss Lioyd. 
The comedienne is a great favorite in Eng- 
land, and it was quite a task to fill her place. 
After I finished my act the manager came 
to my dressing room and said: 

“Mr. Beasley, I would like to book you for 
next week at £20.”’ 

I thanked him for the offer, but stated I 
could not accept same as I was booked to 
appear Monday at the Palace under the 
name of Frank Tinney at a salary of £200.

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The Christmas Motive and Its Relation to Art. 


~B. Iden Payne at Rehearsal. 
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By Harriet Manroe. 

{IE Christmas motive, commonly called 

the Nativity, lies at the very foundation 

of Christian art. So fundamental is 

this idea of the holy mother and child. 

so deeply enshrined in the imagination 

02 all occidental races, that we who are born 

inte it, as it were, can scarcely conceive of 

art, poetry, life, without it. It requires a 

d.ctinct intoliectual effort, it excites an emo- 

tion of wonder, for us to realize that pre- 

Christian art of Asia, Africa, and Europe 

developed to full splendor without recogniz- 

ing the beauty and universal appeal of this 

subject, therefore its value to all sorts and 
conditions of men. 

Centuries passed after the birth of Christ 

before even Christian artists awoke to this 


' beauty and value. The subject is extremely 


rare in the earliest Christian art cycles, but 
medieval artists used it in all their various 
materials. Among the primitives the typical 
composition was soon definitely fixed. The 
event was placed either ina kind of rock cavs, 
or in a pent-house, above which is placed a 
large star. In the center lies the mother 
beside the manger, usually shaped like a 


table, on which the heavily swaddled child 


is placed. Saint Joseph appears at one side, 
and an ox and as#@’in the rear. Shephords 
approach from the right, with the herald 
angel above them, and in the upper air an 
angel choir bears a scroll inscribed “ Gloria 
in {Oxcelzis.“" Often another moment of the 
infant's life is also shown in the left fore- 
ground, wherea group of women may be aven 
bathing the child. 

With slight variations, the subject is thus 
treated in the medieva! illuminated manu- 
ecripts, and thus it makes ite appearance in 
sculpture with Niccolo Pisano, who died in 
1278, and in painting with Duccio, whose 
famous altar piece was borne in triumphal 
procession to the cathedral of Siena about 
1308. Duccio'’s work was strongly Byzantine 
in feeling, but Pisano, though he accepted the 
Byzantine composition, followed the classic 
ideai in both the physical type and the drap~ 
ing of his figures. His Virgin, carved in high 
relief on the pulpit panels of Siena and Pisa, 


looks Ike some Roman Juno, and St. Jo- 


seph might almost be a seated Demosthenes.: 
Thus far the Virgin pays no attention to 
the Child, but turns her back upon him and 


faces the eudience as conscientiously as any 


actor of the old school. It wasa revolution- 
ary Innovation, a heroic adventure in real- 
ism, when Giotto presented an actual moth- 
er who takes her babe into .her own bed. 
Though contemporary with Duccio, he was 
the progressive modernist, of his time, and 


eee 


no respecter of conventions at variance with 
the truth as he saw and felt it. In his 
beautiful fresco in the lower church at Assisi 
the Virgin sits up in bed looking joyously at 
the Child, whom'she holds upright, stiffly 
swaddled and doll-like. In the Avena chapel 
at Padua she turns eagerly to receive him 
from an attendant. Giotto thus began a 
new tradition, which persisted a century or 
two. | 

With the fifteenth century the rativity 
motive was idealized into an adoration, for 
we find Mary and Joseph kneeling at either 
side of the Child, who now les on the 
ground in the center. This interpretation 
originated in Umbria, about the time 0o# 
Perugino, and it is beautifully illustrated in 
the little panel by this artist now in the Ryer- 
son collection at the Art institute. | 

Lorenzo di Credi, Perugino’s Florentine 
contemporary, also loved this subject, and 
other Florentines give us. beautiful examples 
of it. All these Italians, however, idealize 
the surroundings, presenting richer costumes, 
ete., than realism would require. It remained 
for northern artists, like Memling and 
Direr, to offer peasant types, and reveal 
with uncompromising severity the poverty 
of the surroundings. And Rembrandt, that 
great realist, paints such a mother and child 
es he may have seen in almost any humble 
home in Holland. 

Since the Reformation the nativity motive 
has been less persistent in art, and its ex- 
pression has been less convincing. However, 
Many modern artists have attempted it. 
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William J. Burns ia reported to have said 
only last week in Paris that he would un- 
dertake to find the ‘“ Mona Lisa "’ if enough 
money were furnished for a world wide 
search. And now the great detective is fore- 
stalled—the thief himsdf solves the mys- 
tery. 

This is a skeptical age; and questioners of 
the lady’s identity are numerous. Till the 
end of time, probably, many people, includ- 
ing a few of the expert and the learned, will 
insist that the “‘ Mona Lisa ”’ soon to return 
to the Louvre is not the one who departed 
thence. And sothe picture will become more 
and more legendary in the imaginations of 
men, and the interests of romance will be 
served. 

But, after ail, what else than the ‘‘ Mona 
Lisa *’ could this picture be’? The crank 

, who revealed it could not have painted it, 
nor could any copyist so imitate materials 
and style of this world famous masterpiece 
as to deceive modern experts long familiar 
with every detail of it. And what possible 
story of its disappearance could be so sim- 


ae 


ple and natural as that told by the thief 
himself? A workman familiar with the 
Louvre, who had helped to glaze this pic- 
ture, he had developed a crankily patriotic 
desire to restore the masterpiece to its na- 
tive land, and his. But his patriotism wes 
not so absorbing but that he wished to réalize 
on his investment, and—poor, crazy ignore- 
mus—he Imagined that Italy woutl pay him 
for the treasure and honor him for restor- 
ing it to her. 

There is romance, though, in the discovery 
in Florence of the wonderful old Florentine’s 
masterpiece; In the return of this great lady, 
this wise woman of the renaissance, to the 
city where once she lived. There is ro- 
mance in her pausing a few days at the Uf- 
fizzi to smile at those Tuscan and cosmo- 
politan crowds; in her journey to Rome; in 
the pomp and ceremony of ambassadors and 
secretaries of state and special enyoys, of 
speeches and compliments and international 


- courtesies, wherewith she will be handed 


over, like some royal bride. of long ago, to 
the land where she is decreed to reign. And 
there will be romance in her triumphant re- 
turn to Paris, amid bannergignd bells, no 
doubt, and cheering crowds, and in the new 
homage and more careful service which will 
keep her faithful forevermore, 

And in all this true romance—for truth is 
always more romantic than fiction—there 
should be somewhere a lesson for us. Per- 
haps the lesson is the worth and glory of 
great art, the faith that, since men have 
created great art in the past, men may cre- 
ate great art in the future—in that future 
when the people shall demand it as they de- 
manded it of Phidias, of Leonardo. 

Earl H. Reed, the Chicago etcher, one of 
the founders and the first president of the 
Chicago Society of Etchers, has been re- 
ceiving many honors of late. Five of his 
plates were accepted at this year’s salon, and 
four of them hung—the latter being a rare 
compliment. The editors of the Internation- 


al Studio led off their November number with | 


an article on his work, in which they say: 
‘We have no hesitancy in assigning to him 
today the highest rank among living Ameri- 
can etchers.’’ And the New York art critics 
have given enthusiastic praise to his recent 
exhibition at the Browne-Robertson gal- 
leriez. Se pronounced is Mr. Reed’s success 
in this art, which was at first a pastime of 
his leisure, that he has been able to give up 
his work on the board of trade in order to 
devote his entire time to etching. 

Twelve new plates by him, representing the 
work of the past year, are now at O'Brien's. 
‘The Wind-Swept Dunes,” “ A Highway of 
the Winds.” and others are a remarkable ex- 
pression of the driving power of wind, and 
the rhythm of its swirling curves. I can 
think of no other artists who have inter- 
preted so poetically the special beauty of 
that wilderness at our gates, the sand dunes 
along the Indiana shore of Lake Michigan. 
And the artist shows rare economy of line; 
each stroke tells. 

‘‘The Course of True Love”’ and “ Neigh- 
borhood Gossip ’’ show close intimacy with 
crows; nor are they the only plates which 
prove Mr. Reed's keen sympathy with bird 
life. ‘‘ The Requiem of the Leaves ”’ is one 
of the best of his first plates+-this and others 
give the beauty of that network of boughs 
formed by bare trees. A fine view of the 
Field museum in winter suggests the mas- 
siveness of heavy snow. Indeed, these recent 
plates prove that this artist is gaining, as 
time goes on, in inspirational and technical 
power. 

Another Chicago etcher, Ralph M. Pearson, 
has just received an order for 120 etchings— 
six impressions each from twenty plates— 
for the new Hotel Biltmore in New York. So 
far as the artists or I know this is the first 
attempt of any American hotel to patronize 
contemporary American etchers, and withal 
a most commendable effort to iniprove the 
quality of pictures in hotel room. | 


Fat 

Miss Grace Gassette, who has recently re- 
turncd from Paris, has a number of interest- 
ing portraits in her studio in the Fine Arts 
building. Among them is one of Gertrude 
Stein, the famous American woman, who has 
been the patron and friend of Matisse, Picas- 
so, and other post-impressionists, and whose 
recent prose sketches have aroused comment 
as an.expression of the same movement of 
revolt in literature. 

The portrait suggests an intellectual wom- 
an and a powerful’ personality. The figure, 
loosely clad in heavy garments, is seated, 
the arms resting on those of the chair. The 
color is in rich tones of brown and green, 
rather strong and excellentiy handled. 

At Anderson's gallery about thirty Amer- 
tcan lands¢apes are on exhibition, the range 
being from Inness to Jonas Lic. . 

The large Inness, ‘‘ Perugia Valley,’ is 
an unusually interesting example of his early 
scenic style. Of this period it is a master- 
piece, and, though the best of his later works 


make a stronger appeal to modern taste, yet 
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you order it, or on CHRISTMAS EVE, as 
you desire. In spite of the largest Novem- 
ber and early December business in the 
history of the house our stocks are still 
practically complete.

UDGED by appearances, Iden Peyne, 

who is directing the Repertory com- 

pany at the Fine Arts theater, is the 

last man one would suspect of being 

associated with the theater. He is a 
gentle mannered individual, with a low voice 
and unobtrusive manner of speech, with fair 
hair brushed straight back, except at the 
sides, where it sticks up like the unruly mop 
of a schoolboy. His eyes are a vague blue 
and are usually focused somewhere beyond 
the horizon. But once he takes his seat on 
the little camp chair from which he directs 
rehearsals, he springs awake into a nervous 
excitability in which he seems to be nothing 
but a bundle of nerves, able to sense even 
the thoughts in the minds of his actors. 

“Come now!” he calls in a voice which is 
not exactly sharp, but which hase all the ef- 
fects of sharpness upon the actors scattered 
about in‘ gossiping groups. ‘‘ Come now! 
All clear for the second scene! Begin! ”’ 

There is a snap about his words which sug- 
gests a military command. ; 

The vague expression disappears from his 
eyes. His languor of manner is gone. He is 
rather like a terrier that is all over the place 
with an eye to all that is going on. 

“No, no; that suggests too much resent- 


it is a question whether this picture will not 
rank very close to them in the final sum- 
ming up. Inness’ contemporaries, Wyant 
and Martin, are represented by small land- 
scapes of, fine quality. 

Willam Keith has several pictures of vary- 
ing quality, the best being the large green 
and blue one, “* Near Santa Barbara,” which 
shows rich foliage and a curve of coast. This 
is an unusually restrained and sensitive 
study of a big subject, an admirable example 
of the California master. 

Of more recent pictures George H. Bo- 
gart’s “October” is the strongest thing I 
have ever seen of his; a truly noble study of 
stern and somber autumn. Bruce Crane’s 
small “ Autumn Mist "’ isin a different mood, 
very delicate and tender—a lovely thing. 
Rohert C. Miner has two or three land- 
scapes of beautiful quality, and Ranger’s 
“Golden Spring’ is a rich forest pattern 
of color. Julian Rix has a strong mountain 
scene, and Leon Dabo a beautiful “‘ Moon- 
light on the Hudson,” with a procession 
aflare with lights. Other artists are cred- 
itably represented, some by pictures already 
familiar. 

The American exhibition at the institute 
will continue through Christmas day. 
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“T never like interrupting an actor's in- 
terpretation of a part,’’ Mr. Payne explains.

a desire that often impels an owner to part 
with a good machine. 


There can be little doubt that electric 
lights will, if they have not already, supplant 
all other forms of lighting for automobiles 
and as mere battery ignition, with its at- 
tending troubles in the matter of charging, 
is not a success old cars are apt to be cast 
aside. 

Not many old motors are so made that mod- 
ern charging outfits can be fitted to them, but 
the last few months have seen several im- 
provements in this direction and today there 
are several small and inexpensive machines 
that can be easily installed and made to do 
duty in the matter of charging that will 
at least serve to keep up small batteries 
sufficient to supply light for the side and 
rear lamps. 

They are not, however, of sufficient capac- 
ity to take care of electric starters, but here 
again improvement has solved that problem, 
go that the oldest type of car can be fitted 
both with electric lights and mechanical 
starters that work perfectly, and which even 
the frailest woman can operate. 

One charging outfit—and there are several 
of similar character—includes a small, light 
and compact generator that can be instailed 
on any motor and is driven either by belt 
or silent chain as the design of the motor 
dictates. The battery which accompanies 
the outfit is none other than one designed 
for motorcycle use and is small, light, and 
carefully protected by a metal case over 
the hard rubber box. This battery will easily 
operate the two side and rear lights and 
the small generator will amply take care of 
the chafging, even if the lights are kept 
burning for a whole night and the motor is 
not in motion to operate the generator. 

One motorist has gone so far as to equip 
#s car with two of these outfits, one designed 
to take care of the side and tail lighs and 
the other the headlights, although in the lat- 
ter case he has a battery of more generous 
proportions and consequently has a larger 
output of current. 


With such an outfit there is no danger of 
the wind extinguishing the lights, there is 
no bother with removing a battery for re- 
charging and never much danger of being 
without light, even for a long drive in the 
country, for one or the other is pretty apt 
to be in shape.

_The starter that can be attached to almost 
any old motor is a purely mechanical device, 
with multiplied leverage to make its opera- 
tion easy. It {s worked by the foot and when 
not in use lies elose to the floorboard, so 
that it is always out of the way. It does 
not, naturally, permit so clean a footboard 
“appearance as the pneumatic or air starters 
that are especially designed for a particular 
car, but it works easily and is absolute in- 
surance against such accidents as occur from 
a back kick or from a motor being started 
while the gears are engaged. 

The appearance of the front of the car is 
not in the least marred by its presence, and 
the nice thing about it is that it can be in- 
stalled in a day, and thus the owner may 
avoid the laying up of his car for any great 
length of time. 3 

An instance of how successfully such an 
apparatus works is where a little woman was 
able to start an immense motor with no more 
effort than would be required to press any 
electric starter button, and this particular 
motor had such high compression that it 
would require the extreme effort of a very 
husky male to turn it over. 

Such devices, together with the schemes 
that have been worked out to rebuild old 
models into comparatively modern cars 
through the fitting of foredoors, have done 
much to keep old cars in service and to give 
the owner the actual working value that he 
knew still remained.

Mention has heretofore been made of the 
necessity for making frequent and careful 
examination of the brakes of a car, as when 
these important parts fail great damage may 
result, and even a death may be charged 
up to neglect, with at least an attending 
charge of criminal carelessness. 

Brakes may be either too loose or too tight 


and damage can come from either condition. | 


Any motorist of even a little experience will 
appreciate what it means to have the brakes 
inoperative through being too loose, but few 
may see that being too tightly adjusted can 
do any material damage. Yet they will, and 
a case of recent date will illustrate the point. 
The operator knew one brake was out of ad- 
justment because of the presence of a squeak, 
yet he failed to remedy the matter because 
of a lack of time—or inclination, perhaps. 

The result was that the brake locked, and 
when the operator let in the clutch rather 
violently in order to move the car, some- 
thing had to go, and in this case it was a cross 
Grive shaft, causing a seven mile towing 
job at an expense of $5. Then there was the 
expense of a new drive shaft and a car laid 
up for two days. The same thing happened 
again, and this time the small bevel gear 
@napped. Another towing job and a new bill 
ef expense, all of which could have been 
avoided had a little time and precaution been 
taken. 

A brake to be effective beyond complaint 
requires nice adjustmcnt, despite the pres- 
ence of equalizers, which do not always per- 
from their mission. And, too, brake linings 
should be carefully cleaned of grit and grease 
and then be treated to an application of 
neatsfoot oil to soften the fabric and raise 


the fiber so that it will insure gripping power.

“I have been reading that some motors

Olling through the fuel supply is by no 
means new; in fact it has been common 
practice in the two-cycle marine motors for 
a good many years. Furthermore, it is 
good practice even with the most modern 
motors of the four-cycle type and even when 
the most improved oiling systems are used. 
There‘is no rule for quantity, as what would 
suit one motor would not do for another— 
this must be determined by experiment. 
There’ is a certainty of lubrication of the 
cylinder walls and pistons, although of 
course the oll coming through the gasoline 
Cannot reach the crank shaft and connect- 
ing rod bearings.

some extent, however, for hard starting, 
particularly in cold weather.

“Text books on the careand operation of 
motor cars seem to be strong advocates of 
the use of kerosene in the cylinders to re- 
move carbon, but I cannot see that its use 
has ever been effective in thie direction, for 
I have tried it several times. Perhaps I 
do not use it properly and that you can 
tell me what I should do.

We have never heard a single argument 
against the practice of using kerosene in 
the cylinders, and on the other hand all 
authorities recommend it. Once in a while 
use, however, will not be materially effec- 
tive; it is, to some extent, like taking exercise 
—it must be kept up to do any good. Kero- 
gene is good for a motor even if it did not 
remove carbon—and it. will not remove car- 
bon unless used regularly—it is preventive 
rather than a remedy. But it cuts fhe old 
oil away from the rings and makes for 
better compression and it unquestionably 
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removes some of the carbon. About a half 
teacup to the cylinder once a week is what 
is required. Half that amount should be 
poured into a cylinder, the relief cocks closed 
and the motor turned over vigorously sev- 
eral times by hand to spread the kerosene 
to all parts of the cylinder walls and piston 
head, Then the pistons should be placed 
half way up and, by means of the crank, 
held until compression has disappeared, so 
the pistons will stay half way up. The 
remainder of the kerosene should be poured 
in and permitted to remain all night. The 
motor may have to be primed in the morn- 
ing to start and there will be emitted a dense 
blue smoke for a few moments. But it will 
be found that the compression has improved 


‘and that the motor runs far better than it 


did before. In case too much kerosene is 
used it will leak into the crankcase and 
will tend to Hghten the oil there and there 
is some danger of a crankcase explosion if 
too much is permitted to enter this part 
of the motor. It is best, of course, to drain 
the crankcase after using kerosene, thus 
taking away all thin oil and removing the 
danger of an explosion.

LL motor cars owned by residents of 
Iilinols must be registered with Sec- 
retary of State Harry Woods on Jam 
1, 1914, licenses expiring on Dec. 1. 
At the same time of expiration of the 
motor Licenses those of chauffeurs issued in 
1913 end. 

Blanks of application for registration for 
both car and chauffeur have been sent out 
by the Automobile club and the Motor club. 
The annual fees, as provided by law, are the 
same as last year. For cars of twenty-five 
horse power or less the fee is $4; for thirty- 
five horse power and more than twenty-five 
horse power, $6; for fifty horsepower and 
more than thirty-five horsepower, $8; and 
for more than fifty horse power, $10. The 
universal fee for electric vehicles is $5. 

The fee for chauffeurs is $5. Licenses may 
be renewed for $3.

This prize system was inaugu- 
rated in 1907, and in six years the successful 
chauffeurs have added $18,000 to their in- 
comes. These prizes are awarded by five 
judges, who meet in Cleveland and carefully 
weigh the evidence, which consists of daily 
mileage reports, monthly mileage and repair 
expense reports signed by both the car owner 
and his chauffeur, and sworn affidavits cov- 
ering the season’s travel arid-repair bills. 
The judges this year were E. E. Schwarz- 
koph of New York, D. G. Newton of Cleve- 
land; and R. G. Howse, John A. Dickson and 
Guy C. Pierce of Chicago. First and second 
prizes went to Massachusetts men. John L. 
Dondero of Boston won $1,000 for driving 
27,542 miles without repair expense to his 


Murren of Medford won $500 for driving 
18,273 miles without repair expense to his 
employer, J. M. Anderson. 

Not only does the new tariff reduce the 
duty on foreign automobiles imported into 
this country, but it also provides that they 
may be brought in for exhibition purposes 
for a period of six months without the pay- 
ment of any duty. Taking advantage of this, 
the exhibiters at the Importers’ Automobile 
Salon, to be heldin New York early in Janu- 
ary, are arranging to bring over more com- 
plete exhibits of foreign cars than ever have 
been seen in this country. 

In past years the salon exhibiters brought 
over only such cars as they felt confident 
of being able to sell readily, because of the 
45 per cent duty which they hed to pay on 
each car. Now, with nothing but the trans- 
Atlantic freight to pay, they are arranging 
to bring over for the coming salon the com- 
plete exhibits which their respective com- 
panies showed at the recent Paris salon and 
at the London Olympia shiow, which opened 
last week. 

Reports from abroad indicate that many 
new, and in some cases startling features 
have been introduced at this year’s automo- 
bile shows in Paris and London. The lat- 
ter, which holds the center of the stage at 
thie time, was participated in by nine dif- 
ferent nations, while six will be represented 
at the salon in New York. J 

The recent action of the importers in de- 
ciding to permit high grade American cars 
to exhibit at their forthcoming salon gives 
this exhibition a wider international scope 
than ever, particularly in view of the fact 
that American cars played a conspicuous 
part in this year’s Paris and London shows. 
The countries represented at the 1914 salon 
will be France, Germany, Belgium, England, 
Italy, and America.

matic conditions of Sutherlin valley, Ore- 
gon, and its possibilities as a fruit growing 
district? J. P. L. 

There is no federal soll gurvey of Doug- 
las county, in which Sutherlin valley fs lo- 
cated, but a comprehensive booklet has been 
ljesued by the Sutherlin Commercial club, 
from which the following is taken: 

“The climate of Sutherlin valley ie one 
of admirable conditions. Governed largely 
‘by the Japanese current, the valley is free 
from violent storms, extremes of heat and 
cold, or electric: disturbances. There is 
practically no rain in July and August and 
the dry season extends from June to Octo- 
ber. The wet season starts about the mid- 
die of November and begins to decrease in 
February. Two-thirds of the rain falls dur- 
ing the night time. 

“The air drainage of Sutherlin valley ts 
one of its most valuable aesets. On account 
of the proximity of the Pacific ocean, also 
largely due to the topography of the val- 
ley, and by reason of its general location 
and shape, Sutherlin valley is not bothered 
with frost, the alr circulation doing away 
with the possibilities of dead air. 

“The Sutherlin valley ie approximately 
Bfteen miles long and from one-half to three 
miles in width. The floor of the valley is 
nearly level, sloping slighfly toward the 
center, being thus admirably adapted te eco- 
nomical irrigation, 

“The surface sof] le from one to four feet 
in depth, the sedimentary deposit of dis- 
integrated rock and vegetable mold washed 
from the hillsides, with a deep. gravel] sub- 

mixed with clay, which makes an ideal 
condition for the raising of fruit. The gravel 
subeoll will drain practically every bit of 
surplus moisture that the top soll will not 
need and all the necessary elements to pro- 
duce high grade fruit are found in this 
soll. 

* Sutherlin ts 185 miles south of Portiand, 
15 miles north of Roseburg, the county seat, 
and 60 miles from the coast.”

Bureau. )}—Please give me all the information 


you can about southern Michigan, as I am

The bureau of immigration and naturali- 
zation of the United States department of 
labor has issued a number of bulletins on 
the agricultural opportunities of the various 
states. Of Michigan in general and the 
southern peninsula in particular, the bulletin 
reports says in part: 

** Michigan ranks twenty-first in land area 
and eighth in population among the states. 
The state comprises two big peninsulas, 
bounded by three of the Great Lakes. The 
southern peninsula lies between Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron, and the northern 
reninsula ite bounded by Lakes Superior, 
Michigan, and Huron. The climate is tem- 
perate and fairly moist, with a rainfall 
sufficient for all ordinary crops without 
irrigation. 

“The most usual soils of the southern 
peninsula consist of yellow, brown, and 
gray loams, with sandy loams in the regions 
of the glacial moraines and till plains, al- 
though extensive areas of sands and gravels 
‘occupy the valleys even In this region. 

“The surface is rolling to ridged and the 
drainage ts fairly well establish ‘', although 
numerous small lakes and ponus, together 
with sluggish stream channels, are frequently 
bordered by swampy areas. 


* The soils of the south central and south- |" 


western parts of the state are well suited 
to the production of corn, winter wheat, oats, 
and grass, while in the vicinity of the lakes 
much of the soil is especially suited to the 
production of sugar beets. 


“In the northern part of the lower pen- | 


insula and in a limited portion of the upper 
peninsula are soils well suited to the pro- 
duction of Irish potatoes, buckwheat, rye, 
and clover. On the drained swamp lands 
along the margins of lakes and rivers are 
many acres used for growing sugar beets, 
celery, onions, and cabbages.”’ 

Farmers’ bulletin No. 568—“ The Agricul- 
tural Outlook "—Issued on Nov. 11, by the 
United States department of agriculture, 
giving estimates based upon returns to Nov. 
1, with details by states, shows Michigan 
in the lead in potato production for this 
year, with an estimate of a possible crop of 
83,000,000 bushels. The average yield per 
acre is estimated at 96 bushels. The ten 
year average for the state is 93 bushels,

A soll survey of Jefferson county, Fia., 
in which the Monticello pecan district is 


located, was made in 1907 by the bureau of | 


golle of the United States Gepartment of 
agriculture Regarding the pecan in¢ustry 
in that section at that time, the report saya 
in part: 

“The pecan industry, though stfll at an 
early stage of development, gives promise of 
great success. Seedlings here and there in 
dooryards give evidence of the productive- 
nese of the pecan tree in this region. The 
soils and existing conditions as found in Jef- 
ferson county are particularly adapted tothe | 
pecan nut, and especially to the growing nur~| 
sery stock. 

“In a great many sections of the pecan 
producing belt, which is about 200 miles wide, | 
two years are required to produce a selling 
large enough to graft. In the Jefftrson 
county area, however, upon the Norfolk fine 
gandy loam, a sturdy growth from ten to 
twenty Inches high is produced in one year. 
Upon the Orangeburg fine sandy loam a good 
growth is secured, but more time is required. 
In Monticello and vicinity there are about 
3,000 bearing pecan trees, mostiy seedlings. 
Recently numerous orchards of grafted stock 
have been set out asd the acreage is rapidly |
